The People gtowing diſorderly, the Prieſt turned away, faying, There ill 
be a Digurbance. James Taid, Theſe aft thy Chriſtians, and this is the Fruit 
of thy Miniſtry. The Juſtices endeaFouted to Keep the People from abuſing 
him, yet many ran before to a Bridge, which he was to paſs over, IWearing 
they would throw him off the Bridge into the Water, but he undiſmayed paſſed 
through the Midſt of them, teſtifying againſt their Fury, and received no 


Harm ; thus he paſſed through the Town ahd Market-place, declaring boldly 


the Word of the Lord, who reſtrained the rude 'People from hurting him, 
though they continued ſhouting, crying out, and throwing Stones at him for 
above a quarter of a Mile out of the Town. 

At another Time James being at a Meeting at Orton, five Prieſts came 
thither, and many People from all Parts. The Prieſts aſked him many 
Queſtions, to which he gave ſuch Anſwers as prevented their Purpoſe of 
enſnaring him in his Words; however the next Firſt-day they had prepared 
their Sermons againſt him, reſpond him to the People .as à Bla/pbemer, 
and as denying the Refurrettion und Hummnity of Ebrift, and conlemning all 
Authority. And ſome of them, as their Hearers reported, ſaid, I would be 
doing God good Service to knock bim down, Having thus prepared the ruder 
Sort of People, one of the Prieſts Sons got a great Company of them to- 

ether next Morning, who beſet the Houſe where Naylor was, .threatning to 
knock out his Brains againſt the Wall, and to pull the Houſe down if he would 
not come out. But he anſwered them thus, Zou did not uſe me fo thoilly the duſt 
Time I was among Pa but if any have a Mind they may come in, the Doors ure 
open : Which Anſwer being told to the Prieſts, the Rabble ruſhed violently 
into the Houſe, took him by the Throat, and dragged him into a Field, where 


a Juſtice, ſent for by the Prieſts, was preſent. Then they ſtruck off James's 


Hat with a Pitch-fork, and the Juſtice commanded him to anſwer ſuch Queſ- 
tions as the Prieſts ſhould aſk him : Whereupon'one of the Prieſts aſked him 
many Queſtions, as concerning the Reſurreion, the Humanity of Chriſt, "the 
Scriptures, and other Things, to which he anſwered ſcripturally : At length, 
being aſked, I Chriſt was in him ? he anſwered, I witneſs him in me in Meaſure.

105. was obtained againſt her 
for thirteen Years Tithes, and a Warrant granted for Diſtreſs on her Goods, 
but ſhe being only a Servant, and having no Effects, the Proſecutrix was diſ- 
appointed, and the other Executrix was out of their Manour or Juriſdiction. 
Soon after this Robert Barrow, of Kendal, who had married Margaret Biſbrown, 
the other Executrix, was ſummoned into the Court at Kendal, by the ſaid Elixa- 
beth Ducket, upon the aforeſaid Verdict obtained at Beetbom Court, where he 
demurred to the Juriſdiction of the Court, Some Time after, he was again 
ſummoned to the ſaid Court, and four Actions were brought againſt him, at the

Chriſtopher Birtei, for permitting a Meeting 
at his Houſe near Rendal, was fined 20 J. for which the Conſtable took Beaſts, 
Sheep, Horſes, and Houſhold Goods, and lockt up the Barn- doors, taking the 
Keys with him. The Woman of the Houſe being ſick, he took the Kettle off the 
Fire, and threw the Victuals out of Doors. From Miles Batemun, for preach- 
ing at that Meeting, for a Fine of 200. they made a Seizure of two Kine, one 
Heifer, and eight or nine Acres of Corn: At another Time he was fined 20/7. 
for permitting a Meeting at his Houſe, and 101. for his "own being there, for

ſmxty Sheep, his Com, Hay, and Houſhold Goods taken away, the Value of 
which much exceeded the Sum demanded, yet did the rapacious Spoilers 
threaten his Tenant for preventing them from taking more. Dorothy Bateman 
and John Holme, being fined 105. each, they took from her Corn on the Mow, 
and from him his Bedding. From Thomas Holme, for a Fine of 5 5. they took 
the Coat from his Back. From Thomas Cooper, for a Fine of 5 s. they took 
Pewter, Braſs, and other Goods worth 7 or 85. and alſo an Heifer. From 
Miles Halbead, Miles Huberſty, and Mary Pepper, for Fines of 5 5. each, they 
took from the firſt a Braſs Pot, the ſecond a Pair of Racks, and the ird 4 
Chair. For the like Fines they took from Peter Bateman a Rugg, Dorothy 
Bateman, Pewter worth 7 5. John Tompſon, a Pot worth 103. Richard Crewdſon, 
a Pair of Shoes, a Shirt, and other Things. And from Roger Backhoe a Parcel 
of Yam. Richard Holme was not at the Meeting, yet was he fined on a falſe 
Information, as were ſeveral others, whom the Informers at random {wore to 
be there. From Thomas Graham, for 103. Fine for himſelf and Wife, they 
took Braſs, Pewter, and other Things. And from the Widow Graham, fined 
10 5. for her {elf and her Daughter, they took about thirty Yards of Cotton. 
For Fines of 5s. each, they took from Jabn Holme three Kettles. Fames Nuby 
a Pair of Sheerman's Sheers. And from Zlzabeth Kitchzn a Braſs Pot: At 
another Time they took from the ſaid Elizabeth Kitchen, for a Fine of 195. 
Braſs and Pewter worth 135. From Anthony Bownas, of Shapp, for Fines of

Ambroſe, Vicar or Curate of that Pariſh. It was the Uſage of that Court, not 
to receive any Anſwer to Bills exhibited there, but upon Oath, wherefore theſe 
Defendants, being principled againſt all Swearing, were ſoon brought into 
Contempt, and Attachments were iſſued for apprehending them. Such Attach- 
ments are directed to the Sheriff for him to apprehend the Party, but in caſe the 
Party abſconds or conceals himſelf, the Sheriff is to aka a Return of 
Non eſt inventus (i. e. he is not to he found) and then a Sequeſtration is iſſued to 
ſeize his Effects. But through a Corruption in the Practice of the Law, the 
Sheriff frequently, and on purpoſe, omits to take the Perſon, and makes a 
falſe Return of Non eſt inventus, and ſo a Sequeſtration is obtained, as if he had 
fled. Theſe Detendants did all they could to prevent the Sheriff *s making ſuch 
a Return, for they not only frequented the uſual Places of Traffick, but alſo 
ſent Notice to the Plantiff and his Attorney, where they were, and at what 
Times and Places they might be met with, and offered to come to them when 
they pleaſed : And when, notwithſtanding all this Precaution, the Return had 
been made, and a Writ of Rebellion iſſued, they offered themſelves to the 
Commiſſioners, who nevertheleſs proceeded to make Return of the Writ, as if 
they were not to be found. Sequeſtration 'was thereupon obtaihed, and by 
Virtue thereof, the Sequeſtrators, George Garnet, William Fell, and George 
Mackreth, entred the Houſe of Villiam Rawes, and took thence Braſs, Pewter, 
Bedding, and his own, and his Wife's Apparel, to the Value of 61, leaving 
the poor Woman, then lying in Childbed, without Clothes neceſſary. to keep 
her from the Cold, ſo that ſhe was obliged to borrow of her Neighbours : One 
of the Sequeſtrators obſerving amongſt the Spoil, which they carried away to 
an Alehouſe about four Miles off, a Pair of new Shoes and Stockings, put them 
on, and left his old torn ones in their Place.

Then he ſaid to them called Juſtiees, that 
It was a Popiſh Tenet ſo to bold, yet he did believe eur Friends did refuſe to Swear 
out of Tenderneſs of Conſcience. Then they let our Friends, Humpbry Smith 
and Thomas Cartwright, depart for that Night, and bid them Come again on 
the Morrow by Nine of the Clock. One of our Friends anſwered, 50 muſt 
go to Priſen, he bad as good go then as in the Morning. The next Morning 
they came again, according to their appointed Hour, they being not then 
together, put our Friends off until the fifth Hour in the Afternoon, and 
commanded them to come again then; ſo they did, at which Fime they 
told the Juſtices of an Image that was ſet up in the Room, ſet upon a Side- 
Cupboard, being like a Child's Head, F ace, and Shoulders, and to them 
our Friends delivered a printed Book Popery, which they burnt 
before their Faces : This was in the Houſe were Samuel Garner bideth, that 
is one of the two Juſtices who ſent our two Friends to Priſon becauſe 
they voy not Swear, and commanded the Goaler not 10 /u fer any to come 
near i 

© Upon the Third-day of the Week, being the next Day after our Friends 
came to Priſon, came thoſe two called Juſtices, with Conſtables, and having 
nothing then to vent their Malice on them, at laſt they departed : On the 
Fourth-day at Night they carne again, and then R. Martin aſked the Goaler, 


Why be did not beat our Friends with bis Staff ? Then Humphry Smith ſpake ſome- 


thing to them, and they departed, and preſently came again into the Room 
where our Friends were, and gave ill Language to the Priſoners and others,

bring them forth among ſo many rude Ones, which he by his Uproar had 
gathered together, for ought we know to murder the Priſoners, if they had 
ce gone forth at that Time of the Night; therefore faid Captain Pitway to 
« Robert Martin, The Priſoners ſpall not ga forth this Night, if thou haſt any 
c Thing to do with them, thou mayſt do it in the Morning; and becauſe of that, a 
© Man fwore the Peace againſt Captain Pitway ; the Man offered to fwear it 
« was on the Tueſday, but it was on the Wedneſday Night, fo Ca Pittway 
cc would not fuffer him to forſwear hitnſelf in that 4 but afterwards he 
4 ſwore, that he, Captain Pitmay, brake the Peace on the Fifth-day of the Week, 
« Our two Friends, Humphry Smith and Thomas Cartwright, were brought before 
« them called Juſtices, who aſked, If they would find Sureties * They anſwered, 
« FF they had tranſgreſſed, they were willing to' ſuffer. So then Humphry Smith was 
c committed to the Main , and Thomas Cartwright ſent back to the other 
cc Priſon. Then our Friends told Robert Martin, he was partial: He anſwered, 
« am partial. Then Thomas Cartwright told Robert Martin of another Uproar 
<«« he cauſed by blowing an Horn, and cauſed Stones to be thrown at our 
« Friends in the Common Goal, and threw Man's Dung at him. Some more 
« like filthy Abuſes he had, which is a Shame to name. One idle drunken 
«© Man came with a Pike in his Hand, ſwearing and railing with ſo much 
4% Violence, as though he would preſently have murdered him, crying, Knock 

s him on the Head, in the Night; and the Juſtice was acquainted with it, but 
« no Officer would meddle with him, neither did they at all, for he ſaid, The 
« beſt in the Town ſent him. On the Sixth-day . we had a Meeting in the 
1 Street, where our Friend ſpake forth of the Priſon-hole, at which Time 
c many threw Dirt and Stones at them: One Friend told the Conſtable, He 
« was abuſed ; the Conſtable told him, He ſhould be more abuſed. 

On the Firſt-day following we appointed a Meeting: When Friends 
« came to the Meeting, they, called Juſtices, with other Officers came, thruſt 
«* and forced away with Weapons thoſe that harmed not any: As many of 
the Town's People as were at the Meeting as they could get together, they 
put in the Town-hall, and the Countrymen, that came on foot to the Meet- 
« mg, they ſet in the Stocks: On which Uproar Robert Martin did whoop 
again, to raiſe another Uproar, and ſwore Founds, and fent for a Ladder 
«« preſently, to put our Friend in the“ Dungeon, and faid, There let bim lie 
and be bang d, until Lice eat bim. On the Second-day there was a Procla- 
mation by O. C. Protector, againſt Swearers, Drunkards, and the like Pro- 
* phaneneſs, They only read it, and denied the poſting it up, and took it 
* away. A Friend having got one of them, they denied him the poſting of 
it up that Day: The next Day he poſted it up, but it was ſoon took down 

& again. 
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* This was as they came from hearing their Prieft,

Thus they repreſented their Grievances, in a plain and innocent Manner, to 
the Protector, whoſe Authority was abuſed by ſome who acted by Commiſſion 
from him, and yet perverted the Laws to the Oppreſſion of honeſt. Men, and 
depriving them of their juſt Liberty of worſhipping of God according to * 
Conſciences. 

On the roth of September was a Fair at Eveſham, and many People came to 
the Hole of the Goal to ſee the Priſoners, at which Juſtice Martin was much 
offended, and ordered the Warders to throw Shovels of Dirt upon the People, and 
ſet eight Men with Weapons, to keep all their Friends from coming to, or 
ſpeaking with them: And Humphry Smith having given ſome Books to the 
People, the Keeper by Force took away three of them, and tore them in pieces. 
After which Humphry ſent for more * Books, about ſixty in Number, intending 
to have given them away alſo, but the Wardens took them from the Meſſenger, | 
and carried them to the Juſtice, who burnt them at the Market-crols in he Fair.

Thus he much endeavoured to bring us under Slavery to his corrupt Will, 
« which was according to the Words of Robert Atkins, that fat Judge at the 
« Seſſions, who then ſaid to me thus, Ion have been kept very high, but F. ſhall 
« take a Courſe oer I go hence, that you ſhall be kept ſhorter." And the Mayor, 
« Edward Young, cauſed a Trap- door to be made to the Dungeon, and locked 
«© down, and all our Bedding and Bed- clothes that Friends had ſent us, he 
«cauſed to be taken away from us, and will not let our Friends have them 
cc again. Joſhua Frenſham, a Friend and Priſoner, having much Pain with his 
« Teeth, did ſomething earneſtly deſire, that he might have the Uſe of a 5 
<« Pillow that was taken away, which was his own, but it was denied. On 
<« the Second · day after we were put into the Dungeon, a Friend brought us 
cc ſome Straw to lie upon, but the Goaler would not ſuffer it to be brought in 1 
<« to us, becauſe they would not give him Money to open the Door. Once I 
c ſent to the Mayor to have Liberty for ſome Man or Friend to fetch out our 
« Dung from us, and he denied it, and ſent for a Conſtable. to put that Friend 
« in the Stocks that came to aſk it; and while I was in that other Priſon, 
«« before I was put into the Dungeon, ſometimes our Books and Writings were 
taken from us, and ſometimes our Stools we had to fit or write upon, and 
« our Candles, beſides much Abuſe which our Friends received from the 
« Goaler, who were Priſoners at his Houſe, which I ſhall forbear to mention, 
« only this he ſaid unto them, F they would not pay 4d. a Night for each 
« Man's Lodging, and 8d. a Meal for each Man's Diet, then they fhonld go 
all to the Main Goal, which they refuſed to ſatisfy his Will in, neither did 
cc they eat of his Meat, being all Townſmen ; but ſometimes he would not 
<« ſuffer their Wives, nor any other Friend to come to them to bring them 
« Diet, nor yet to come in to them. Then a Man got Leave of him that 
« dwelt at next Houſe to the Goaler, and ſo went through his Houſe, and 
&« brought Food to the Priſoners, which when the Goaler ſaw, he threatned 
t the Man which had ſuffered him to go through his Houſe, and took the 
c Beer from them that brought it to the Priſoners, intending by ſuch Actions 
« to force them to his Will, which they would not be ſubje& to: Therefore 
he brought them all to the Main-Goal, and then he ſaid unto us, that I he 
«© might have his Will, be would hang us all on the Morrow, and he had faid 
before, He might do what he would unto us, for we fhould have no Benefit of 
<« the Law, neither durſt any Lawyer plead for us. Then were thoſe eight 
& kept in that Goal, and we there in the Dungeon under them, where I and 
„ ſome others have been kept in this Dungeon and Priſon, with our own 
«© Dung in the ſame Room, from Time to Time, for theſe fourteen Weeks. 
And as for the Priſon, or Hole where we are kept, it is not twelve Foot 
* {quare, and one Goal-hole belonging to it four Inches wide, wherein we take 
nn our Food and Straw to lie upon, and we are forced to burn Candle every 
Day when we have it, by reaſon the Priſon is ſo dark and fo cloſe, and fo 
many in fo little Room, and ſo little Air, with the Stink of our own Dung, 
* all which might have occaſioned the Death of ſome of us &er this Time, 
and one they kept with me in the Dungeon until he was ſick, and after 
turned him out in the Night: And ſome others have not been well by 
* reaſon of the exceeding Cloſeneſs of the Priſon, whereby ſometimes the Stink 
of the Priſon hath been ſo ſtrong in the Streets, that the People could not 
** endure to ſtand by it. Sometimes when the Days were hot, the Breath of 
** ſome Priſoners was almoſt ſtopped, and they lay for ſeveral Days like Men 
** aſleep ; and when the Days are at the coldeſt, we have not Room nor Place 
either to make Fire, or to walk to keep our Bodies warm; yet there is a

vent his Way 3. ſo the Men were conſtrained by reaſon of their Teams, to 
« ſend ſeveral Meſſengers with intreating Words to the Goaler to come again, 
« and then they were forced to agree with him to let them forth for Money, 
the which they preſently paid. Another Time one of the Town came to 
cc ſee us when the Goaler was there, and the Goaler lockt the Door, and kept 
him in that Day from his Labour and the next Night, and his Wife nor his 
« Friends could not prevail with the Mayor nor the Goaler to let him out 
c without Money. 
« James Wall, who had been a Soldier many Years, and ſerved an Appren- 
te ticeſhip in the Town, and was a Freeman thereof, and had born ſeveral 
«« Offices, being a Shop-keeper, having for ſeveral Years kept a Standing in 
«© the Market-place, until ſince he was a Priſoner for witneſſing to the Trath ; . 
ce yet the Mayor, Edward Young, forbad his Wife to ſtand in the Market-place, 
„ which for many Years he had done, neither would he let her ſtand at that 
«+ Time where he was wont to do, nor in any Part of the Market-place ; then 
«< ſhe went to him about it, and once he ſaid, She ſhould have a Standing to open 
cin the Market-place ; but afterward he began to ſpeak ſubtilly to her, ſaying, 
« hear your Huſband doth abuſe you : She anſwered, - My Huſband did never 
« abuſe me ; but as for that Judgment which he now holdetb, once I could not

Hands were too little, and he made: them put in their Legs a Tard one from 
« the Other. And the Women deſired a [Block to fit on, it being a great 
Piſtance from the Place here they were to ſit; and the Places in which 
« their Legs were put, and the Mayor bid the Conſtable frich à Bloch, and 
« thruſt it between their Legs, uſing uncivil Words, and lockt the Priſon-door, 
„ and went his Way, and would not ſuffer any to go to them to carry any

„Evening, he cauſed. a , Friend that came to the Priſon-hote, who came

« ſhowing him any Reaſon why they did it, and after he had been in the Stocks 
« all that freezing Night in the Street, then the Mayor ſent him out of the 
„Town by the Goaler, and when the Goaler had left him, he returned 
4 to the Town again along the Road- way, it being the Market- Day, and 
«© came to the Priſon to us, and then went to the Mayor to know what 
4 Offence he had to charge him with, that he thus puniſhed him; but the 
« Mayor, having nothing to accuſe him of, was wroth, and ſent him to the

* when he went with the other Friend. So when they had puniſhed him, they 
* went to enquire what Fault he had done, and finding none, let him go.” 


Another Inſtance of the arbitrary Proceedings of the Magiſtrates at Eveſham, 
is evident in the Impriſonment of William Pitt, the Account of which we ſhall

Neighbours : Before ſhe had quite delivered her Meſſage, he thruſt her out of 
his Shop, and cauſed her to be ſet in the Stocks three Hours on the Market-day. 

Thomas Goodaire, for ſpeaking to Richard Baxter, after he had ended his 
Sermon at Worceſter, was ſent to Priſon. * He was alſo impriſoned at another 
Time for aſking a Prieſt (probably the ſame Richard Baxter) a Queſtion in

This Letter, however reaſonable, had not the deſired Effect, but they were 
continued Priſoners till the Quarter Seſſions, on the laſt Day of which, being the 
2 iſt of the Month called Jannary 1673, they were brought into Court. The 
Juſtices, at their coming in, ſeemed to be ſtruck with Confuſion, looked pale, 
and were for ſome Time ſilent, inſomuch that a Perſon in the Hall ſaid; What ! 
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Tbeir Appear- 
ance at Quir- 
ter Seſſions. 


Are they afraid? Dare not the Fuſtices ſpeał to them ? At length, Juſtice Parker - 


made a long Speech, pretending a Neceſſity for his ſending them to Priſon; and 
ſaying, that He thought it a milder Courſe to ſend thoſe two 10 Goal, than to put bis 
Neighbours 10,2001. Charge, by putting the Law againſt Conventicles in Execution; 
though indeed there was no Conventicle in the Houſe when he came; nor hud he 
any Evidence to convict them by. The Priſoners gave: ſuch an Accoùnt of 


themſelves and their Journey, that the Chairman of che Seſſions, one Simpſon, 


an old Preſoyterian, declared, that Their Relation or Account tod. very innocent.

| « him, and diſplaced him. So the Commander gave Order to the ſeven Yeo. 
« men, to beat me where ever they met with me, for ſeven Days and Nights, 
« and make me work: They being called to an Account, What they had 
«© made me do? told the Commander, that They were weary, and could nat 
« make me work, ſo they deſired to be excuſed, Then the eighth Yeoman was 
<« called, who promiſed he would beat me, and make me wort; and he did 
cc beat me for a Day and a Night, when he met with me, and being weary, 
« he defired to be excuſed. Then the Commander ſent for me upon the 
«« Quarter-deck before him, and cauſed my Clothes to be ſtript off, Shirt and 
cc all, from my Waiſt downward, then he took a View of my Body to ſee 
« what Wounds and Bruiſes I had, but he could find none, no not ſo much as 
ea blue Spot in my Skin. Then the Commander was angry with them for not 
«« beating me enough: Then Captain Fowler anſwered him, and faid, I have 
&« beat him myſelf, as much as would have kill'd an Ox. The Jeſter ſaid, He bad 
« me hung a great while by the Arms up aloft in the Shrouds, The Men ſaid, They 
&« alſo had beat me very ſore, and they might as well beat the Main- Maſt. Then 
* ſaid the Commander, I will cauſe Irons to be laid upon him, during the King's 
« Pleaſure and mine. Then the Boatſwain was called, and commanded to call 
e the Ship's Company together, and make ready the Irons: The Commander, 
« Sir Edward Spragg, ſaid, You Gentlemen S ailors and Soldiers, whoſoever ſerves 
cc here under me for the King, on board of his Mgjeſty's Ship called the Royal. Prince, 
* the Admiral of the Blue, you are to lake Notice, that there is a Man on board 
e called a Quaker, he is to be laid in Irons during the King*s Pleaſure and mine, 
« for refuſing to fight, and eat the King's Viftuals, therefore I charge you all 
<« and every Man, that none of you give or ſell him any Vifluals, Meat, Drink, 
&« or Water, for if you do, you ſhall have the ſame Puniſhment that he hath. So 
« this being called three Times over, he commanded the Boatſwain to take me 
« away, and put me in Irons. So I being kept in Irons fix Days and Nights, 
and falling ſick of a Fever, I grew, very weak, inſomuch that when I was ſet 
cout to caſe myſelf, (which was but once in twenty four Hours) I coul neither 
«« ſtand nor go: So the Officers that let me out, called fome of my Country- 
0 men to carry me into the Ship's-head to eaſe myſelf, and bring. me back 
again to the Irons. Then the Officer took pity of me, and bid me lay 
«« down upon the Bilboes that Night, and he would hap me with a Coverlid, fo1 
lay there that Night, and next Day till Evening; then the Officer deſired 
me to go by the Way a little, ſeeing all was quiet, and fee if I could get a little 
<c Reſt: Sol being lame of a Leg with the Irons, was creeping over the Lar- 
c board-ſide of the Ship, the Lieutenant coming down, ſaid, Thou damm d 
* Rogue, (and many other wicked Words) haſt thou broken the Irons ? and 
«« with that drew his Rapier, and ſwore he would ftab me, and ſo drove me 

« back again to the Irons, and called the Yeomen, and would have krown whe 

« let me out, and ſaid be ſhould be puniſhed, and I would not tell him; but the 
« ſame Yeoman came in the Crowd, and I put my Hand out to him, and he 
locked it, and none knew how: I then being the King's Priſoner, 1 bid them 
«© be gone, they had nothing to do with me : So I remained in Irons fix Days more, 
* and recovered very well of my Weakneſs : Then on the Seventh-day at 
Night, ſeveral, all Seamen, fell to drinking of Brandy, and playing at 
Cards, and became very loud, the Boatſwain's Mate hearing of them, came 
„ down, and deſired them to leave; they being full of Drink would not, ſo a 
« Quarrel aroſe, and the Boatſwain's Mate cried out Murder, and immediately 
«© there came Aſſiſtance to him, but the Men ran away and hid themſelves, 
e only two were taken, and put in Irons with nere. 
«© Now I ſhall ſpeak a little of the Carpenter's Mate's Kindneſs to me; 
When I had been in Irons ſome Days, and my Food being taken from 5 
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my Voice. | | A I 
* Then the Lieutenant went to Sir Edward's Cabbin-door, and knocked; 
the Boy anſwered, I ho was there ? He told him, Ii was the" Lieutenant that 
would ſpeak with Sir Edward, for there had been a Mutiny in the Ship by ſomę 
Men playing at Cards, and they had beat the Boatſwain's Mate: He told him, 
He ſhould have laid them in Irons, and not called on bim. He ſaid, They are 
already in the Bilboes. He alſo ſaid, F it pleaſe your Highneſs, Sir Edward, 
to remember, that there is a poor Quaker in yet, that was laid in iwo Weeks 
ſince, and they will lie no where but upon him, and they will kill bim for us: He 
bid him go lo the Neomen that had the Keys, and take him out of the'Bilboes, and 
put up a Flag at the Mizen- Maſt” s-head, and call a Council ꝙ Mar; which 
was done: Then the Captains of the other Ships all came on board, to anſwer 
the Council of War, before eight a Clock in the Morning, (it being the 
Firſt-day of the Week) So I being brought before the Council of War, the 
Commander aſked me, FI would go on board of an Hoy that was a Tender, 
and bad ſix Guns? I refuſed, and deſired to ſtay on board, and bear the 
Puniſhment that I had to abide, Then he bid the Council of War'go on 
with their Bufineſs ; ſo they did proceed, and I being ſet on a Bulk-head, 
being ſo lame with the Irons that 1 could not ſtand, and hearing them paſs 
Sentence of Condemnation upon me. The Judge was a Papiſt, being 
Governour of Dover Caſtle, and went to Sea on Pleaſure. . So they could not 
tell at preſent; what Death to put me to: The Judge ſaid, I ſbould be put 
into a Barrel or Caſk driven full of Nails, with their Points inwards, Buy g 7 
rolPd to Death. But the Council of War taking it into Conſideration, thought 
it too terrible a Death, and too much unchriſtian- like, ſo they agreed to 
hang me: And I hearing them ſpeak ſeveral Things -againſt me, which 
I was clear of, had a Defire to ariſe from my Knees where I was ſet to 
anſwer for myſelf, but I had not any Power to ariſe or open my Mouth, 
but was condemned within myſelf, inſomuch that I had not Power to breath 
unto God; proffering to riſe again the ſecond» Time, there came a Motion 
within me, and bid me 'Be ftill, Be ſtill, Be ſtill, three Times, which I 
obeyed, and was comforted; then I believed God would ariſe: And wher 
they had done ſpeaking, then God did ariſe; and I was filled with the Power 
of God, and my Spirit lifted up above all Earthly Things, and wonderſul 
Strength Was given me to my Limbs, and niy Heart full of the Power 
and Wiſdom of God, and with glad Tydings my Mouth was opened to

«© amongſt the Officers and Seamen, becauſe the Ship was ſo near a- ground, and 
«© the Enemies upon them) ſo they cried, I Quarter les five : The Commander 
«© cried, We ſball have our Royal-Prince on Ground, take up your Charge, Pilot. 
Then he cried hard, Starboard your Helm, and ſee how our Ship will veer ; 
« ſo ſhe did bear round up: The Men at the Lead cried, Five Fathom and 4 
heller Depth; then the Commander cried, God preſerve the Royal- Prince: 
Then the Pilot cried, Be of good Cheer, Commander: They cried Six Fathom, 
& then Nine Fathom, then Fifteen Fathom, then Sixteen Fathom. The Hollander 
*© then ſhouted, and cried, Sir Edward runs. Then he cried, Bring ber to 
* again, and the Fight continued till the Middle of the Day was over, and it 
« fell calm : And the Ships being engaged on head of us, we could ſee nothing 
but Fire and Smoke; ſo out of that Smoke I eſpied a Fire-ſhip deſigned to lay 
<< us on board of the Larboard-bow ; then I cried to the Chief Gunner to come 
« to me quickly, and I ſhewed him the Fire-ſhip coming to board us on the 
« Larboard-bow : Then he fired a Chace-Gun with a Ball in her, and as ſoon as

© Notice of the Ship coming on Ground upon the Sand, but alſo for preventing of tht 


« Fire-ſhip that was near to board us, who gave me the firſt Notice, whereof I am

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« aneh And the Lieutenant ſaid to the Commander, that There was not a 


« more unduunted Mun on board except bil Highneſs. . 

[261 Eight Days after, we were engaged again with the Hollanders, and the 
« Officers ſent for me upon the Quarter-Deck, and aſked me, What 7 would 
« do that Day? I told them, I wa, willing 10 do as had done before; they de- 
« fired I would do that Service, and take that Care upon me, only to look out 
« for Fire-ſbips coming on board : I told them, I waf fret to do it, likewiſe 10

« but not one Fire-ſhip-troubled us that Day, but we loft about two Hundr 

„% Men. The Lieutenant meeting me, he aſked me, F I bad received any 
« Wounds? I told him, I bad reterved none, but was well. He aſked me, How 
« came I to be ſo bloody ? Then T told him, It was with carrying down wounded 
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« Men. So he took me in his Arms, and kiſſed me; and that was the ſame ' 


« Lieutenant that perſecuted me ſo with Irons at the firſt. Then we came to 
te the Buoy and Nore again, and then went up near Chatham, and the K ing 
coming on board, the Lieutenant defired me to go and walk upon the Deck 
« with him in Sight of the King, that haply ſome might give him Notice of 
«© me, hoping I might be brought to a Trial, and have my Liberty ; but I 
cc did not underſtand that he had any Intelligence of me. The next Day the 
e ſame Lieutenant came to me, and defired me to walk along with him upon 
c the Quarter- Deck: I being ſomewhat unwilling, told him, I did not uſe to go 
* upon the Quarter- deck, unle I was called by the Officers : He ſaid, My Uncle 
cc hath much Buſineſs, and doth forget you, ſo walk along with me, 1 defire you : 
« And I did as he defired me, and he being with me, walked away and left me 
c alone; the Commander being there, and ſeveral Captains with him, he came 
„ from his Company to me, and laid his Hand upon my Head, and faid, Thou 
« haſt done well, and very well too: So he walked by me, and I bluſhed ; then he 
« aſked me, Why Ibluſhed ? I told him, I deſired to know wherein I had done fo 
% well He ſaid, By encouraging them which ſhould have encouraged both thee and 
4 me. Then ſaid he, Thou ſhalt have thy Liberty to go on Shore. I aſked him,

called the Captain, and ordered him to write me a Certificate, and bring it to 
him; which he did with Speed, but he did not like it, but flung it him again, 
and ordered him to make me one more legible ; then he brought another, 
and he ſigned it and gave it me, and wiſhed me well, and ſaid, he deſired to 
& hear from me if I got well Home, and I told him, I would ſend him a Letter, 
« and fo I did: But ſoon after I got into London, two Preſs-Crews came to me, 
and faid, This is Sir EDwaRD's Quaker; you are welcome to Shore, will you 
„ pleaſe to go to the Tavern with us? I told them, I would not go, nor drink any

Thus ends the remarkable Narrative of the Sufferings of this faithful Sailor, 
wno rather than violate his Conſcience by being inſtrumental to deſtroy other

The foregoing Fines were many of them ſeverely levied, the avaricious Severe levying 
Informer not ſparing to make the moſt he could of his Office, ſo that many of Fines. 


buoneſt and induſtrious Families wa much impoveriſhed, having. both their 
Shop Goods and Houſhold Goods taken away, frequently to a far greater Value 


than the Fines impoſed ; of which we have ſome particular Inſtances, viz. . 
For a Meeting at Jane Chaytor*s, ſhe, and John Chaytor her Son, had Shop 
Goods taken away, at one Time, worth above 201. At another Time, the Shop 
Goods of the ſaid Jobs Chaytor were diſtrained to the Value of about 223 /. 
The Conſtables ſold moſt of them a few Days after to Thornaby the Informer, 
far under their Value. Chaytor appealed to the Quarter Seſſions, and had a 
Verdict in his Favour ; whereupon the Goods left in the Conſtable's Hands 
were returned him, but the reſt, which the Informer had fingered, were never 
recovered, ſo that Chaytor's Loſs was near 271. 25. 64d. He had alſo taken out 
of his Shop at ſeveral other Times, Goods to the Value of g1. 105. For another 
Mecting at his Houſe, his Goods were taken worth 201. 16s. which were fold 
by the Conſtables to Richard Dawſon, Mayor of Richmond, who kept them till 


he died. Upon the Diſtribution of his Effects after his Deceaſe, his Widow, a 
conſcientious Woman, deſired thoſe Goods might be made a Part of her Share 


of the ſaid Effects, which being done, ſhe returned them again to the Owner.

The Mare taken from Stephen Winn was not his own, but borrowed, and the 
Informer, with Richard Morrow, a Conſtable of Burion, made a forcible Entry 
into the Stable, and took her away with a Saddle and Pillion. The Morning 
next after this Seizure, the Conſtable went to Breakfaſt with the Informer, and 
was there heard to curſe the Quakers, by ſome who obſerved the Sequel, viz. 
The Conſtable went to the Informer's Houſe, and thence to the London Carriers, 
where, as he was telling ſome Money, he ſuddenly fell dead over the Table. An 
Occurrence worthy to have been remarked by the Informer, who yet, being 
hardned in the Courſe of Perſecution, proceeded therein without Fear, or any 
apparent Reluctance. 

We ſhall now paſs to other Parts of this County, and obſerve the great 
Havock and Spoil made in the ſeveral. Places where the Meetings were ulually 
held, beginning with Malton Meeting, where, upon Informations given by 
James Cotterton and Maithew Tewby, were taken in the Year 1670, upon the

Some of thoſe who: had been ſent back to England laſt Year, found thernſelves 
under a Neceſſity of returning again, being firmly perſuaded that the Lord had 
called them to bear Teſtimony to his Truth in thoſe Parts, having a full 
Aſſurance of Faith, that he would ſupport them through whatſoever Trials and 
Exerciſes he ſhould be pleaſed to ſuffer them to be tried with. So that in this 
Year 1657, there went over in a Ship procured by Gerard Roberts, 'a Londen

Nobert Hodgſon went to Hamſtead, and had a Meeting 
with ſome of his Friends who dwelt there; where he met with barbaroys 
Uſage: He was before one Gelderſleeve, a Magiſtrate there, ho ſent 
him to Priſon,” and rode to the Duich Governour to inform him what he had 
done ; and returning with a Guard of Muſquetiers, they ſearched the Priſoner, 
and took away his Bible and Papers, and kept him pinion'd 3 and nen 
Day enquiring who had entertained him, took into Cuſtody two Women, one 


and faſtened Robert to the Cart's Tail, pinionꝰd, and ſo drew him through the 
Woods in the Night, whereby he was grievouſly hurt; thus they brought him 
back to Neo- Amſterdam, now New-York, and put him into a naſty Dungeon, 
wherein were many Vermin, and the Women into another Place of Confine. 
ment. Some Time after, he was examined before the Governour, incenſed 
againſt him by one Captain Millet of Plymouth, and received Sentence, -tv tor 
two Nears with a Negro at the Wheel-barrow, or pay a Fine of fix Hundred Gilden. 
When he would have made his Defence, he was not ſuffered to ſpeak, but ent 
again to the Dungeon, and none of the Engliſb People ſuffered to come to! him, 
After ſome Days he was taken and pinion'd, and being ſet with his Face toward 
the Court- Chamber, another Sentence was. read to him in Duich, which he 
underſtood not, After ſome Days more, lying in the Dungeon, he was dragged 
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cauſed a Negro to beat him with a pitched Rope, near four Inches about, till he 
fell down ; then they took him up again, and made the Negro beat him till be 
fell down a ſecond Time, having received above an Hundred Blows. Thus wa 
be kept all Day in the Heat of the Sun, chained to the 'Wheel-barrow, and hi 
Body being much bruiſed and ſwelled, and he kept without Food, was exceed. 
ing faint, but ſitting on the Ground with his Mind retired to the Lord, he found 
himſelf inwardly tupported and ſtrengthned. At Night he was again lockt up 
in the Dungeon, and the next Morning again chained to the W heel-batrow,'and 
a Centinel ſet over him, that none might come to ſpeak to him: On the third 
Day he was uſed in like Manner, but he: ſtill refuſed to work, being indeed | 
altogether unable by the barbarous Uſage he had received. In this weak Con- 
dition he was again brought before the Governour, who commanded” him to 
work, otherwiſe, he ſaid, he ſhould be whipt every Day. Then he was again 
chained to the Wheel-barrow, and threatned, if he /poke io any Perſon be fpoull 
be worſe puniſhed : But he forbore not to ſpeak to thoſe that came to him. Then 
they kept him cloſe again in the Dungeon ſeveral Days and Nights; one Day 
and an Half of it without Bread or Water. 
After this he was brought early in the Morning into à private Room, and 
ſtript to the Waſte, and hung up by the Hands, with a great Log of Wood tied 
to his Feet, ſo that he could not turn his Body; and then a ſturqy Negro Was ft 
to whip him with Rods, who laid many Stripes on him, and cut his Fleſſi ven 
much; then he was again put into the Dungeon, and non ſuffered to come to 
him. Two Days after he was taken out again, and hung up as before; and 
many more Stripes given him by another Negro : He no almoſt fainting; and 
doubtful of his Life, deſired that ſome Engliſh might he ſuſtered to come lo hin, 
which being granted, an Eugliſ Woman came, and waſhed his Stripes, but 
found him ſo weak, that ſhe thought he could not live till next Morning 
Nevertheleſs, within three Days after this Barbarity, he was marvellouſſy fe- 
ſtored to his Strength, and free to labour, that he might not be burdenſom io 
any.

By this additional Law, Laurence Southick and his Wife Caſſandra, then 
Members of the publick Church at Salem, were impriſoned for entertaining 
Chriſtopher Holder and John Copeland; Laurence was in a ſhort Time di- 
charged, but his Wife was detained ſeven Weeks, and then. fined 405. for 
owning a Paper of Exhortation written by the ſaid Holder and Copeland, who 
being at Salem, went to the Place of publick Worſhip there, and after the Prieſt 
had ended his Service, Holder ſpake a few Words, but was preſently pulled

backward by the Hair of his Head, and had a Glove and Handkerchief thruſt 


into his Mouth, and ſo was turned out, and with his Companion carried to 
Boſton next Day, where, each of them received thirty Stripes with a knotted 
Whip of three Cords, the Executioner meaſuring his Ground, and fetching his 
Strokes with all his Strength, which ſo cruelly cut their Fleſh, that a Woman, 
at the Sight of it, fell down as dead.

Caſſock over his Shirt, may eaſily be conceived : His Back and Arms were 
bruiſed, and black, and the Blood hanging as it were in Bags under his Arms, 


and ſo into one was his Fleſh beaten, that the Sign of a particular Blow could 
not be ſeen. His Body being thus cruelly tortured, he lay down upon the 
Boards, ſo extremely weakned, that the natural Parts decay ing, and his Strength 
failing, his Body turned cold : There ſeemed, as it were, a Struggle between 
Life and Death, his Senſes were ſtopped, and he had for fome Time neither 
Seeing, Feeling, nor Hearing ; till at length, a divine Power prevailing, Life 
broke through Death, and the Breath of the Lord was breathed into his Noftrils. 
No the Noiſe of this Cruelty ſpreading among the People, cauſed ſuch a 
Cry, that the Governour ſent his Surgeon to the Priſon to ſee what might be 


done, but the Surgeon found the Body of Brend in fuch a deplorable Condition,

Days after cauſed Samuel Sbattock, Laurence Southick, Caſſandra his Wie, Joſiab 
their Son, Samuel Gaſtin, and Fo/bua Buffum, to be apprehended: They were 
kept Priſoners in a Neighbour's Houſe two Days, and then had before the 
Magiſtrates, when one of them aſking, {How they might know'a Quaker? Simon 
Broadſtrect, one of the Magiſtrates anſwerd, Thou. art one fur coming in with thy 
Hat an: Which made the other reply, was an horrible Thing to mate ſuch cruel 
Laws, to whip, and cut off Ears, and bore through the Tongue for not puiting off 
the Hat. Then ons, of the Bench ſaid, That the Quakers held forth Blaſphemies 
at their Meetings. To which one of the Priſoners deſired, that They would make 
ſuch a Thing appear, Af it were, ſo; that they might be convinced: And farther, that 
They would da well to,ſeud ſeme to their Meetings, that they might hear and give 
Account of what. was done and ſpokan there, and not conclude of any Thing they 
knew not. But, ſaid Major General Deniſon, If ye meet together and jay an 
Thing, we may conclude that ye ſpeak Blaſpheriy. An Inference altogetlier we 
and irrational. Not much unlike this was the Diſcourſe: of Charles Chanſey,

To 
which Major-General Deniſon again replied, Mr. Rouſe, (for ſo I may call you,

And 
when one of the Priſoners ſaid, We have ſeen ſome of your Laws that have many 
Scriptures in the Margin, but what Example have yon in Scripture for cutting off 
Ears? Endicot aſked, What Scripture is there for hanging? To which Dem/on 
ſcoffingly ſaid, Nes, they would be crucified, Then Endicot calling the three 
Priſoners by Name, in a great Paſſion faid, I is the Sentence of the Court, that 
you three have each of you his right Ear cut off by the Hangman. Then they 
were carried back to Priſon, and on the 16th of September, the Marſhal's 
Deputy came thither, letting as many come in as he thought meet, and when 
the Doors were made faſt, the ſaid Marſhal read the following Order, viz.

An Expreſſion ſhewing his Readineis to aſſent to a Lay 
for taking away their Lives. But to compaſs that was not eaſy, becauſe many 
ſober honeſt People declared their Averſion to fuch Cruelty : But John Norm 
and the other Prieſts were ſo forward in promoting ſuch a Purpoſe, that they 
petitioned the Magiſtrates to cauſe the Court to make ſome Law to baniſh the 
Quakers upon pain of Death. The Magiſtrates, thus excited by the Prieſk, 
made the leſs Scruple in this bloody Buſineſs. However, it was carried with 
no little Oppoſition ; for the Court, where this Law was made, conſiſted af 
twenty five Perſons, and when it was put to the Vote, twelve were againſt it, 
ſo that it was carried only by one Vote. This ſo troubled one Wozel, a Deacon 
of their Church, when he heard it, having through Sickneſs been abſent, tha 
he got to the Court, and weeping for Grief that his Abſence ſhould occafion 
ſuch a Law to pals, ſaid, If he had been able 1s go, he would have crept thithr 
upon his Knees, rather than ſuch. a Law ſhould have paſſed. Thus the perſecuting 
Party carried their Point ; yet there was great Difference in the Court; and the - 
twelve, who had voted in the Negative, reſolved to enter their Diſſents to that 
Law, which the other ſeeing, and apprehending that fo many Diſſents would 
weaken their Law, they admitted this Addition, to be tried by a ſperial Furs 
However, wo of the twelve, viz. Capt Edward Hutcheſon, and Capt. Thema 
Clark, a Merchant of Boſton, did enter their Diſſent under that Law. The 
ſtanding Law of the Country was, That none be ſentenced to Death and Baniſh 
ment, but by a ſpecial Jury and Court of Aſſiſtants, and ſuch a Court conſiſted d 
ſeven Magiſtrates at the leaſt. But it was now reſolved to proſecute the Qua tler 
to Death; and all this Trial, when it came on, was only, Whether they, wert 
Quakers ? (which they concluded them to be by their coming in covered) and 
whether they bad been baniſhed before! 

Thus their ſanguinary Law, for Baniſhment on pain of Death, was paſſed on 


the 20th of Oober 1658, being as follows,

Thomas Jaohnſen had his Houſe and Land ſeized by the Marſhal for Fines : 
And Aribur Howland, ſeventy Years of Age, had his Goods diſtrained, and was 
. alſo committed to Priſon in the Depth of Winter. | 
 Betore we leave this Colony, we muſt take Notice, that William Brend and 
Jobn Copeland were cruelly whipt at Plymouth : As were alſo Humphry Norton 
and Zobn Rouſe, whoſe Sufferings were very moving to the Spectators, when 
being in the Stocks they. firſt prayed, then ſaluted one another, and bid the 
2 have Patience a. little, when he came to take off their Clothes, and 
ſhould ſee they could give their Backs to the Smiter. And ſo envious were the 
erſecutors, that they put three Inhabitants of Sandwich in the Stocks, only for 
taking Jahn Rouſe by the Hand.

Yet was the Journey of thoſe Travellers through that large uncultivated Tra& 
of Land very hard, for they had not only Hunger and Cold to encounter with, 
in the Winter Seaſon, but- were often in Danger of being devoured by wild 
Beaſts, or of periſhing in unknown Waters, Marſhes and Bogs. So that even 
their Adverſaries admited at their Preſervation, in which a more than human 
Power was manifeſted. 

We now pals to the Colony of New-haven, where they had a Law, That _> 
uaker that came into that Furiſdictiun ſhould be ſeverely *whipt, and be kept at 
Work in the Houſe of Correction; and the ſecond Time, be branded in one Hand, and 
kept at Work as aforeſaid the third Ti ime, to be branded in the other Hand, and 
Gn fourth Time, to be bored through the Tongue with a red bot Iron. It happened 

t Humphry Norton pars, avveys ough South. bold in his Way to the Dutch Planta- 
tions, was apprehended, without being aſked whither he was going, and com- 
mitted to the Marſhal, conveyed to New-baven, and there caſt into Priſon, 


' Chained to a Poſt, and kept Day and Night for the Space of twenty Days, with 


great Weights of Iron, in an open Priſon, without Fire or Candle, and none 
ſuffered to viſit him, in the bitter cold Winter, enough to have ſtarved him to 
Death. At length he was had before their Court, where was their Prieſt, Fobn 
Davenport, to whom Humphry had ſent ſome religious Queries : And the Prieſt 
having ſpoken what he pleaſed in Anſwer to thoſe Queries, Humphry attempted 
to reply, but was prevented by their tying a great Iron Key acroſs his Mouth, 
ſo that he could not ſpeak. After that he was had again to Priſon, and after 


ten Days more, ſentenced to be ſeverely whipt, and burnt in the Hand with the 


Letter [H] for Hereſy, and to be ſent out of the Colony, and not to return upon 
pain of the utmoſt Penalty they could inflift by Law, and o pay ten Pounds towards 
the Charge of the Court and Colony.

from the Stocks, he kneeled down, and prayed to the Lord, to the Aſtoniſh- 
ment of his Perſecutors. 

Io this Colony came alſo William Brend, Mary Dyer, and Mary Witherhbead, 
but were forthwith ſent away : Mary Dyer being ſet 15 them on Horſeback,

We ſhall next enter upon the Narrative of the Martyrdom of three Perſons, 
who were put to Death for returning after they had been baniſhed, purſuant m 
this bloody Law, viz. William Robinſon, Merchant of London, Marmaduly 
Stevenſon, a Countryman of 7orkfhire, and Mary Dyer, a grave comely Won, 
fearing the Lord, and of good Report, the Mother of ſeveral Children, and 
Wife of a reputable Inhabitant of Rhode-Jand. Theſe three, together with ore 
Nicholas Davis, were by the Court of Aſſiſtants at Boſton, in the Beginnirg d 
September 1659, ſentenced to Baniſhment on pain of Death: But Mulan 
Robinſon, being looked on as a Teacher, was alla condemned to be ſeyerch 
whipt, and the Conſtable was commanded to get an able Man to do it. Tbm 
Robinſon was brought into the Street, and there ſtript, and having his Hand 

t through the Holes of the Carriage of a great Gun, where the Goaler held 

im, the Executioner gave him twenty Stripes with a threetold-corded Whip: 
Soon after which, he and the other three were releaſed and baniſhed, which that 
it was for no other Cauſe than their being Quakers, may appear by the following 


Warrant to the Goaler, viz.

Now though Mary Dyer and Nicholas Davis left that Juriſdiction at that 
Time, yet Robinſon and Stevenſon only went from Boſton, but had not Freedom 
in their Minds to depart that Juriſdiction, though their Lives lay at Stake. & 
they went to Salem, and ſome Places thereabouts, to viſit their Friends, and t0 
confirm them in the Faith. But it was not long before they were taken and pu! 
again into the Priſon at Boſton, and had Chains lockt on their right Legs. ! 
the next Month Mary Dyer alſo returned, and as ſhe ſtood near the Priſon 
{peaking with Chriſtopher Holder, who was come thither to enquire after a Ship 
bound for England, whither he intended to go, ſhe was alſo taken into Cuſtody. 
Thus they had now three Perſons, who, according to their ſanguinary Law, hal 
forfeited their Lives. On the 2oth of October theſe three were brought 10

He, knowing how they 

had dealt with his Companion, was filent z though he alſo had written a Paper 

in Priſon, containing the Reaſons of his being come there, but kept it with him, 

and found an Opportunity afterward of delivering it to ſomebody. I hen 

Endicot pronounced Sentence of Death againſt him, ſaying, Marmaduke M. Steven- 
Stevenſon, ou ſhall be had to the Place from whence you came, and from thence 10 ſon s Sentence, 
the Gallows, and there be hanged till you are dead. Whereupon M. Stevenſon 

ſpake thus : Give Ear, ye Magiſtrates, and all wha are Guilty, for this the Lord 

hath ſaid concerning you, and wit perform his Word upon you : Tat the ſame Day 

ye put his Servants to Death, ſhall the Day of your Viſitation paſs over your Heads, 

and you. ſhall be curſed for Evermore, the Mouth of the Lord of Hoſts bath ſpaken 

it. Therefore in Love to you all, 1 exhort yau to take Warning before it be too late, 

that ſo the Curſe may be removed. For afſuredly, if you put ust Death, you will 

bring innocent Bload upon your own Heads, and fuift Deſtruction will come

After he had ſpoken this, he was taken away, and Mary Dyer was called. M. Dyer's 
To whom Endicot ſpake thus: Mary Dyer, You Hall go to the Place from Sentence. 
whence Fam came, (to wit, the Priſon) and from thence to the Place of Execution, 

and be "yes until you are dead. To which ſhe replied, The Will of the Lord 

be done. Then Endicot faid, Take ber away Marſhal. To which ſhe returned, 

Yea, joyfully I go. And in her going to the Priſon ſhe often uttered Speeches 

of Praiſes to the Lord; and being full of Joy, ſhe ſaid to the Marſhal, He 

might let ber alone, for ſhe would go to the Priſon without him. To which he 

anſwered, I believe you Mrs. Dyer, but I muſt do what I am commanded. Thus ſhe 

was led to Priſon with her Companions, from whence ſhe writ a Letter, directed 

to the General. Court in Boſton, laying before them the Grievouſneſs of their 

Iniquity, in thus perſecuting to Death ſuch as the Lord had ſent amongſt them.

A Copy of the foregoing Letter was delivered to the General-Court after 
Mary Dyer had received Sentence of Death, about the Month of Ofober 1659. 
Thus theſe pious Confeſſors were not wanting to warn their Perſecutors of the 


Evil of their Daings, in a Spirit of Chriſtian Love and Meekneſs, and with a 


Courage and Fortitude of Mind, able to endure Afflictions and Death itſelf for 
the Sake of Religion and a good Conſcience, being ſupported by the Power and 
Spirit of Chriſt, which never faileth thoſe that put their Truft in him. 

The Day appointed by the Court for the Exccution of their bloody Sentence, 
was the 27th of Ofober 1659, when in the Afternoon the condemned Perſons 
were led to the Gallows, by Michaelſon the Marſhal, and Captain James Oliver, 
with a Band of about two Hundred armed Men, beſides many Horſemen, as if 
they were afraid that ſome of the People would have reſcued the Priſoners: 
And that no Actors in this Tragical Scene might be wanting, the Prieft, Wilſon, 
joined the Company, who had been an Exciter of the Court to their rigorous 
Procedure, and when they were deliberating what to do with the Quakers, ſaid, 
Hang them, or elſe, drawing his Finger acroſs his Throat, as if he would have 
fail. Difpatch them that Way. ©

them, to wit, the Light of Chriſt, of which be teſtified, and was now going to ſell 


it with his Blood. This ſo incenſed the envious Prieſt, that he ſaid, Hold thy 


Tongue, be ſilent, thou art going to die with a Lie in thy Mouth. The Rope being 
now about his Neck, the Executioner bound his Hands and Legs, .and tied hi 


Neckcloth about his Face; which being done, Robinſon ſaid, Not ye are mad: 


manifeſt , and the Executioner being about turning him off, he ſaid, I H 


for Chriſt, in whom I live, and for whom I die. He being turned off, Marni. 


duke Stevenſon ſtept up the Ladder, and ſaid, Be it known unto all this Day, that 


wwe ſuffer not as Evil-doers, but for Conſcience-ſake. And when the Hangman'ws 


about to turn him off, he ſaid, This Day ſhall we be at Reſt with the Lord. 
Mary Dyer ſeeing her Companions hanging dead before her, alſo ſtept up the 


Ladder, but after her Coats were tied about her Feet, the Halter put abour her 


Neck, and her Face covered with an Handkerchief, which #il/on, the Prieſt, 
lent the Hangman, a Cry was heard, Stop, for She is repricved. Her Feet then 
being looſed, they bid her come down; but ſhe, whoſe Mind was already in 
Heaven, ſtood ſtill, and ſaid, She was there willing to ſuffer as her Brethren 
did, unleſs they would annul their wicked Law. What ſhe ſaid was little regarded, 
but they pulled her down, and the Marſhal and others taking her by the Arms, 
carried her to Priſon again. That ſhe was thus reprieved, was through the 
Interceſſion of her Son, to whom it ſeems they could not then reſolve to dry

The Countenances of thoſe who had ſuffered,” when dead, ſtill lookt freſh, 
for the Terror of Death had not ſeiz d them.

Then the Goaler, 
who would alſo ſay ſomething, ſaid, She is a Vagabond. Then Endicot laid, The 
Her Sentence Sentence was paſt upon ber the laſt General-Court, and now likewiſe : You muſt 
paſſed a ſecond return to the Priſon, and there remain till To-morrow. at nine o Clock ;, then from 
2825 thence you muſt go to the Gallows, and there be banged till you are dead. To 
which ſhe anſwered, This is no more than what thou Ju before. Endicot replied, 
But now it is to be executed, therefore prepare yourſelf To-morrow at nine & Clack. 
She then ſpoke thus: I came in Obedience io the Will of God the laſt General- 
Court, firing you to repeal your unrighteous Laws for Baniſhment on pain of 
Death ; and that ſame is my Work now, and earneſt Requeſt ;, although T told you, 
that if you refuſed to repeal them, the Lord would ſend others of bis Seruamts to 
witneſs againſt them.

The Manner of About the Time appointed, the Marſhal, Michaelſon, came, and called for 
her Execution. her to come haſtily, and coming into the Room where ſhe was, ſhe deſired him 
to ſtay a little, and, ſpeaking mildly, faid, he would be ready preſently : But he, 
being of a rough Temper, faid, He could not wait upon her, but ſbe ſhould now 
wait upon him. One Margaret Smith, her Companion, being grieved to ſee 
ſuch Hard-heartednels, 5 ſomething againſt their unjuſt Laws and Proceed- 
ings : To which he ſaid, Jou fhall have your Share of the ſame. Then Mary 
Dyer was brought forth, and with a Band of Soldiers. led through, the Town, 
the Drums being beaten before and behind her, and ſo continued, that none 
might hear her ay all the Way to the Place of Execution, which was about 
a Mile.

Webb ſaid, that She had been there before, and had the Sentence of, Baniſhment upon 
pain of Death, and had broken the Law in coming again now. and therefore. ſbe 
was guilty of her «wn Blood. To which ſhe returned, Nay, I came to keep: Blood.

And more ſhe ſpoke of the Eternal Happineſs, into whi 
The was now to enter. Thus Mary Dyer departed this Life, a conſtant and 
faithful Martyr of Chriſt, having been twice led to Death, which the firſt Time 
ſhe expected with an entire Reſignation of Mind to the Will of God, and now 
ſuffered with Chriſtian Fortitude, being raiſed above the Fear of Death, through 
a bleſſed Hope, and glorious Aſſurance of Eternal Life and Immortality. 

Soon after the Death of Mary Dyer, Anne Coddington, a devout and religious 

Woman, a reputable Inhabitant alſo of Rhode-Iand, being grieved in Spirit at 
the Cruelty exerciſed in New-England, writ the following Later er, which we

Thus this excellent Man, having his Mind abſtracted from the World, and 
the Things thereof, for the Hope that was ſet before him, was enabled to endure 
Tribulation, and to bear with Patience whatſoever Afictions it ſhould pleaſe 
God to ſuffer to come upon him in this World, not counting his Life dear unto 
him, ſo that he might finiſh his Courſe with Joy. 15 

In the firſt Month 1660-1, a Court of Aſſiſtants being held at Boſton, he wis 
brought thither with his Chain and Log at his Heels. Being ſet to the Bar, be 
was told, that having returned after Sentence of Baniſhment, he had incurred lit 
Penalty of Death by the Law. He aſked them, What Evil he bad done? The 
Court anſwered, He had owned thoſe that were put to Death, and ſaid they wert 
innocent, had refuſed to put off his Hat in Court, and would ſay Thee and Thou; 
for theſe were the Marks they diſtinguiſhed Quakers by, and which they counted 
a ſufficient Ground for the Sentence of Baniſhment on pain of Death. He replied, 


Will you put me to Death for ſpeaking Engliſh, and for not putting off my C lothes? © 


Major-General Deniſon anſwered, A Man may ſpeak Treaſon in Engliſh. Millan 
returned, Is it Treaſon lo ſay Thee and I hou to a ſingle Perſon ? Simon Broadftrte!, 
a violent Perſecutor, ſaid, Will you go for England? WMilliam anſwered, I hate 


no Buſineſs there. Simon Broadſtreet replied, Then you ſhall go that Way, pointing 


to the Gallows. William again aſked them, What will you put me 10 Death fir 
breathing in the Air in your Furiſdiction? What have you againſt me? I appeal io 


the Laws of England for my Trial; F by them I am guilty, I refuſe not to de.

Not long after, Fobn Chamberlain and George Wilſon, both Inhabitants of 
Boſton, returned thither again; but were preſently apprehended, and according 
to their New Law, ſentenced to be tied to the Carts Tail, and whipped through 
three Towns into the Wilderneſs, which was cruelly executed, eſpecially at the 
laſt of the three, where the Executioner had provided a cruel Inſtrument, with 
which he miſerably tore their Fleſh ; which Inſtrument they would have bought 
to ſend to England for the Novelty of the Cruelty, but that was not permitted, 
George Wilſon, after his Whipping at Boſton, being looſed, fell on his Knees and 
prayed, which the cruel Executioner ſeeing, took him by. the Collar and pulled 
him down. The ſaid 7ohn Chamberlain had been convinced of the Truth by 
beholding the godly End of William Robinſon and Marmaduke Stevenſon, and in 
leſs than two Years after, beſides being impriſoned, and baniſhed, he ſuffered 
nine cruel Whippings, viz. at three ſeveral Towns, three Times at each of them, 
through all which he was ſupported with Courage and Chearfulneſs. 

About this Time Joſiab Southick, whoſe Baniſhment we have mentioned 
before, returned Home again from Old-England : He appeared manfully at 
Boſton, in the Face of his Perſecutors, and was clapt up in the Houſe of Cor- 
rection there, for about nine Weeks; then he was brought before a Court of 
Aſſiſtants in September 1661, where the Governour told him, that He was ! 
bave been tried for his Life, but that they had made a late Law to ſave his Lift, 
which, he ſaid, was a Mercy to him. Foſiab aſked them, Whether they had not a 


good take his Life now, as to whip him after their Manner, twelve or fourteen Tm

Nevertheleſs he returned with a Friend that accompanied 
him, and though his Body was miſerably torn with Stripes, yet the Power of the 
Lord ſupporting him, he travelled above thirty Miles that Night, and came to

to be forthwith granted. A few Days after, Edward Burroughs went again tg, 
the King, deſiring Diſpatch of the Bujineſs, The King faid, He bad no pref 
Occaſion to ſend a Ship thither, but if they would ſend one, they might as ſoon az they 
would. The King alfo granted his Deputation to Samuel Shattock, who had been 
baniſhed thence, to carry his Mandamns to New- England, W hereupon an Agr. 
ment was made with Ralph Goldſmith, one of the faid People called Qualen 
and Maſter of a good Ship, for 300. to fail forthwith, He immediately pre. 
ared for his Voyage, and in about fix Weeks arrived in Boſton Harbour, o ; 
Firſt-day of the Week. The Townſmen ſeeing a Ship with Zx2!/ Colour, 
ſoon came on board, and aſked for the Captain? Ralph Goldſmith told then, 
He was the Commander. They aſked, Whether he bad any Letters? He anfwered, 
Yes ? But withal told them, He would not deliver them that Day. 80 they te. 
turned on ſhore again, and reported, that There were many Quakers come, an 
that Samuel Shattock (who they knew had been baniſhed on pain of Death) wu 
among them. But they knew nothing of his Errand or Authority. Thus all wx 
kept cloſe, and none of the Ship's Company ſuffered to go on ſhore that Day, 
Next Morning Ralph Geld/mith, the Commander, with Samuel Shattack, the _ 
King's Deputy, went on ſhore, and ſending the Boat back to the Ship, they two 
went directly through the Town to the Governour's Houſe, and knockt at the 
Door: He ſending a Man to know their Buſineſs, they ſent him Word, that 
Their Meſſage was from the King of England, and that they would deliver it u 
none but himſelf. Then they were admitted to go in, and the Governour came 
to them, and commanded Samuel Shattcck's Hat to be taken off, and having 
received the Deputation and the Mandamus, he laid off his own Hat; and 
ordering Shattock's Hat to be given him again, peruſed the Papers, and then 
went out to the Deputy-Governour's, bidding the King's Deputy and the Mafter 
of the Ship to follow him : Being come to the Deputy-Governour, and having 
conſulted him, he. returned to the aforeſaid two Perfons, and ſaid, Me ſpall obey 
his Majeſty's Command. After this, the Maſter of the Ship gave Liberty to his 
Paſſengers to come on ſhore, which they did, and had a religious Meeting with 
their Friends of the Town, where they returned Praiſes to God for his Mercy 
manifeſted in this wonderful Deliverance.

Now though the Perſecution of this People to Death was put a Stop to, and 
a Liberty granted them for the preſent, yet it continued not long, the Inclination 
of the Magiſtrates being ſtill the ſame, and the Ceſſation of their Cruelties being 
not voluntary, but conſtrained, they returned again to their wonted Oppreſſion 
of this People, by reviving the Execution of their Law, for whipping Quakers 
out of their Juriſdiction; which they did with an almoſt unparrallePd Barbarity, 
as appears by many Inſtances within a few Years after. 1 rt 

| ANNO 1662. In this Year Mary Tomkins, Alice Ambroſe, and Anne Coleman, 
came in a religious Concern to viſit their Friends about Piſcataqua River, and 
to confirm and ſtrengthen them by the Teftimonies God had given them to bear 
for his Name and Truth: They had not been long there before one Rayner, a 
Prieſt of Dover, who bore them a Grudge for a Meeting they had formerly in 
that Town, excited the Mag iſtrates to perſecute them. There was at that Time

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ſet them at Liberty. So that the Prieſt was diſappointed, of his Aim, Which 


Townſhips executed the Warrant with ſuch Severity as he had excited the Con. 
ſtable of Dover to do, in all likelihood thoſe tender Women could not hays 
ſurvived it, the Diſtance from Dover to the End of the Juriſdiction being about 
eighty Mile. rag Fs 209" 77 20 
After a little Time they returned again to Dover, where being met together 
with other Friends, on the Firſt-day of the Week, whilft Alice Ambroſe was at 
Prayer, two Conſtables, viz. Thomas Roberts, and Jobn his Brother, having Put 
on their old Clothes on purpoſe for that Work, came into the Meeting, and 
taking her, one by one Arm, and the other by the other Arm, moſt inhuman 
d her out of Doors, and then with her Face toward the Snow, which wy 
Knee-deep, over Stumps and old Trees near a Mile; when they had wearied 
themſelves, they commanded two others to help them, and left the Priſoner in 
an Houſe till they went back with Haſte, and fetched Mary Tomkins, whom in 
like Manner they dragged with her Face toward the Snow. Having kept then 
in the Houſe all Night, on the next Morning, which was exceſſive cold, they 
got a Canoe, or kind of Trough, which the Indians uſe on the Water, in which | 
they determined to put thoſe two, and Anne Coleman, who in Love accompanied 
them; and ſo carried them to the Harbour's Mouth, threatning, that They wm 
now ſo do with them, as that they would be troubled with them no more, The. 
Women being unwilling, to go, they forced them down a very ſteep Place in the 
Snow, dragging Mary Tomkins over the Stumps of Trees to the Water: ſide, ſ 
that ſhe was much bruiſed, and fainted under their Hands: They plucked Air 
Ambroſe into the Water, and kept her ſwimming by the Canoe in great Danger 
of drowning, or being frozen to Death. They would in all probability hare 
proceeded in their wicked Purpoſe to the murthering of thoſe three Women, had 


they not been prevented by a ſudden Storm, which drove them back to the 


Houſe again. They kept the Women there till near Midnight, and then cruelly 
turned them out of Doors in the Froſt and Snow, Alice Ambroſe's Clothes being 
frozen hard as Boards. The Barbarity exerciſed on theſe Women was ſuch, that 
to all human Appearance they muſt. have periſhed, had not the Hand of Prov: 
dence in a ſignal Manner preſerved them. It was obſervable, that thoſe Cor- 
ſtables, though wicked enough of themſelves, were animated by a ruling Elder 
of their Church, whoſe Name correſponded not with his Actions, for he was 
called Hate-evil Nutter, he put thoſe Men forward, and by his Preſence encou- 
raged them. But what aggravated the Barbarity of Thomas Roberts, one of those 
Conſtables, was his Ingratitude, thoſe Women having before given him 4 
manifeſt Proof of the Chriſtian and harmleſs Spirit they were endued with, for 
when he having been employed to whip them, and convey them afterward to 
another Town, was faint and ſick with the Fatigue of his Journey, they made 
him ſomewhat warm to drink, and adminiſtred to him as if he had been the! 
Friend: Yet all this Evidence of their truly Chriſtian Spirit, wrought not an 
Degree of Humanity towards them in this barbarous Man. For a cruel Diſpo- 
ſition never exerts itſelf with more Violence and Fury, than when it is ſtirred up 
and animated by the Priefts and Elders of the People under a falſe Shew and 
Pretence of Religion; with which they puſh on blind and ignorant Zealots 10 
abuſe and deftroy the Innocent. For it did not appear that theſe Conſtables had 
any legal Warrant or Authority for what they did. | 
Among thoſe who were mentioned before to have been diſcharged out of 
Boſton Priſon, were Elizabeth Hooton and Joane Brookſup : Theſe Women, each 
about ſixty Years of Age, came from England in the Year 1661, and by Way 
of Virginia, through many Difficulties arrived at Boſton, where they were ſoon 
clapt up in Priſon, and upon their Diſcharge thence, being driven with the r 
two Days Journey into the vaſt howling Wilderneſs, and there left among 
Wolves and Bears, without neceſſary Proviſions, were obliged in very g&'® 
Dangers to wander through Places uninhabited and hardly paſſable, till, throug) 
the peculiar Providence of God attending them, they at length came to - f 
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me Days ſtay there, they paſſed to Barbadoes, and from thence 
—— — i Naw: Envland, for thither was their Meſſage, to teſtify 
againſt the Spirit of Perſecution there predominant ; in diſcharging which, they 
ſtood reſigned in the Will of God to ſuffer whatſoever might befall them. Upon 
their coming again to Boſton, they were preſently apprehended by a Conſtable, an 
ignorant and furious Zealot, who declared, It was his Delight, and he could rejoice 
in following the Quakers to their Execution as much as ever, They were 1m mediately 
put on board a Ship in the Harbour, bound for Virginia, and carried thither ; 
where, after ſome Sufferings there for the Sake of her religious Teſtimony, 
Elizabeth Hooton went back again to her Habitation in Old- England, =» 
After ſome Time, ſhe found a Neceſſity laid upon her, by the Spirit of the 
Lord, to return to New-England : But before her going thither, ſhe made her 
Application to the King, and procured from him a Licence to purchaſe for her- 
ſelf an Houſe and Dwelling in any of his Plantations : Thus prepared, ſhe and 
her Daughter of the ſame Name, ſet fail in a Ship bound directly for Boſton, 
where being arrived, the Magiſtrates were about to fine the Maſter of the Veſſel 
1001. for bringing her over; but he, informing them that ſhe had been with the 
King, and had a ſpecial Licence from him to come over and buy an Houſe, 
quaſht that Deſign. She applied herſelf again and again to the Court at Baſton, 
for Liberty to purchaſe an Houſe there for herſelt to dwell in, and for her 
Friends to meet in, and a Piece of Ground to bury their Dead, ſtrenuouſly inſiſt-

ing that ſhe had a Right ſo to do, both by common Privilege as an Engliſh - 


Woman, and alſo by particular Licence from the King. But theſe Magiſtrates 
regarding not the King's Grant, nor her Right, would neither ſuffer her to pur- 
chaſe nor hire an Houſe, nor have any Habitation there, Thus repulſed, ſhe 
travelled Eaſtward toward Piſcataqua River. At Hampton ſhe was impriſoned 
for teſtifying againſt a perſecuting Prieſt there. At Dover ſhe was ſet in the 
Stocks, and then kept four Days in Priſon in cold Weather. At Cambridge, 
being moved to exhort the People to Repentance as ſhe paſſed through the 
Streets, ſhe was impriſoned in a cloſe ſtinking Dungeon, where there was nothing 
either to lie down or fit on, where ſhe was kept two Days and two Nights 
without Bread or Water; and when a Friend, one Benanuel Bower, brought 


her a little Milk, when in that Diſtreſs ſhe was ready to periſh, the Magiſtrates 


for that Act of Charity fined him 31. and ſent him to Priſon. On the third Day 
ſhe was brought before the Court, where being aſked by one of the Magiſtrates, 
Who had entertained ber? She anſwered, If bad come to thy Houſe, I ſhould have 
ſeen whether thou wouldſt have entertained me, for I was weary with much Travel- 
ling, and it is a Chriſtian Duty to entertain Strangers. To which, when he replied, 
He would not: She ſaid, Then ſell me an Houſe, or let me have one to rent, that 1 
may entertain Strangers, laying before them the King's Promiſe, That ſhe /hould 
have Freedom in any of his Plantations. But they regardleſs of her Plea, though 
altogether juſt and reaſonable, made a cruel Order tor ſending her out of their 
Coaſts towards Nbode.- Hand, and for whipping her at three ſeveral Towns, 
which was rigorouſly executed: At Cambridge ſhe was tied to the Whipping- 
poſt, and laſhed with ten Stripes with a three-ſtringed Whip, with three Knots 
at the End: At Water-Town ſhe was laid on with ten Stripes more with Rods of 
Willow: At Deabam, in a cold froſty Morning, they tortured her aged Body 
with ten Stripes more at a Cart's Tail. Thus miſerably torn and beaten, they 

carried her a weary Journey on Horſeback many Miles into the Wilderneſs, and 
toward Night left her there among Wolves, Bears, and other wild Beafts, who, 
though they did ſometimes ſeize on living Perſons, were yet to her leſs cruel than 
the Savage-Profeſſors of that Country, When thoſe who conveyed her thither 
left her, they faid, They thought they ſhould never ſee her more. And indeed in 
all human Probability ſhe muſt have periſhed, had not the providential Hand 
of God preſerved her, and brought her ſafe through the diſmal Deſert, and many 
deep Waters, to a Town called Rehoboth, where ſhe arrived next Day, neither 
weary nor faint, and from thence paſſed to Rhode-1/land, praiſing and magnifying 
the Name of the Lord, whoſe Mercy endureth for ever, and who had ſignally 
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ſupported and ſtrengthened her through ſuch grievous Tortures and Sufferin 


as to her Age and Sex, in all outward Appearance, were inſupportable. | 

After ſome Stay at Rhode-1/land ſhe returned, with her Daughter, to a Pls 
near Cambridge, to fetch her Clothes and other Things which the inhuman Per. 
ſecutors would not ſuffer her to take with her, when they ſent her away as afore. 
ſaid : She was going back with them to Rhode-{/iand, when one Thomas Danfor; 


a perſecuting Magiftrate of Cambridge, made out a Warrant to the Conſtable q 


| Charles-Town, to apprehend them and Sarab Coleman, an ancient Woman 


Scituate, who with another had met them in the Woods as they were gong 
back : The Conſtable apprehended them according to his Order, and q. 
manded, -}}/bether they were Quakers? Bidding them to ſtand, and aſking, 
they were ? Elizabeth anſwered, Hil thou apprehend thou knoweſt not who, nor fy | 
what ? We are Chriſtians, and Servants of the Living God. He replied, I fupyy 
you are Quakers, therefore in his Majeſty's Name, ſtand. What Majeſty? ta 
Elizabeth. He replied, The King's. Now, ſaid ſhe, thou baſt told a Lie, fir] 
was later with the King than thou, and he has made no ſuch Laws. He replied, | 
muſt have you to Comteidae. But the other J/oman, who was an Inhabitant, faid, 
She would not go, except he carried her. So they went on their Way, and the 
Conſtable and another Man followed them till they came to a Town, where he 
commanded a Cart and thoſe that drove it to aſſiſt him, ſet the Women therein, 
and ſo drew them to Cambridge. The Magiſtrates being from Home, they were 
kept Priſoners all Night, when one of them, Daniel Goggin, being come Home, 
they were had before him, where they were abuſed by a wicked Crew of Can- 
bridge Scholars : Goggin, the Magiſtrate, demanded of Elizabeth, Wherefore thy 
came thither, ſeeing they had warned ber not to come there any more? She replied, 
that She came to fetch ber Clothes, and was going back again with them, when 
ſhe was taken up on the Highway, and forced thither, Then he demanded of the © 
ancient Woman, H#hether ſhe owned Elizabeth, and her Religion? She anſwered, 
that She owned the Truth. So he wrote them all three down as Vagabond Quaker, 
though the old Woman was well known to him, being his near Neighbour. And 
of Elizabeth's Daughter, who only attended on her Mother, he demanded, Dif 
thou own thy Mother*s Religion? To which ſhe gave him no Anſwer. So he fent 
them that Night to the Houle of Correction. Early next Morning the Execu- 
tioner came to them, before it was light, and aſked them, V beiber ibey would be 
whipt there ? Elizabeth aſked him, Whether be was come to take away their Blud 
in the Dark ? And whether they were aſhamed their Deeds ſhould be ſcen? So le 
took her down Stairs, and whipt her ten Stripes with a three-corded Why. 
After which, he brought down the other ancient Woman, and did the like to 
her; and then inflicted the ſame Puniſhment on Elizabeth's Daughter, whoſe 
only Crime was, that ſhe accompanied her Mother. But the Magiſtrates not 
ſatished herewith, ſent their Conſtable with. them to other Towns, there to have 
them whipt again; their Order being, To have them from Conſtable ta Conſtabt 
toward Rhode-Ifland, and to be whipt at three Towns. The Magiſtrate. of Can 
bridge, Daniel Goggin, by whoſe Warrant this was done, was arrived to ſuch 4 
pitch of Cruelty, as to make it even his Sport and Delight to torture and affict 
the Innocent; for which Cauſe he had deſired of one William Hathorne, a Mag: 
ſtrate of like Diſpoſition, To ſend him ſome Quakers that Way, that he might (t 
them laſht. This Hathorne, before he was a Magiſtrate, appeared to be again 
Perſecution, for when An Al was preparing to prohibit the Preaching of any Pen. 
ſons, but what were approved by a particular Set of Men, he oppoſed it in a publick 
Meeting at Salem, ſaying, Ile lookt upon it to be a very bad Act, and the paſſing 
to be a Token that God had forjaken them. But, how unſtable and variable are the 
Minds and Actions of Men ! When this Man, after long waiting, was advanced 
to a Station in the Magiſtracy, he became a violent Perſecutor and Oppreſſor 0 
others for practiſing that Chriſtian Liberty, which himſelt had formerly aſſerted, 
and pleaded for. 
We return to Elizabeth Hooton, who notwithſtanding all the cruel Ulage ſhe 


had ſuſtained, was nothing terrified ; but returned again to Boſton, and there 
| publick! 
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1ckly warned the People to Repentanice, and of the terrible Day of the Lord, 
3 otherwiſe e . This — of hers was received with 
Scorn, her godly Admonitions rejected, and ſhe h e 4 of 'Co 
rection, and there whipt at a Whipping-poſt with ten Stripes; thence The was 
ſent to Roxbury, and there whipt at a Carts Tail, and from thence to Hedbam, 
where the ſame cruel Puniſhment was repeated: Thence ſhe was had to Meajfield, 
and the ſame Night hurried into the Wilderneſs, and there left to paſs above 
Miles with her Body thus miferably torn and mangled, in an extreme 
cold Seaſon, through ſeveral Waters, and other exceeding great Dangers : She 
arrived the next Day at a Town, and after ſome Stay with her Friends there, ſhe 
returned again to Boſton, where ſhe was again caſt into, Priſon, and after two 
Days, whipt from the Priſon-door to the Town's End, and then ſent away for 
Rhode: Hand, with a Warrant to whip her from Town to Town, threatning 
withal, that Fever ſhe came thither again, they would either put ber to Death, or 
brand her on the Shoulder. But ſhe continued ſtedfaſt and unmoveable in the 
Work of the Lord, and obedient to the Call and Requirings of his Holy Spirit, 
and to the Teſtimony given her to bear againſt an hypocritical Generation of hard- 
hearted Perſecutors : But as in ſo righteous a Cauſe her Aflictions abounded, ſo 


her inward Conſolations did much more abound ; fo that ſhe was enabled in an 


holy Triumph, and humble Meekneſs to declare, Al this, ſaid ſhe, and much 
more, have I gone through and ſuffered, and much more could 1, for the Seed's Sake, 
which is buried and oppreſſed, and as a Cart is laden with Sheaves, and as,a Pri- 
foner in an inward Priſon-houſe : Yea, the Love that I bear to the Souls of all Men, 
makes me willing to undergo whatſoever can be inflited on me. 
We ſhall next make mention of Katharine Chaitam, another of thoſe twenty 
ſeven before mentioned to have been turned out of Boſton Priſon, and driven into 
the Wilderneſs : The Cauſe of her Impriſonment at firſt was, that ſhe came from 
London to Boſton, and there, under a great Exerciſe and Concern of Mind, ap- 
peared publickly clothed in Sackcloth, as a Sign. of the Indignation of the Lord 
againſt that oppreſſing and tyrannical Spirit which bore Rule in the Magiſtracy 
of that Place. After being turned out of Priſon as aforeſaid, ſhe came again to 
Boſton, and was there again impriſoned a long Time, in a diſmal cold Winter, 
where, through the Hardſhips endured, ſhe contracted a grievous Sickneſs near 
unto Death; but it pleaſed the Lord to preſerve and reſtore her again, and in 
due Time to effect her Deliverance. She was afterward married to John 
Chamberlain, and ſo became a ſetled Inhabitant of Boſton. | 
ANNO 1663. We now return to Edward Wharton, of whoſe Chriſtian 
Courage and Boldneſs mention has been before made ; he, though baniſhed 
thence on pain of Death, continued publickly within the Juriſdiction of Boſton, 
and being at Piſcatagua River on the 4th of the FifttMonth this Year, went into 
the Court at Dover, where much Perſecution had been acted, and uttered theſe 
Words, Wo to all Oppreſſors and Perſecutors, for the Indignation of the Lord is 
againſt them. Therefore, Friends, whilſt you have Time, prize the Day of his 
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Patience, and ceaſe to do Evil, and learn to do well: Ye, who ſpoil the Poor, and 


devour the Innocent. Having faid this, he was immediately apprehended, and ſet 
in the Stocks, till they might conſult what to do with him; for the Words he 
had ſpoken touch d them to the quick, and raiſed their Reſentment againſt him. 


After ſome Time of Conſultation, they had him in again, and William Hathorne 


Chairman or Judge of the Court, aſked him, Wherefore be came thither ? He 


anſwered, To bear my Teſtimony to the Truth againſt Perſecution and Violence. 
Whereupon Thomas Wiggins, an old Profeſſor, who cauſed Edward to be 
the Stocks, fell into a violent Paſſion

To which Sentence Edward manfully anſwered, 7 fear not the worſt you may 
be ſuffered to do unto me, neither do I ſeek for any Favour at your Hands, The 


Sentence was immediately executed at Dover, and the Executioner having done, 


told him, He muſt prepare to receive the like at the next Town, Edward replied, 
that He ſhould not go to ſerve their Pleaſure in his own Execution, unleſs they carried 
or forced him thither ; which Anſwer of his being reported to the Court, they 
iſſued a ſecond Order, viz.

This Order was obſerved, for he was forthwith carried back to Priſon, and at 
the Day appointed put on an Horſe's Back, having neither Bridle nor Halter, not 
any Thing to hold by but the Pommel of the Saddle ; in this Manner, one leading 
the Horſe, and two others guarding him on each Side, he was carried as ſome 
notorious Offender from Town to Town, and whipt as the firſt Warrant directed. 

He had not been long at Home in Salem, before two of his Friends, Jobn 
Lyddal and Thomas Newhouſe, having been at a Meeting there, were appfe⸗ 
hended, and by the aforefaid Hathorne's Order, ſentenced to be whipt through 
three Towns as Vagabonds : Upon the Execution of which Sentence, Edwar 
Wharton boldly and publickly teſtified againſt thoſe, and other Proceedings of 
the ſaid Hathorne ; for which he was ſentenced to be whipt with fourteen Laſhes, 
which was done at the Whipping- poſt in the Town where he dwelt. | 

Not long after this, the aforeſaid Thomas Newhouſe was again whipt through 


houſe 
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houſe there; at which Time he, in a prophetick Manner, having two Glaſs 
Bottles in his Hands, threw them down, ſaying, So ſhall you be daſbed in pieces. 
About the ſame Lime Jeſepb Nicholſon, Jane Millard, and Anne Coleman, were 
cruelly whipt through Salem, Boſton, and Dedbam ; the latter of whom, Aune 
Coleman, it was thought would have died through the extreme Torture ſhe was 
put to, by the Knots of the Whip ſpliting one of the Nipples of her Breaſt. 
And it was a conſiderable: Time before ſhe recovered. N 72 6h 
ANNO 1664. Edward Wharton having abode ſome Time at his own 
Houſe in Salem, went about ſome of his temporal Concerns to Rhode-1/and, and 
from thence he, with George Preſton and Wenlock Chriſtiſong went to Boſton, and 
aſſembled there with others of their Friends to worſhip God : While they were 
exerciſed in the Duties of preaching and praying at that Meeting, Raz/on, the 
Secretary, went to the Place where many People were ſtanding without to hear: 
He walked to and fro, from one Window of the Houſe unto the other; chafing 


and fretting, chiding ſome of the People in his Anger, and threatning others; 


but they little regarding him, he withdrew again, and immediately draws up 
the following Warrant, he himſelf being an Officer in Commiſſion; viz.

4e OU are hereby required, in his Majeſty's Name, forthwith to repair 
&« to Edward Wanton's Houſe, where a Stranger and a Quaker with 
« ſeveral others are; the ſaid Stranger, publickly amongſt many, endeavouring

ce his preaching amongſt them: You are to carry the ſaid Stranger before the 
« honoured Governour, to be proceeded with as the Law directs, and return the 
« Names of ſuch as are his Hearers. Dated at Boſton, May the 4th 1664.

The Conſtable having received this Order, haſtens to the Houſe, but the 
Meeting was ended, and the Stranger gone : Anon they met with Edward 
Wharton in their Search at Nicholas Upſhall”s Houſe, and queſtioned him, Yhether 
he was not one that ſpake at the 8 Meeting ? He demanded of them, hat 
they bad to do to examine him? We have a Warrant, ſaid they. Let me ſee it, ſaid 


he. When they ſhewed it, he told them, His Name was not in it, You fhall 


go before the Governour, ſaid the Conſtable. But Edward refuſed to go without 
a Warrant. Upon that the Conſtable drew out his black Staff, and faid, Here 
:s my Warrant. Then they dragged him by Violence out of the Houſe, and led 
him away to the Governour's : The Governour, though he knew Edward full 
well, and that he was an Inhabitant in the Colony, a Tradeſman of good Cir- 
cumſtances, and a reputable Houſekeeper, yet preſently told him, He ſhould 
ſuffer as a Vagabond: To which Edward replied, 1 defy the Life of a Vagabond : 
That Law is a wicked Law, and very wicked and unrighteous Men are they, that 
cauſe thoſe who fear the Lord to ſuffer by fuch a wicked Law. But his Plea availed 


not: The Governour, reſolved on Rigour, turned the deaf Ear to all his 
Reaſoning, and iſſued the following Warrant, viz,

The next Day he was cruelly whipt through Beton Town, almoſt a Mile, 
and ſent away to Lym ; but the Conſtable there, conſidering him as a well. 
known Inhabitant of Salem, and the Warrant as an illegal one, refuſed to 
execute it. After his Whipping at Byſon, they threatned, that He /hould be jg 
ſerved every Time he came-thither. To which he anſwered, I think I ſhall be bert 
To-morrow again: And accordingly he returned thither again the next Day 
publickly in the View of his Perſecutors, aſking them, How it could be that be 
ſhould be a Vagrant Veſterday, and none To-day ? But they, as Men conſcious to 
themſelves of Guilt, turned afide 3 and he, by this innocent Boldneſs, having 
as it were triumphed over their ues returned Home to Salem. | 

Toward the End of the next Monthy Alice Ambroſe and Mary Tomkins Having 
been at Virginia, where, by the Inſtigation of their New- England Perſeciitors, 
they were inhumanly treated, having ſuffered two and thirty Stripes a-plece with 
a nine-corded Whip, and had their Cheſts and Goods taken away, came back 
to Boſton, the latter of them being very ſick near unto Death: Their Coming 
being known, Edward Wharton and Wenlock Chriſtifon came from Salem to viſt 
their ſick Friend: They were no ſooner tome to the Houſe where ſhe was, but 
two Conſtables in a great Rage followed, and forced them all up to the Gover- 
nour's Houſe, though Mary Tomkins was ſo weak, that ſhe fell down as dead 
by the Way, yet they ſtood over her til] ſhe came to herſelf again, and then had 


her to the Governour, who ordered Wenloc and the two Women to be whipt 


out of the Juriſdiction; but that Sentence, through the Intercefſion of Colonel 
Temple, in whom ſome Degree of Humanity took place on that Occaſion, was 
not executed: But as for Edward M harton, he being an Inhabitant, they ſaid 
they would take another Courſe with him, and thereupon told him, that Unit 
he would ſubſcribe to four Propoſitions, viz. e

one Daufort, a Magiſtrate of Cambridge, then preſent, drew the following

In that fad and lamentable Condition they led him, as the His eruel 
Warrant directed, not the neareſt Way to Salem, but round about the Country, hippings- 
as if they had a mind to expoſe him as a Spectacle of their Cruelty to terrify the 
. ſome Months after, again cruelly whipt with fifteen Laſhes, and im- 
priſoned one Month, for no other Cauſe than being at Boſton with ſome other of 
his Friends, who came thither to ſeek Paſſage for England. Such a Series of 
inhuman Whippings, and other cruel Sufferings for ſeveral Years together, did 
this valiant Champion and innocent Chriſtian pals through, as is ſcarce parallel'd 
in Hiſtory to be inflicted on any one Perſon, tor the Cauſe of Religion and a 
good Conſcience. meg 

ANNO 1665. We proceed to telate the Sufferings of divers others in this Safferings of 


Colony, either in this or the Year laſt preceding, of whom Eliakim Wurdell, of E. Wardell. 


Hampton, was none of the leaſt: He was fined for entertaining Wenlock Chriſtiſon 
at his Houſe, and had taken from him a Saddle-horſe worth about 14/. He was 
alſo ſeveral Times fined for his Abſence-from the publick Worſhip, and had not 
only his Cattle taken away, but his Marſh and Meadow-Lands were allo ſeized, 
fo that almoſt his whole Subſtance became a Prey to the Devourers. But re- 
markable was the Caſe of Lydia Wardell, Wife of the ſaid &liakim, who ſeeing 
her Huſband's grievous Sufferings for his religious Teſtimony, and the Cruelty 
and Wickedneſs of his Oppreſſors, became convinced of the Truth of the Prin- 
ciple he profeſſed, and ſeparated herſelf from the publick Worſhip of their 
Church at Newbury, of which ſhe had been formerly a Member : Upon her 
withdrawing from their Church-Communion, ſhe was ſeveral Times ſent for to 
come to the Congregation, and to give a Reaſon for ſuch her Separation, At 
length ſhe found herſelf concerned to go to their Aſſembly in a very unuſual 
Manner, and ſuch as was exceeding hard and ſelf-denying to her natural Diſ- 
2 ſhe being a Woman of exemplary Modeſty in all her Behaviour: The 

uty and Concern ſhe lay under, was that of going into their Church at News-

bury naked, as a Token of that miſerable Condition which ſhe eſteemed them 


in, and as a Teſtimony againſt their wretched Inhumanity of ſtripping and whip- 
ping many innocent Women as they had done : This ſhe performed, but they, 
inſtead of religiouſly reflecting on their own Condition, which ſhe came in that 
Manner to repreſent to them, fell into a Rage, and preſently laid Hands on her, 
and hurried her away to the Court at Ip/wich, which was held at a Tavern in that 
Town: The Court, as little conſiderate of the true Cauſe of her fo appearing, 
proceeded haſtily againſt her, and ſentenced her to be ſeverely whipt at the next 
Tavern-poſt. This cruel Sentence was publickly executed on a Woman of ex- 
emplary Virtue and unſpotted Chaſtity, for her Obedience to what ſhe believed 


the Spirit of the Lord had enjoined her to do. Here could theſe perſecuting 


Rulers of an ignorant People, like thoſe of old complained of by the Prophet 
Amos, ſit at Eaſe, chaunt to the Sound of the Viol, invent to themſelves Inſtruments 
of Muſick, (while the Prieſt, Cobbet by Name, diverted them with his Singing) 
arink Wine in Bowls, and not be at all grieved at the Afiiions of the Righteous. 


Here the poor young Woman was ſtript, and tied with her naked Breaſts againſt Her inbuman 
Whipping, and 


the Splinters of the Poſts, and ſorely laſhed with twenty or thirty cruel Stripes, 


which, though they miſerably tore her bruiſed Body, yet to the great Comfort of COIs 
her Huſband and Friends, who, having Unity with her in thoſe Sufferings, 
and in the Cauſe of them, ſtood by to comfort her in fo deep a Trial, ſhe 
= lupported and carried through it with a ſingular Patience, Quietneſs and 
-neartulneſs of Mind, to the Shame and Confuſion even of thoſe who were ſo

Among the Spectators of his 
Suffering was Seaborn Cotton, a Prieſt, who a little before had | taken away an 
Heifer of Eliakim's by Diſtreſs, for ſome Demands ; Eliakim being looſed from 
the Tree, and perceiving the Prieſt there, ſaid to him before the People, Seabory, 
bas my pied Heifer calv'd yet? At which the Prieſt was fore abaſhed, and 
flunk'away. | 4 

Near — Eliakim, at Hampton, lived John Huſſey and his Wife Rebecca, 2 
young Couple, who, fearing God, but conſcientiouſly abſtaining from the pub- 
lick Worſhip, ſuffered much by Fines and ſpoiling of their Goods, which the 
rapacious Perſecutors frequently took from them in what Quantities they pleaſed, 

About this Time Milliam Hathorne, one of the Magiſtrates, expreſſed the In- 
clination of his Mind to Perſecution ; for when he and other Magiſtrates were 
to hold a Court at Salem, againſt which a Conſtable was to be choſen, he deſired 
the People there to chuſe one Philip Cromwell, for this Reaſon, Becauſe, laid he, 
be will ſcour the Quakers, This Man, ** of a fierce and cruel Temper, waz 
puſht on by Hathorne, and one Higginſon, Prieſt of Salem, to exert himſelt in 
- purſuing the Innocent: He made it his Buſineſs to hunt up and down, and dif. 

turb their Meetings: And when one Michael Shafflin, an honeſt Man, and averſe 
to Perſecution, aſked him, Why he would run about, and trouble an innocert 
People, who did him no Hurt? he replied, Needs muſt when the Devil drive. 
Thus prophane was he, and no leſs ignorant, for he had been heard to ſay, that 
He knew no more what the Quakers held, than his Horſe. Such a Man was a fit 
Inſtrument to ſerve the Purpoſes of Higgin/on the Prieſt, who had blaſphemouly 
aſſerted, that The Quakers Light was a ſtinking Vapour from Hell. What 
prompted them to chuſe this Man, probably was the Lenity of a former Con- 
{table at that Place, where Deborah Wilſon, a young Woman of a very modelt 
and retired Life, and of a ſober Converſation, having paſſed naked through the 
Street as a Sign againſt the Cruelty and Opprefſion of their Rulers, was ſentenced 
to be whipt, and her Mother Thomaſin Buffum, and her Siſter Margaret Smith, 
who had done nothing, were ordered to be tied to the Cart's Tail on each Side 
of her, under a Pretence that they were her Adviſers : The Conſtable, Dani! 
Rumball, executed the Sentence ſo favourably, that he was afterward called in 
Queſtion by the Court, and cenſured for his Lenity. 

Among thoſe who were fined for Abſence from the publick Worſhip was 
Samuel Shattock, who came over from England, deputed to bring the King's 
Letter, and John Small, of Salem, from whom they took his beſt Yoke of Oxen 
in the Ploughing-ſcaſon, when he was much ſtraitned to till his Land without 
them; for it was common with the Perſecutors to ſeize thoſe Goods which a 
Man moſt wanted, though others were to be had. Nor did they ſpare ſometimes, 
in the Heat of their Procedure, to oppreſs Perſons againſt whom they had not 
any legal Pretence. One of thoſe furious Zealots, a Commiſſioner, Edward -- 
Butter, of-Salem, being with a Conſtable in Purſuit of his Prey, and wanting an 
Horſe for Expedition, met Elizabeth, the Wife of John Kitchin, great with 
Child, travelling by the Road on Horſeback, he ſtopr her, and by Force, ſhe 
being very unwilling, took her Horſe from her. The Violence he uſed on that 
Occaſion fo affrighted the Woman, that ſhe miſcarried, and her Child died, and 
ſhe herſelf was in extream Danger of her Life : Nor do we find the leaſt Recom- 
pence made to the Woman or her Huſband for fo groſs an Abuſe : He that did 
it was a Man of Figure in the Church, and had enriched himſelf with the 
Plunder of the Qyakers Goods, for he by his Office was the Treaſurer, in whole 
Cuſtody the Seizures and Diſtreſſes were lodged. He had uſed his Intereſt to 
get that Employ, and having obtained it, behaved with much Haughtineſs and 
Cruelty, hunting after the Meetings, Perſons, and Eſtates of the Innocent, 5? 
Wolf after the Sheep. Several others, as worthy Members of the Church a8 


himſelf, were his Companions and Aſiſtants in this Employ, vi.

The next Inſtance we ſhall give, doth particularly diſcover the ſet Purpoſe of 4 28 
the Magiſtrates to oppreſs any whom they found favouring the Quakers. The Inſ on of : 
Caſe was this: There dwelt at Marblehead near Salem, one Edmund Nicholſon, 0 
with his Wife Elizabeth, and two Sons, Chriſtopher and Zoſeph ; this Family did *perſons. 
manifeſt a Reſpect to thoſe called Quakers, and at length were much taken 
Notice of for ſo doing, and the Rage of the Perſecutors was grown high againſt 
them; when a ſudden and melancholy Accident miniſtred to thoſe, who for that 
Cauſe only were their Enemies, an Opportunity of ſhewing the Heighth of their 
Malice and Revenge: The ſaid Edmund Nicholſon was tound dead in the Sea, 
by what Means was not known; the Magiſtrate being informed that his ſur- 
viving Wife and Sons were Favourers of thoſe called 2uakers, cauſed them to 
be apprehended, and though there appeared not the leaſt reaſonable Cauſe of 
Suſpicion, committed them all three to Priſon, and ſome Time after brought 
them to Trial for a pretended Murder. Much Cunning and Malice did they 
make Uſe of to have convicted them, but all in vain, for as they were, fo they 
appeared to be, altogether innocent. Nevertheleſs, the Court fined the Widow 
in a great Sum of Money, and ordered her two Sons to ſtand under the Gallows 
certain Hours with Ropes about their Necks, and to be whipt in the Market- 
place, which was executed with exceeding Cruelty, inſomuch that one of the 
young Men fell down as dead under his Suffering: An old perſecuting Prieſt, 
Wilſon, ſtanding by, was ſo far from Compaſſion, that when he ſaw their Patience 
and Conſtancy, he cried out, Ab, curſed Generation! The Cruelty exerciſed 
againſt theſe innocent People was arbitrary and illegal, the pure Effect of the 
Malice of the Court towards them only on the Score of Religion; for had they 
been guilty of the Crime charged, they muſt have been put to Death ; but as 
they were innocent, they ought not to have been puniſhed, 1, 
To the Account of New- England Sufferers may well be added thoſe who An Account of 
ſuffered Impriſonment in, and Baniſhment out of the Dutch Plantations, ſince it Sufferings in 
was by the Inſtigation and Example of the Perſecutors in Næw-England that the p- Dutch 
Dutch acted, excuſing themſelves in impriſoning and bariſhing the Quakers by . 
laying, that They did not hang them by the Neck, as their Countrymen in New- 
England did. The Names of thoſe who ſuffered at Fluſhing and Graveſands 
were John Bound, John Tilton, Mary his Wife, and her Son Samuel, Michael 
Spicer, Foſeph Nicholſon, John Liddall, William Reap, Edward Wharton, Alice 
Ambroſe, Mary Tomkins, and Jane Millard. The moſt of theſe were impriſoned 
but a ſhort Time, and then ſhipt away: But the Caſe of John Bound was very 
hard, whom the Dutch Governour of Huſbing took from his aged Father, and 
from his Wife and Children, and confined him a long Time in a cloſe Dungeon, 
where he was almoſt famiſhed to Death: At length he was brought forth, ſen- 
tenced to be baniſhed, and ſhipt in a Dutch Veſſel for Holland, without being Baniſhment of 
ſuffered to ſee his Family before his Departure. Being come to Holland, he ac- J. Bound. 
quainted the S/ates with the Hardſhip he had went through, and being by them 
ſet at Liberty, went to England, and from thence by way of Barbadoes, returned 
Home again. Some Time after his Return, the Governour meeting him in the 
Street, ſeemed aſhamed of what he had done, and told him, He was glad to ſee A Token of 
bim ſafe Home again, and that he hoped be ſhould never do ſo any more to any of his ibe Dutch 
Friends.

& to the Gallows to be hanged. Well, all this we can bear; the Lord hath 
brought forth his ſuffering Seed, and through Suffering muſt the Lamb 
and his Saints OVERCOME and get the VicToRy, and the Wicked muji be 
& deſtroyed, and ſuch who have been guilty of BLOOD. Was ever the like 
heard before, That Men profeſſing to have ſo much of the Knowledge of

„ ye Idol-Shepherds, to ſtop the Mouths of them ye call Gain. ſayers, than im- 
« priſoning, whipping, burning in the Hand, fining, and taking away their 
* Goods, and Baniſhment upon pain of Death? Have you no other Way nor 
% Word to convince thoſe you call Hereticks and Decetvers, but to take away 
« their Lives? Surely this was not the Way, nor Means, nor Power, which the 
« Apoſtle uſed to convince the Gentiles and Fews, unto whom they were (ent. 
This Power which you make Uſe of is not the Power, neither doth it proceed 


from the Power which ruled in the Saints, Prophets, Apoſtles, and People of

„ Now, ye Rulers, Chief-Prieſts, and Inhabitants of New- England, this we 
« ſhall ſay unto you in the Fear of the Lord, and Spirit of the Almighty, and 
« jn the Power of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that you nor your Law is not to be 
regarded herein, and your Law is to be broken, and muſt be broken by the 
Power of the Lord God, and you muſt be judged and condemned by the fame 


« you, and your Power muſt be ſubdued, and taken from you by the Prince of 
60 . even by him that is come and coming to rule the Nations with a Rod 
« of Iron; who is come and coming, whoſe Right it is to rule, and ſubdue al 
« Powers and Authorities unto himſelf, and to take the Government into his 
« own Hand, unto whom it belongs, who will daſh you to pieces, ye Ruler, 
ei that rebel againſt his righteous Power and his holy Law, that he is eſtabliſſ- 
<« ing in the Earth, in the Hearts of the Sons of Men that obey his Voice, and 
« that hearken unto his Counſel : His righteous and holy Law muſt be eſta. 
e bliſhed, and his righteous Government and Kingdom mult be ſet up, and 
ce your unrighteous and unholy Kingdom and Government muſt be overturned 
« and deſtroyed by the Power of the Everlaſting God, in the Day of his Eternal 
“ Power, which is come and coming to make void all your ungodly, inhuman, 
« and bloody Laws, and to reward you according to your Works: The Lord 
« God hath ſpoken it, and by him it ſhall be accompliſhed upon you; for the 
« Decree of the Moſt High is gone out againſt you, ye unmerciful Men, whoſe 
« Wickedneſs and Unrighteouſneſs doth exceed the Nations about you, for bar. 
« barous Cruelty and unmanlike Actions: Have you not altogether loſt your 
«© Senſes, Reaſon, and Underſtanding, that you are become ſo brutiſh, and ſo 
« unlike Chriſtians ? You are gone lo far in your Cruelties and unnatural Actions, 
« that you are a Stink, and a loathſome Smell to all People that have the leaſt 
« Meaſure of Uprightneſs, and of the honeſt Principle ruling in them; and your 
« barbarous and cruel Actions, and bloody Deeds they abhor, and at your Cruelty 
te that you have acted againſt the People of the Lord, who are by you in Scom 
« called Quakers, many of the common Sort of People do ſtand amazed, and 
« wonder to hear of ſuch Cruelty acted by ſuch a Generation of Men, that have 
« made ſuch a Noiſe concerning Religion, concerning a Church, concerning 
« Miniſtry and Magiſtracy, and Church-Government and Ordinances, Preach- 
„ing, Praying, Singing, Morning and Evening-Sacrifices, Family-Dunes, 2 
« you call them, that ſuch ſhould become ſo bloody and ſo cruel doth aſtoniſh 
« many that are called eathens, that all your Preaching, Praying, Singing, 
« making ſuch a Noiſe concerning Religion, that it ſhould come to no more, 
« and produce no better Fruits than impriſoning, whipping, ſtocking, burning il 
&« the Hand, cutting off Ears, baniſhing upon Death, as you have baniſhed (ix 
ce already, from their Wives and Children, and from their outward Beings ; (0 
« that you do not only intend to deſtroy the Souls, but Bodies alſo. Come 
let us know what they have done? What Law of God have they tranſgreſſec, 
that you ſhould baniſh them upon pain of Death from their Families? What, 
« was it becauſe their Converſations and Actions were honeſt and upright, 
ce and yours are evil? What, was it becauſe their Practices condemned yours ! 
„ What, was it becauſe they owned a People that are by you in Scorn called. 
« 9uakers, whom you evilly intrear ? And ſuch as own them, you baniſh and 
« defpitefully uſe them. | 

«« Surely theſe Things will be remembred. Come, let us aſk you, What 
« Rule or Example have you that you walk by? Let us hear what you can fi 
« for yourſelves ? What Orthodox Men were theſe that counſelled you to the 


e Magiſtrates to do theſe bloody Actions? Of whom did you learn it? Come, 
«let us hear your ſtrong Reaſons ? for the Day is drawing near that you W! 
ebe farther tried; for the Almighty God hath put it into the Hearts of his 
« Servants to try you, whether you will put us to Death for diſobeying your un. 
&« righteous Law. We that are Free- born Engliſh-men, we demand our Liberties 


& for the Exerciſe of our pure Conſciences in this Country, as well as other 
«£ Englijh-me 3 
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« of the Law of God, -neither of any Law'or Decree that is according thereto, 


« Juriſdiction more than other People ? What, is it becauſe we are Turners of 
« the World upſide down ? What, is it becauſe we are termed Ringleaders of a 


«« People that are in Scorn called Quakers ? What, is it becauſe the Laws of our 


« God which we obey, are different from all the unrighteous and bloody Laws 
« of New-England ? What, is it becauſe we cannot obey the Commandment of 
«© the Rulers of New-England, that have commanded us to bow to the Spirit that 
de ruled in Haman, which now rules in the bloody Rulers of Boſton, and elſewhere 
« in New-England* Nay, I ſay, the Lord our God hath raiſed; and is raiſing 


« the Royal Seed and Spirit that ruled in Mordecai, that could not; nor cannot 


« ſtoop nor bow to the Spirit that ruleth in proud Hama : I fay, ſee and behold 
4e if the ſame Spirit rules not in you, ye Rulers, Chief-Priefts, and Inhabitants 
« of Boſton, and elſewhere ; mark, if the fame Spirit doth not rule in you that 
« ruled in Haman, who ſought not only the Deſtruction of Mordecat alone, but 
« ſought to deſtroy all the Seed of the Jes. Are you not of amar's Off. ſpring, 
e and ruling in his Nature, who was ſo cruel and ſo bloody; who did give a 
« Sym of Money for deſtroying the Seed of the Jews 2 Mark, what was it for? 
« Becauſe Mordecai could not bow to him, nor do him Reverence. Mark, it 
« was not for the Tranſgreſſion of any Law of God; yet he diſobeyed the Com- 
« mandment of King Ahaſuerus, who reigned from dia even unto Ethiopia, 
c over an Hundred and ſeven-and twenty Provinces. Or is your Law and Com- 
« mandment of more Force than his was, who had commanded that they ſhould 
« reverence Haman * For ſo had the King commanded. Are you greater than he 
« was? Read the third of Eſther throughout. And yet, did not Mordecai tranſ- 
« preſs his Commandment in not bowing to HJaman ? At which Haman was full 
« of Wrath. Is it not ſo with you? Are not you mad and full of Wrath againſt 
« the People called Quakers, becauſe they teſtify to your Faces, that your Deeds 
e are evil? Are not you full of Wrath and Envy, becauſe the 2yakers will not 
« obey your unlawful Commands, and unrighteous Decrees? Now, you that are 
« in Haman's Nature, and ruled by Haman's Spirit, in Cruelty, ſeeking and la- 
e bouring to deſtroy the Royal Seed, and true 7e, from off the Earth in this 
« Country of New-England, as Haman did labour to deſtroy the Seed of the 
« 7ews, the People of Mordecai, within the Kingdom of Abaſuerus, ſo do ye 
«« eek to deſtroy the People of God called Zuakers, that are come or coming into 
s your Juriſdiction : Is it not becauſe they cannot bow to you? Now, did 
* Mordecati in diſobeying the King's Commandment diſobey the Higher Power, 
« yea or nay, unto which every Soul is 1% be ſubject for Conſcience-ſake ? And 
* ſuch as diſobey this Power, diſobey the Ordinance of God. Give us in your An- 
* ſwer, ye Rulers and Chief-Prieſts, you that ſeek and receive Honour from 
Man, How can you believe that receive Honour one of another, and ſeek not the 
Honour that comes from God only? Well, is your Commandment and Decree 
of more Force to us, than the King's was concerning Haman to Mordecat, 
e ſeeing they are of one Nature? We can obey your Commandment no more 
« than Mordecai did bow to Haman, though the King had commanded it. Now 
„ve ſay, Are not you preparing a Gallows to hang us thereon, as Haman did 
« for Mordecai ? But take heed, we warn you 1n the Name of the Lord God, 
* conſider what you are going to do. In the Name of the Lord God we demand 
that we may have Liberty for the Exerciſe of our pure Conſciences, within 
your Juriſdiction, as well as other Eugliſb-men, ſeeing that you cannot lay to 
our Charge the Tranſgreſſion of any Law of God, we being Men that fear the 
ec Lord God of Heaven and Earth ; and we come not for any Thing of yours, 
God is our Witneſs it is not for any Thing that you have that we come for, 
„ for we do not lack any outward Thing ; for many of us have both Houſes 
and Land of our own, and Silver alſo in Old- England, ſo that we ſeek not 
* any Thing that you have, God is our Witneſs, whom we ſerve in the Spirit 
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« of Truth, who hath conſtrained us to leave all and to follow him, that it i; 
<« not the World, (that doth periſh with the handling thereof ) that we ſeek or 
« labour for, but the Good and Eternal Welfare of the Sons of Men: For the 
<< Seed's Sake, which is oppreſſed in Nezw- England, and other Parts of the 
« World, do we labour, and travel, and ſuffer all Manner of Hardſhips: For 
« Chriſt's Sake are we become Fools, and do ſuffer all Manner of Evi 
<« to be done unto. us: Chriſt faid unto his Diſciples, They ſhall do all Manner if 
« Evil to you for my Name's Sake, but thoſe that did it, and thoſe that do i, 
„ know neither God, nor his Son Jeſus Chriſt, neither have they the Love of 
«« God abiding in them: For ſuch as love not him whom they have ſeen, bow car 
e they love God whom they have not ſeen ? And ſuch have not Eternal Li 
e abiding in them; but are of the Devil, as their Fruits do make manifeſt, | 
« and are the Thorns of which Men cannot gather Grapes, except it be ſuch 
„ Grapes as Sodom and Gomorrah did bring forth, which provoked the Holy | 
«« One, the Moſt High, to ariſe in his Wrath, and conſume them in his Anger, 
„Come, ye Rulers, let us farther aſk you a Queſtion : Of whom did you 
receive, or from whence had you your Rule to impriſon any for coming to 
« yiſit one another? Did you find any ſuch Example in the Scripture, which 
you call your Rule? Did ever any Magiſtrate do ſuch a Thing, to impriſo + 
any of the Priſoners Acquaintance or Friends for only coming to viſit them? 
Had not Paul's Friends and Acquaintance Liberty to come and viſit and ty 
«© miniſter unto him? Now, you do not only hinder that which the Heathen 
s granted, but. exceed ſuch in Cruelty which impriſoned Paul, who did let hi 
&« Friends and Acquaintance come to him, and miniſter to him: Now, this you 
« hinder, and will not ſuffer any of our Friends nor Acquaintance to come to 
« yilit us, nor to miniſter unto us; much more when your Cruelty is become ſo 
great, to impriſon ſuch as come many Miles to viſit us, as you have done * 
« Mary Dyer, who came from Rhode-Iſland to viſit us, and to miniſter to our 
„ Neceflities, if we ſtood in Need. Now, you do not only hinder many from 
*« coming or miniſtring to us, but ſhut ſuch up in Priſon, (to be kept cloſe Pf. 
& ſoners) as remember Zoſeph's Afflictions, whoſe Bowels were opened to ſuch 
* whom you deſpitefully uſe. Is this your doing as you would be done by ? Oh 
« ſhameleſs Men! Are you without all Natural Affection? What Rule is it 
„ you walk by? You ſay, that ſhe affirmed, that The Light within ber is tht 
Rule: But I ſay, The Lizht which enlightneth every Man that cometh into itt 
„ ond, which condemneth the World for evil Deeds and unnatural Actions; 
«* this Light, which is the Saints Rule, is the World's - Condemnation : This 
Light was not your Rule for what you have done: Ye took not Counſel at 
« this Light, which is the Quakers Rule: For this Light, which ſhines in the 
« Heart of Man, beholding all his Actions, this Light doth condemn all blind 
* Perſecutors and Judges, ſuch to be worſe than they that impriſoned Pai, 
« who would ſuffer him to ſpeak for himſelf ; which many Times you are i 
„ mad, you will not ſuffer the Quakers to ſpeak for themſelves, but you vil 
call to your Officers to take them away to Priſon. 
« Again, It is written in the Warrant whereby we were committed to Priſon, 
« that We hall be tried according io Law : We deſire no more than to be tried 
« according to Equity, Truth, and true Judgment, to be tried according to the 
« Law of God: But your Law, you unjuſt Men, we deny to be tried by it; io 
you are both our Accuſers and Judges, which is not according to the Lav o 
« God: For Equity and Truth judgeth and condemneth all unſound Judgmen, 
& Unrighteouſneſs, Partiality, and Reſpecting of Perſons. Therefore, all you Mag 
«« ſtrates and Rulers, ſo called, ſtoop to the Witneſs of God, and bow to 
Light of Zeus Chriſt, own the Light of the Son of God]; for until you 0 
and be led by the Light of Jeſus Chriſt, which leads into Union with God, 
ce you cannot judge aright of the Things of God. So take heed how you © 
te for the Line of true Judgment is ſtretched over you all, with which you ** 
« meaſured, weighed, and tried in the juſt Balance of Truth, and according de 


true Judgment, you are found wanting, and are found, tried, and Judged © 
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« the Spirit of Truth, to be too light. Therefore be awakentd, all you Rulers 
« and Inhabitants of HByſton, and elſewhere within your - Juriſdiftion, and give 
« over perſecuting the Saints of the Moſt High Gd. . 
This is a Warning to all you in Netu- England, who have had an Hand in 
66 perſecuting the Saints and Children of the 
« called Quakers : Give over your Cruelty, and ceaſe from oppreſſing the In- 
« nocent ; for the Lord God hath Regard unto their Sufferings, and the Lord 
« God is riſen, and ariſing, to plead their Cauſe againſt all their Enemies, and 
ee all their Adverſaries muſt fall before them, for the Lord is with them, and 
« the Shout of a mighty Prince is among the innocent People called Quakers ; 
« and this is the Day of their Suffering, and the Day of your Cruelties and Per- 
e ſecution upon them within this New- England: But the Day of their Deliver- 
« ance draweth near, and the Day wherein they ſhall rejoice in the Lord, the 
« God of their Salvation, who is mighty to ſave, and able to deliver out of the 
« Hands, and out of the Mouths of the Devourers, and from the Jaws of the 
« ungodly and cruel Men ; who will take V at that Day upon all 
« bloody-minded Men and blind Perſecutors. And at that Day you ſhall find, 
« that the Lord will be too hard for you, though now you boaſt in your Wick- 
« edneſs. And thus far Lam clear, and have cleared my Conſcience to you at this 
s Time. And whether you will hear or forbear, I am clear of your Blood, who 
« am now a Sufferer under you, with my Brother and Companion, whoſe Lives 
ce are not dear unto us, to lay them down as a Witneſs againſt ſuch a bloody, 
0 and unrighteous, and hypocritical Generation. And this we are ready to ſeal 
« with our Blood, for the breaking of your BLoopy Law.

Figure to you all, and through it you may read yourſelves, and how your 
Conditions are every one in particular, that ſo you may no longer be deceived, 
nor reſt in a falſe Hope, which will fail you; and even ſo it is with you all 


who never found a true Hunger raiſed after the Lord, and after his Preſence, 


to refreſh your Souls; but you who can live content, and reſt ſatisfied without 
Nouriſhment from him, you are as a dead Child, which feels neither Hunger 
nor Want; and this is the Truth to you all, the Lord revive your Senle, 
and quicken your Underſtandings, that you may be ſenſible how your Con. 
ditions are, which is the Deſire of my Soul, that ſo you may not periſh in 
your Gain-ſayings; and for this very End was this written unto you, as I was 
moved of the Lord in Bowels of Compaſſion to you, knowing that you are 
where I once was 1n the periſhing State, like the Prodigal from the Father's 
Houſe, in the far Country, feeding upon the Huſks with the Swine ; and this 
was my State and Condition for many Years ; but in the Time appointed the 
Lord looked upon me with an Eye of Pity, and called me home to himſelf, 
out of the far Country, where I was feeding on the Huſks with the Swine, 
into the Banqueting-houſe, where my Soul is refreſhed, nouriſhed, and fed 
with the hidden Manna and Bread of Lite, which is prepared for the Hungry 
and Feeble-minded to feed upon. So, all dear People, turn in your Minds, and 
read within, I ſpeak not to the Thing vithout, for all they that go from the 
Lord, they go into the ſtrange Land, into the far Country, and all ſuch ar 
Adulterers, that ſpend their Portion upon Harlots, and hide their Talent in 
the Earth, which was given them to profit withal ; and all ſuch are Wandere!s

the ſame Conlolation in Chrift, the Hope of their Glory ! With what moving 
and pathetick Expreſſions do they invite all Mankind in the Extenſions of that 
Love which flows forth from the Spirit of Chriſt, who will have all Men 1 |:

But though his Power was leſs 
5 — — of bis Prodeceſſor, and the Eyes of the People to be 
ende d ſee the Evil of Perſecution for Religion, yet he in ſeveral Inſtances 
diſcovered. a Diſpoſition to have revived: the Execution of former Laws againft 
this Peaple : He cauſed Salomon Eccles, and Nicholas Alexander of Jamaica, who 
was a Juſtice of the Peace there, to be baniſhed. And when William Coddington, 
of Rhode- Nand, had ten Pounds- worth of Books ſent him from England, the 
Officers ſearched the Veſſel, ſeiaed the Books, and carried them to Bellingham, 
who detained them: They alſo took another Parcel of Books from Jobn Tyſoe, 
and ſeized him and his Goods by a Conſtable before he came on ſhore, and com- 
mitted him to Priſon, in a cloſe ſtinking Place, only becauſe he was a 2yaker. 
The faid Goyernour, and his Aſſiſtants, alſo laid a Penalty of 1004. on the 
Maſter of the Ship Ty/ee came in, in caſe he did not ſend him away again the firſt 
Opportunity, He alſo impriſoned James Lancaſter, ohm Stubs, John Rance, 
Thomas. Eaton, and Robert Hornden, five Strangers, and alſo George Heathcot, on 
the 1ſt of the Sixth Month 1672, an Owner, and Commander of a Ship, for 
delivering him a Letter and not putting off his Hat. And when the afoteſaid 
William Coddington writ to him for his Books, warning him and others of | their 
perſecuting Inclination, he tore the Letter and burnt. it, and threatned Nicholas 
Moulder, a Merchant of Boſton, to ſend him to Priſon, only becauſe the Letter 
was left at his Houſe for him. This was but a little Time before the Death of 
the ſaid Governour Bellingham, who became diſtracted, and ſo died on the 7th 
of December 1672. | | 
ANNO 1675. But the Spirit of Oppreſſion was not yet wholly extinct, for 
in November this Year, a Law was made, that Every Perſpn found at a Quaker's 
Meeting, ſhould be apprehended ex Officio by the Conſtable, and by a Warrant 
from a Magiſtrate be committed to the Houſe of Correction, and then to have the 
Diſcipline of the Houſe, and be kept to Work with Bread and Water, or elſe to pay 51. 
And all Conſtables neglefting their Duty, were to incur the Penalty of 51. And that 
the Law againſt Importation of Quakers ſhould be more ſtriftly executed, and that 
the Penalty (which was formerly 100 l.) be in no Caſe abated 10 leſs than 201. 
And accordingly they did not long after forcibly drive Thomas Curwin, and Alice 
his Wife, out of their Meeting at Boſton, through the Street, to the Priſon or 
Houle of Correction, where they were confined, which tended to the Convincing 
ſome others who viſited them there: On the third Day they were brought to 
the Whipping-poſt, where the Preſence of the Lord attending them, enabled 
them to praiſe his Name in the Midſt of their Sufferings, to the Confuſion and 
Amazement of their Perſecutors. The next Day, being ſet at Liberty, they 
went to the Meeting again, which was held peaceably ; for the great Tribula- 
tion of that Time, by reaſon of the Wars with the Indians, and other Calamities, 
made the Inhabitants of the Land to faint for Fear, and weakned the Hands of 
their Perſecutors from practiſing the Severities they had not yet repented of. 
ANNO 1677. 'In this Year a Law or Order was made, Requiring all Perſons, 
as well Inhabitants as Strangers, to take an Oath of Fidelity to the Country, &c. 
and that all that refuſed to take ſuch Oath, ſhould be diſabled io implead any at Law, 
or recover any Debt, or have any Protection from the Government, This Law made 
no Proviſion for the Quakers, who it was well known could not for Conſcience- 
lake Swear at all : Wherefore Margaret Brewſter, a Woman who came thither 
from Barbados, delivered to the Governour of Boſton, a Warning or Caution 


againſt it in Writing, being as follows, viz. 

A WARNING from the Great God of Heaven and Earth to the

The ſaid Margaret Brewſter had alſo a Fore-fight given her of that grievous; 
Calamity called the Black-Pox, which afterward ſpread there to the cutting of 
many of the People: Wherefore ſhe was conſtrained in a prophetick Manner 
to warn them thereof, by entring into their publick Aſſembly, clothed in Sack. 
cloth and Aſhes, and with her Face made black. For this faithful Warning 
and Prophecy, which the Event did ſhortly after verify, ſhe with four of her 
Friends who accompanied her, were forthwith apprehended by a Conſtable, and 
carried to Priſon, where they (with others taken at a Meeting the fame Day) 


were continued by the following Warrant, viz.

< W HE RE AS there was one Man and four Women, Qua ters, com. 
1 mitted to Priſon Yeſterday, being the Lord's Day, for making an

of the Scriptures And ſeeing that yourſelves are Diſſemers, as well as we, 


from the eſtabliſhed Worſhip of our Nation the Kingdom of England, for one > 


Diſſenter to proſecute another about ſuch Way of Worſhip, not ſet up by 
Chriſt Jeſus, is not juſtifiable. And alſo for you to fine and impriſon George 
Coale, à young Man, a Merchant, who brought into your Juriſdiction a very 
conſiderable Cargo of Engli/þ Goods, in Time of War much wanted in the 
Country, and which he ſold and diſpoſed of, built a Ship, Which Shi and 
Cargo at his Command or Diſpoſal, being ready or near ready to. fail for his 
Port, in the Morning in his Bed, the Marſhal with a ſpecial Warrant came 
ro ſecure his Perſon without Bail or Mainprize ; (a Capital Offence no doubt 
ſuch bad Spirits would have made it, as R . Leddra to Death for ſpeaking 
proper Engin, and not putting off his Hat.) but the Governour was lo far a 


« juſt Magiſtrate, that he took Bail till the Court. At the Court he appeared; 
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a Jury was impanelled, and a Bill of Indictment read: The Matter of Fact 

roved was, that he was at two Quakers Meelings, and ſpake at one. Your 
worn Witneſſes proved it. Suppoſe he had been at an Hundred Meetings, and 
had ſpoken ar all of them, or prayed, as it ſeems he did at one of them, (for 
our Meetings are well known 1n the Nations) it is not for,any Evil but Good, 
and you ought to have juſtified him therein, if he had ted at an Hundred 
Meetings, the more the better. Whoſe Wills ſhall ſtand ? Your Laws made 
in your own Wills, or Gop's. Paul, the Teacher of the Gentiles, faith, 
1 Tim. ii. 8. I will that Men pray every where, liſting up holy Hands, without 
Wrath and Doubting. Such Laws are null and void by England's great Charter, 
England's Birthright, grounded on the Scriptures of Truth, againſt which 
you by Patent cannot make any Law. I know what I ſay : I have writ at 
large to Richard Bellingham and Simon Broadſtreet, and whom elſe it might 
concern, to which I refer you. Would your Merchants in England or Barba- 
does, or in this Juriſdiction or elſewhere, where there are free Ports, be 
contented to be ſo dealt with? Thou mentioneſt he Law and the Prophets 
that is, 70 do to others as you would be done by. It is our Conſcience where-ever 
we come, to exerciſe our Conſciences in a viſible Way of Worſhip, upon our 
believing it, as I have ſaid, to be indiſpenſably required, that no mortal Man 
can with-hold us: I ſay, for you to fine and impriſon, as you have done this 
laſt Summer, Benanuel Bowers, Nicholas Moulder and his Wife, Eliphal 
Stratton, Mary Hooper, John Soames and his Wife, and others, for not coming 
to your Worſhip, which is contrary to their Conſciences, ſo to do is an Im- 
poſition on Conſcience, contrary to perfect Liberty in the Exerciſe of the 
lame, and is the only Matter and material Support, Prop and Deſence of the 
Kingdom of Antichriſt in the World at this Day, as might be ſhewed. This 
is not to do as you would England, Barbadoes, or our Government ſhould 
do by you ; and it doth evidently prove it not to be that Worſhip that Chriſt 
let up: For there were Diſſenters in his Time, his Diſciples ſaw it, and would 
have commanded Fire to come down from Heaven and deſtroy them, but he 
rebuked them, and ſaid, 7+ know not what S pirit ye are of, for the Son of Man 
's not come to deſtroy Men's Lives, but to ſave them, Luke ix. 54, 55, 56. 
but leaves them to the gentle Leadings of the Spirit into all Truth, John i. 
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6, 8. And that Anointing which ye have received of him abideth in you, and 


* you need not that any Man teach you (much leſs impoſe on any that, or reſtrain 


them from what they are perſuaded it leads to) but as the ſame Anointing 
teaches you all Things, and is Truth, and is no Lie, 1 Jehn ii. 27. For though 
we walk in the Fleſh, that is, in the Body or viſible World, we do not war 
after the Fleſh ; for the Weapons of our Warfare are not carnal, 2 Cor. x.

Thus continued this good old Governour a zealous Aſſerter of the Right; of 

Mankind, granting under his own Government the Liberty of Conſcience he 
pleaded for, having been from his Youth upward of a truly Chriſtian Principle, 
and a conſtant Oppoſer of perſecuting Practices. But during the whole Courſe 
of this Perſecution, the principal Actors of it ſtopped their Ears, and hardned 
their Hearts againſt all Reproof, rejecting and deſpiſing the many Predictions and 
Warnings given them, in order to have prevented their Effuſion of the Blood of 
the Innocent, and the dreadful Conſequences of the Guilt they would thereby 
incur. Thoſe Predictions and Warnings were abundantly verified by ſuch an 
unuſual Concurrence of Judgments and Calamities, both Perſonal and National, 
as did viſibly manifeſt the Divine Diſpleaſure againſt the Oppreſſors of his People, 
of which the following particular [/antes were remarkable: 
1, John Endicoty Governour of the Maſſach#ſets Colony, a principal Promoter 
of the Perſecution there; ſoon after he had ſigned a Warrant for the barbaroys 
whipping of Edward Wharton, herein before mentioned, was viſited with a filthy 
and loathſom Dilcaſe, fo that he ſtunk alive, and died with Rottenneſs. It was 
obſerved, that at the Time when this Governour lay on his Death-bed, the com- 
mon Executioner, or Hangman, who by his Commands had imbrued his Hands 
in the Blood of the Innocent, was alſo cut off, and died in great Horror of 
Mind, and Torment of Body. Their Deaths thus concurring, were remarked 
by ſome, who ſaid, Who would have thought the Head and Tail ſhould go f 
near together ! 

2. Humpbry Adderton, who at the Trial of Wenlock Chriſtiſon (pag. 222 
foregoing) did as it were bid Defiance to Heaven, by ſaying to Wenlock, You 
pronounce Woes and Fudgments, and thoſe that are gone before you, pronounced Woes 
and Judgments , but the Fudgments of the Lord God are not come upon us yet, was 
ſuddenly ſurprized : He-was an Officer or Major of the Soldiery, and having 
been, on a certain Day, exerciſing his Men with mach Pomp and Oſtentation, 
he was returning Home in the Evening, near the Place where they uſually looſed 
the Quakers from the Cart, after they had whipt them, his Horſe, ſuddenly 
affrighted, threw him with ſuch Violence, that he inſtantly died, his Eyes being 
daſhed out of his Head, and his Brains coming out at his Noſe, his Tongue 
hanging out at his Mouth, and the Blood running out at his Ears : Being taken 
up; and brought into the Court-houſe, the Place where he had been active in 
ſentencing the Innocent to Death, his Blood ran through the Floor, exhibiting to 
the Spectators a ſhocking Inſtance of the Divine Vengeance againſt a daring and 
hardned Perſecutor, thus made a fearful Example of that Divine Judgment, 
which when forewarned of, he had openly deſpiſed, and treated with Diſdain. 

3. John Norton, one of their Chief-Prieſts, a 7 Exciter of the Magi- 

eath, was cut off by a ſudden 
and unexpected Stroke, for having been at his Worſhip in the Fore. part of the 
Day, and intending to go thither again in the Afternoon, as he was walking in 
his own Houſe, he was obſerved to fetch a great Groan, and leaning his Head 
againſt the Chimney-piece, was heard to ſay, The Hand, or Fudement, of the 
Lord is upon me, and ſo ſunk down, and ſpake no more, and had fallen into the 
Fire, had not an ancient Man, then preſent, prevented it.

Many other particular Perſons, who had been noted Inſtruments in carrying on 
the Work of Perſecution, were afterwards obſerved to fall under ſeveral cala- 
mitous Diſaſters and Caſualties, which were eſteemed by thoſe who knew them, 
as Tokens of the Divine Diſpleaſure manifeſted againſt them, by reaſon of the 
particular Share of Guilt which their perſonal Concern in ſhedding innocent Blood 
had brought upon them. | 

But if we extend our Obſervations yet farther, and take a View of that terrible 
Scene of Judgments and Calamities which for many Years, after the putting 
thoſe innocent Martyrs to Death, fell upon the Inhabitants of this Province in 
general, we ſhall have Reaſon to conclude, that as there was a Concurrence of the 
Magiſtrates, Prieſts, and many of the People, in making and executing thoſe 
Laws, by which the Innocent were devoted to Deſtruction, their general Guilt 
might draw down a Degree of the Divine Vengeance upon them, and that the 
Variety of heavy Judgments which followed were of the Lord, who ordaineth 
his Arrows againſt the Perſecutors, Pſal. vii. 13. |

We, in the Love and Fear of God, deſire that thou wilt read the following

After the primitive Purity, a great and long Night of Apoſtacy came and 


ſpread over all, which ſome of the Apoſtles mentioned, ſo that Darke 


covered , the Earth, and groſs Darkneſs the People, which extended unto out 
Times: But in, this apoſtatized State, People (in that which is called Chi 


tendom) would be profeſſing the Scriptures and Chriſtianity, and had gotten ', 
Form of Godlineſs, but the Power was wanting. In this Time the Woman 
the true Church, that brought forth the Man-Child, fled into the Wilderneg, 
where ſhe: was to be, until the Time of her Return, hid in God: But praiſed 


be the Lord, ſhe is now coming again out of the Wilderneſs in theſe our 


Days, and the Lord is now bringing again to the primitive Power and 
Purity, and his gathering Arm is extended hither alſo to this our Iſland, his 
Power is manifeſted in and among a Remnant here, for our Redemption out 
of the Hand of the Enemy, who had enſlaved us, and kept us in Bondage 
through Sin and Iniquity, for the Lord hath cauſed his Light to ſpring up in 
us, which diſcovereth unto us where we were, and what we were doing ; and 
that manifeſted unto us we were, walking in the Broad-way with the Multitude, 
even a crucifying unto ourſelves the Lord of Life and Glory, as the Fews did 
when he appeared in that Body of Fleſh, as we read of in the Scriptures of 
Truth : So this that thus manifeſted our Condition unto us, gave us to under. 
ſtand, that if we perſiſted therein, eternal Deſtruction would unavoidably fall 
upon us : In a Senſe of this, a Cry went unto the Lord to be delivered from 
the Works of the Devil within ourſelves, that we might be ſet free there. 
from. To which End the Lord executed his Wrath upon the Man of Sin in 
us, and his Judgments were known, by which Sion is redeemed, holy Praiſes 
to his Name: So Chriſt Jeſus, who hath thus appeared in us, in our Behalts, 
is now become the Captain of our Salvation, and him we are now reſolved to 
follow, and obſerve, his Commands which are pure, for we have a potent 
fierce Enemy to encounter with, who ſeeks continually to devour us, namely, 
to draw us into thoſe Things again, which we took Pleaſure in, where we 
were ſerving him: So that it very nearly concerns us to eye our Captain, 
and follow him whitherſoever he leads us, and that is out of the Luft of the 
Eye, the Luft of the Fleſh, and the Pride of Life, which are not of God 
and theſe are Enemies that are of our own Houſe ; theſe are they that make 
Aſſaults upon us, and ſeek to get a Place in us again. So whatever Man 
may do unto us, we are reſolved in the Strength of the Lord, to have Regard 
unto our Captain, who is not of this World, nor his Kingdom, for, faith he 
in the xviiith of John, Ver. 36. My Kingdom is not of this World : if ny 
Kingdom were of this World, then would my Servants fight: And ſo it is 4 
Kingdom we are fighting for under our Captain, but not of this World. 
But that Kingdom conſiſts of Joy, of Peace and Righteouſneſs in the Holy 
Ghoſt. It's the unrighteous Nature in ourſelves we are fighting againſt ; 
for if the Unrighteouſneſs be ſtanding in us, we ſhall not enter the K ingdom 
that ſtands in Righteouſneſs : So it's this, and not againſt Men's Perſons we 
war and fight; for if ſhould we war againſt, and ſo deſtroy Men's Perſons, we 
ſhould do that we have no Command for from our Captain Chrift Jeſus: We 
are not to do any Thing he commands us not to do, for we are not to move 
or act without the Word of Command, for ſhould we, it would be ſaid unto us 
by him, Who hath required theſe Things at your Hands? Our Commander 
came not to deſiroy Men's Lives, but to ſave them, according unto his own 
Words, Luke ix. 56. One of his Commands is, Love your Enemies; allo, 
Bleſs them that curſe you; do Good to them that hate yo; and pray for then 
that deſpitefully uſe you and perſecute you, Mat. v. 44. Luke vi. 27. He 
never commanded us to kill and deſtroy our Enemies, viz. Men and 
Women: But one that was a Follower of him indeed, viz. Paul, in 
Romans Xii. 20, ſays, F thy Enemy hunger, give him Meat ; if be thirſ, 


give him Drink, &c. So theſe are Things we learn. Our Commander, when

« that take the Sword,” ſhall: periſh with' the Sword, Mat. xxvi. 52, This was 
« in a defenſive Way, yet he might not do it. Now our Enemies that we 
« encounter with, are not Men's Perſons without ys, but Luſts within us; 
« neither do we make Uſe of ſuch Weapons as Men uſe to kill and deſtroy one 
« another with, but ſuitable Wea and Armour, ſuch as will defend us, and 
« {ill that we fight againſt 3 for ſaith the Apoſtle, Rom. xiii. 12. Let us put 
« on the Armour of Light ; and in his Epiſtle to the Epheſians, Chap. vi. 
« Ver. 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16. he particularly deſcribes the Armour and 
« Weapons, and there tells us, what they wreſtle not againſt, viz. Fleſb and 
« Blood, Men's Perſons; and what they wreſtle againſt, viz. Againſt Princi- 
« palities, againſt Powers, againſt Rulers of Darkneſs of this World, viz. the God 
«, of this World, the Prince of the Power of the Air, the Spirit that now avorketh 
« in the Children of Diſobedience, againſt ſpiritual Wickedneſs in bigh Places. So 
« the fleſhly Luſts that war againſt the Soul, is what we are fighting againſt, 
« which where they are lived in, are the Cauſes of Wars and Fightings out- 
d ward, as faith the Apoſtle, James iv. 1, 2. From whence come Wars and 
« Fightings among you, come they not hence, even of your Luſts that war in your 
« Members? Ye luſt and have not; ye kill and defire to have, and cannot obtain: 
« Ye fight and War, yet ye have not, becauſe ye aſk not: Ze aſk and receive not, 


« becauſe ye aſe amiſs, that ye may conſume it upon your Luſts. So now we can-- 


e not go back again to build up thoſe Things we have deſtroyed, for the Luſts 
« being in us in Meaſure deſtroyed, we cannot without manifeſt Prejudice unto 
& ourſelves go back again into them, for till then we cannot go into the War 
« outward, for if we ſhould, we ſhould be Tranſgreſſors, and diſobey our 
« Captain, So be it known unto all People, that from henceforward we are 
« reſolved to fight under no other Commander, but the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
&« becauſe he is the Captain of our Salvation, and no other Armour do we 
« intend to put on, but the Armour of God, for that will defend us againſt the 
« Aſſaults of our grand Enemy the Devil, and no other offenſive Weapons can 
« we wear, but ſuch as ſurely will do Execution upon thoſe our Enemies, viz. 
« The Sword of the Spirit, which is the Word of God, which is now known by us 
&« to be as an Hammer to break the Rocks, the hard Hearts cauſed by Sin, in 
& pieces : And it is known to be as a Fire within us, to burn up that there 
« which is contrary to God: I is quick and powerful, ſharper than any Two- 


ce edged Sword, piercing even unto the dividing aſunder of Soul and Spirit, and of 


« the Joints and Marrow, and ij a Diſcerner of the Thoughts and Intents of the 
& Heart, Hebrews iv. 12. The Operation of which is known within: Theſe 
& are the Weapons that reach the Luſts, and will ſlay them, which it they 
were not ſlain, would ſlay the Soul, for they war againſt it; and would, 
& were they not ſlain, bring Indignation and Wrath, Tribulation and Anguiſh, 
e upon us, ſuch as will never have End, becauſe of our Evil-doing : So we 
cannot, directly nor indirectly, war, fight againſt, kill nor deſtroy Men's 
*« Perſons, neither be aiding nor aſſiſting therein; but if we muſt ſuffer from

Men for obeying our Commander, we muſt bear it with Patience, until he 


&« ſhall ariſe to plead our Cauſe. _ 

And now, as to anſwering the Thing which is commonly objected againſt 
*© us, That if all were of your Mind, our Enemies would come and take the 
„ Iſland from us. To which we ſay, If all were of our Mind, viz. To depart 
from Ungodlineſs and worldly Luſts, and to live ſoberly, righteouſly, and godlily 
ein this World, then they would depart from that which the Wrath of God is 


** unto z for look into the Scriptures of Truth all along, and ſee there, if Sin, 
Iniquity, and Diſobedience, and Tranſgreſſion of the holy Commands of 


God, were not the very Cauſe and Ground of the Judgments of the Lord 
coming upon a Nation, a City, or a People; one whereof is War: So that 
* 1f the Lord's Determination be to - puniſh, or deſtroy any. Nation, City, 


* Iſland or People, what Strength and Force, or Power of Mankind upon 
Vor, II, | 4 E «& me. 
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« him for it, and bid him put his Sword into bis Place, for, ſaith he, All they DOE S. 
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Year. Feruſalem was the Place where they were to aſſemble together to wor. 
ſhip 4 The Nations round about them envied them much, and 
ſought their Hurt and Deſtruction; but the Lord was on their Side, as lon 
as they obeyed his Statutes, and kept his Commandments, and preſe 
them. But when they fell into Idolatry and ſerved ſtrange Gods, their N "ry 
bour Nations were made Scourges to them, and the People of yael became 
their Tributaries, as we may read often in the Book of Judges, and other 
Places. What is Man then, whoſe Breath is in his Noſtrits, and the Lord, 
if he take away his Breath, (as he doth at his Pleaſure) he brings him into the 


; Duſt ; yea, even the greateſt as well as the leaſt, for that there is none able 


to deliver out-of his Hand. So we ſee, that Sin only is the Cauſe the Lord 
doth puniſh after this Manner, for he doth not willingly afflict the Sons of 
Men, nor grieve them, Lam. iii. 33. Therefore we ſay, if the People of 
this Iſland were come to the forſaking of their Sins and Iniquities, that God's 
Anger and Diſpleaſure would be turned away from our Iſland, for faith the 
Apoſtle, 1 Pet. iii. 13. bo is be that will barm you, if ye be Followers if 
that which is good. And ſays Solomon, Prov. xvi. 7. When a Man's Ways 


pleaſe the Lord, be maketh even bis Enemies to be at Peace with bim. So if the 


People of this Iſland were come to pleaſe the Lord, then he would keep our 
Iſland : For if the Lord keep not the City, the Watchmen watch in vain, And 
Arms will be all in vain, if the Lord will pluck down and deſtroy, For 
let none think to eſtabliſh themſelves by. Wickedneſs, for it is Wickedneſs 
overthrows the Sinner. But upon their Repentance, the Lord is ready to 
forgive, as he did Nineveb. It is Righteouſneſs eftabliſheth the King's 
Throne, a Kingdom, a Nation, a People, or an Iſland. So we defire tor 
the People of this Iſland, that they would come out of their Sin, it alone 
being that which the Lord's Controverly is againſt, and with Man, becauſe 
he is thereunto joined, and which God will never be reconciled unto. 


And for that other Objection which is commonly made againft us, That 


we decline ſerving the Country as Jurymen, and in ſome other Offices. To this 
we ſay, That we do not refuſe to ſerve the Country, wherein we may with a 


ſafe Conſcience : But we do indeed refuſe to Swear in any Caſe, for our Com- 


mander hath forbidden us, and ſhould we, we ſhould violate his Command 
in that particular, who ſaid, Swear not at all, Mat. v. 34. and ſo ſhould we 
come under his fiery Indignation : But we are come to Na and Nay, and 
make a Conſcience thereof: So were it to gain the whole World, we cannot 
Swear 3 but might we ſerve the Country in theſe Things without Swearing, 
we here declare, we are ready to do it when required, for ſome of us have 
been Surveyars of the Highways, and Conſtables, and other Officers of the 
Poor. So we only refuſe to do that which Chriſt Jeſus forbids, and becauſe 
we have not broken his Commands, ſome of us in this Iſland have ſuffered 
conſiderably, when if we would have broken them, our Sufferings from Man 
would have ceaſed; but we ſhould have ſuffered more deeply in our Con- 
ſciences. And ſo this only, and not another Thing, viz. being tender in our 
Conſciences toward God, and having Reſpect to his Commands, is the 
very Reaſon, Cauſe and Ground, we cannot either bear Arms or Swear, and 
of theſe Things the Lord God of Heaven and Earth knows, and bears us 
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4. Teſtiwony is the real Truth. + So we deſire; the Good. and Welfare of all BA R R A-

gut notwithſtanding this Repreſentation of their Caſe, the ſaid Governour, Sir 
Jonathan Atkins, with the Council and Aſſembly of the Iſland, proceeded not only 

io enforce the Laws before in Being for ſetling the Militia, but they alſo enacted a 
new Law with additional Penalties on ſuch as ſhould) refuſe to act in that Service. 
This new Law bore Date the 28th Day of September 1675, and was as 


follows, viz. |

In conſequence of this Law the People called Quakers ſuffered much, as will 
appear by their Accounts thereof exhibited to the Governour and Council, which 
we ſhall hereafter inſert, _ £0903 Jv SYOREITG) 2 ol 
In this Year 1675, William Edmundſon, a faithful Man, and a zealous 
Preacher among this People, went from Ireland, where he dwelt, to this Iſland 
of Barbadoes, under a religious Concern, to viſit the Meetings of his Friends 
there, and to publiſh the rine of Truth a the Inhabitants, in which 
Service he travelled through all Parts of this Iſland, and was received and heard 
with much Attention by many of the People who reſorted in great Numbers to 
the Meetings by him appointed, and expreſſed much Satisfaction with the Doc- 
trine of Truth by him delivered, and ſome of them were effectually convinced 
thereby. He had alſo a publick Diſputation with one of their Prieſts who op- 
poſed him and his Doctrine, the Iſſue of which was, that the People were farther 
informed and enlightned ; but the Prieſt, whoſe Name was Ramſey, moved 
with Envy, went to Sir Jonatban Atkins, the Governour, and complained againſt 
him, of which the faid William hath given the following Account in the Journal 
of his Life, pag. 74, 75, 76, viz. OOTY "I 


After the Meeting Prieſt Ramſey made a great Complaint againſt me, that

Such cloſe and pungent Reprehenſions of Wickedneſs, which their own 
Conſciences could not but acknowledge the Truth of, and which their 
covetous Deſire of increaſing the Number of their Slaves made them unwilling 
to reform, gave them no ſmall Uneaſineſs: Inſtead of uſing their Authority 
to ſuppreſs the Vices cautioned againſt, they perverted it, by endeavouring to 
keep ſuch faithful Monitors at a Diſtance, and to prevent the preaching of 
Dodctrines they approved not; and to ſecure themſelves in an undiſturbed Practice 
of Vices they knew to be indefenſible, about two Months after the Date of the

Party or Parties that ſhall ſeize or ſue for ſuch Negro or Negroes, if the 
Negro or Negroes belong to any of the People called Quakers ; and the other 
Moiety to the publick Ule of the faid Iſland: And it is farther enacted, by 
the Authority aforeſaid, That if ſuch Negro or Negroes being at the Meet- 
ings aforeſaid, and do not belong to the Perſons preſent at the ſame Meeting, 
then may any Perſon or Perſons bring an Action, within three Months after 
the Offence committed, againſt any of the Perſons preſent at the ſaid

That after Execution had been levied for Default of a Foot- 
man's Non- appearance, 501b. of Sugar, and that they that did not fend 
« ſhould be deemed refractory, &c. and ſhould pay for the next Default double, 
« .viz. 100 lb. for a Footman, alſo for every twenty Acres of Land they poſſeſs, 
« and 200 lb. of Sugar for every Hundred Acres of Land they poſſeſs, or in 
« caſe of no Land, Be an able Horſe, if they have one, and ſome Particulars 
« when they have had no Horſe ; and for the next Default, ſo called, though 
« they be willing, and do appear to do any Duty as far forth as they can tor 
Conſcience- ſake, either in watching or patrolling, yet becauſe we brought 

e not Swords, Piſtols or Muſkets, which we dare not, our Fine was again 
« doubled, and we were cauſed to pay 200 lb. of Sugar for every Footman's 
« Defe&t of Arms, and an Horſeman 4001b. of Sugar, which is near forty for 
e one a Footman may be hired for to ſerve in the ſaid Time, and this by the 
Law comes once in two Months, and ſometimes in ſome Places by ſpecial 
Order in half the Time: Which we deſired and intreated might be conſidered 
* a8 an Aggrievance, by reaſon a Man by his Labour cannot earn the ſaid 
“Goods to pay the fame. And we believe the King did not intend to deſtroy 
* ſuch as could not comply with every Branch of the Law, eſpecially ſuch as 
* were made Offenders, not for Stubbornneſs and Refractorineſs, and Wilful- 
* neſs, but for Conſcience-ſake ; and after thirty Years Experience in ſeveral 
* Governments (when ſometimes were Uproars and Confuſions) found innocent 
* and always willing to pay the King his Cuſtoms, Taxes, and publick Levies 
* of Money or Goods: We did and do believe, the King would not have ſuch 
as ſo differ, to be deſtroyed (though ſometimes diſcouraged) to prevent 
Hypocrites, eſpecially by ſuch as ſpend our Eſtates upon their FE and 


often exceed and abuſe the Law alſo ; in which we are much diſcouraged, 
when we ſeek Redreſs, becauſe we bring not Men to ſwear the ſame. 

And now, Governour and Friends, we again deſire you to conſider our 
\ continued Aggrievance of the ſame Nature, and ſomething more enacted, for

Concern, and Affliction in Spirit, at the groſs Sins and Wickedneſs of many of 
the Inhabitants of this land, found herſelf conſtrained to appear in an unuſual 
and extraordinary Manner, in order if poſſible to excite them to Repentance : 
To which Purpoſe ſhe exhibited herſelf to them as a viſible Sign of that Sorrow, 
Abaſement and Humiliation of Soul, which was neceſſary for them to be exer- 
ciſed in. Accordingly ſhe disfigured her Face, let her Hair . looſe about 
her Shoulders, put Aſhes on her Head, and Sackcloth over her Clothing, and 
in that Habit went to their Church, fo called, at Sprght's Bay, while the Prieſt 
and his Hearers were at their Worſhip. She was ſcarce entred the Place, before 
ſhe was pulled out again with Violence, and hurried into the Town. The Prieſt, 
an utter Stranger to ſuch prophetick Appearances, was highly diſpleaſed, and 
failed not to incenſe the Magiſtrates againſt her, who of themſelves were apt to 
take Offence at ſuch an amazing Way of Reproof. She was the next Day 
committed to Priſon by the following Mittimus, viz.

Queriſts Theſe pores however remained unanſwered, the Prieſt chuſing rather to 


impriſoneh. acquieſce under the Protection of the Magiſtrates Authority, than to controvers 
by Writing, ſuch Points as he knew how to determine by a Method to him 
more ſhort and eaſy, which was the Impriſonment of the Queriſts, as is before 
mentioned. We ſhall next relate ſeveral other remarkable Sufferings, vis. 
Sufferings and Richard Andrews, a ſober virtuous Youth, Servant to 7 9 Borden, was 
r R. ſeveral Times taken out of his Maſter's Shop by Soldiers, and had to their Place 
adrewss of Exerciſing, where they endeavoured to make him bear Arms, but he ſted. 
faſtly refuſe? ſaying, He durſt not break Chriſts Command. On the 4th of the 
Third Month 1678, the Soldiers carried him to Needham's Fort, and the next 
Day, being the Firſt-day of the Week, their Captain, John Burrows, ordered 
him to be tied Neck and Heels, in which Manner he lay about an Hour; after 
which the Captain ſtruck him a great Blow with his Cane, and threatned him 
ſorely. He was kept at the Fort a Week, his Lodging being moſtly on the 
cold Stones. When he came Home his Countenance was much' altered, his 
Appetite much impaired, and his Body very poor and thin. Nevertheleſs on 
the 25th of the ſame Month, the aforeſaid Officers fetcht him out again, and 
carried him to their Place of Exerciſing, where the ſaid Captain ordered him to 
be tied Neck and Heels again, which was done, and he was tied fo ſtrait, that 
he could hardly ſpeak : Some of the Soldiers were troubled at his cruel Uſage, 
while others ſcoffed at and derided him. Within a few Days after this Uſage, 
he was taken with the Bloody-flux, whereof he died in a little Time. He ex- 
preſſed during his Sickneſs, great Satisfaction of Mind for having ſtood faithful 
to his Teſtimony againſt Fighting, and with much Joy and Aſſurance of a 
future Well-being, departed this Life in the Nineteenth Year of his Age, 
leaving behind him this Character, viz.

Sufferings of Another Inſtance of unjuſt and illegal Suffering was as follows: It happened 
11. Gritith that on the 25th of December, the Day called Chriſtmas. day, Herbert Grifitb 


* For- and William Forteſcue, ſtanding to inſpett ſome Workmen employed about the 


Wall of a Burying- place, were obſerved by Miilliam Goodall, a Juſtice of the 
Peace, as he paſſed by; who in much Anger called to thoſe who were with 
him, ſaying, 1s there no Conſtable here? Lay hold on theſe Rogues : Take away 
the Fellows Tools, Accordingly the Prieſt's Clerk being preſent, took away 
the Tools, and detained them from the Owner many Weeks. Herbert Griffith 
deſired the Juſtice to hear him a few Words, but he, full of Fury, cried out, 
Drag the old Rogue along; away with them all ts the Stocks. Some People 
preſent ſaid, Sir, pray pity that aged hone/t Man. But the Juſtice replied, I care 
neither for bis Axe nor his Honeſty. Then one Thomas Saunders, a very rude Per-

replied Down with dem, \drag them in. Mhereupon che ſaid Saunders gave the 
ancient Man a Blow on the Breaft, and ſtruck up his Heels with fuch Violence, 

that his Head came firſt to the Ground 4 and, then he threw down Milliam 
Forteſcue, who falling on a Stone, cut his Elbow that it bled ; and then they 
dragged in William Afby the Maſon, and his Man, and locked them in the 
Stocks about three Hours. After which the ſaid Richard Goodal and Richard 
Noke made a Mittimus to ſend them to Goal, directing it from Conſtable to 
Conſtable, with a rude Company to guard them, as if they had been Murderers. 
The Conſtable to whoſe Charge they were firſt committed was very uncivil, 
and would not ſuffer the ancient Man to ride his own Horſe ; but other Con- 
ſtables were more moderate, and the laſt of them ſaid, 7 hey were honeſt Men, 
and directed them to go themſelves to the Town, and he would ſend one to 
meet them there To-morrow, which he did accordingly ; and they were com- 
mitted to the Common Goal, where they remained four Weeks. After which, 
ſome Neighbours engaging for their Appearance at the next Quarter Seſſions, 
they were permitted to go Home. On the 12th of the Firſt Month following, 
they appeared at the Seſſions, where, by Means of one Aer Witham, an 
officious Juſtice, then Chairman, they were recommitted to Priſon, (except the 
Maſon's Servant, who, being no Quaker, was diſcharged) where they lay about 
fix Weeks, till the General Seſſions on the 24th of the Second Month 1677; at 
which Time the Governour gave them Liberty upon Promiſe of appearing at 
the next General Seſſions, which was about the 24th of the Ninth Month fol- 
lowing 3 at which Time they were tried by a Jury, who acquitted Herbert and 
Forteſcue, but found William Aſhby, the Maſon, guilty of working on that Day, 
for which he was fined 509 1b. of Sugar, and the other two were cleared by 
Proclamation. This ſo diſpleaſed ſome of the Juſtices, that they prevailed with 
the reſt to commit them to Priſon a third Time, and the Verdict was ſet aſide. 
On the 10th of the Tenth Month they were brought again to Trial on a freſh 
Indictment ; when Juſtice Goodal himſelf came off the Bench to give Evidence, 
and {wore that He jaw the ſaid Herbert and Forteſcue at Work : But when the 
Foreman of the Jury aſked him, Yhether they had in their Hands any Tool, either 
Hammer or Trowel ? he was forc'd to explain himſelf by ſaying, that as they 
were overſeeing the Work, they were at Work. This not ſatisfying the Jury, 
they were the ſecond Time acquitted and diſcharged. This Inſtance ſhews the 
great Partiality with which ſome of the Juſtices acted, and how forward they 
were to exerciſe their Authority againſt the Quakers, even beyond what the 
Laws required of them.

The next Thing coming under our Obſervation is the great Suffering 
and Inconveniences ſuſtained by the Exchuſion of ſeveral Perſons, appointed 
Executors to Wills, from taking upon them the Office aſſigned them by tbe 
Teſtators, becauſe they could not for Conſcience- ſake take an Oath. In which 
Reſpect the Intent of divers Perſons in their laſt Wills was fruſtrated, ther 
Eſtates greatly waſted, and their Children and Poſterity much injured ; as may 
appear by the following Inſtances, „ ne, > 14S 

1. Henry Clinkett by his laſt Will, dated the 3d of the Seventh Month 1676, 
left his Wife Margaret, her Father Thomas Foſter, and Thomas Pilprim his 
Brother-in-Law, Executors and Guardians for his three Children then under 
Age. But the ſaid Thomas Foſter and Thomas Pilgrim being Qua bers, and 
refuſing to take an Oath, were excluded from the Adminiſtration, and the 
Widow ſingly admitted, who thereupdn took Poſſeſſion of all the Effects, ſoon 
after married to a Perſon, who ſquandred away much of what ſhould have been 
reſerved for the Children, ſuffered the Buildings, which 'ſhould have been 
kept up, to decay for want of Repairs ; and in all probability the Children 
might have been ruined, had not the ſaid Thomas Pilgrim been admitted” their 
Guardian, and by that Means, through diſburſing much of his own Money, 
retrieved ſome Part of their Eſtate, and made it tenantable; a | 

2. William Emblin Merchant, by his laſt Will and "Teſtament, dated the 
14th of the Ninth Month 1676, made Morgan Lewis, Richard Waters, Thomas 
Pilgrim, and Fohn Swinſtead, his Executors : The Will was proved before the 
Governour Sir Jonathan Atkins, and regiſtred in the Secretary's Office; but the

* Jobn Loftus made his Friends Captain John Sutton, John Braithwait, 
Emanuel Curtis, and Ralph Weeks, his Executors, and Guardian to his Son Jobn 
Laus. The Will was proved before the then Governour Sir Richard Dutton, 
who abſolutely and peremptorily refuſed to admit three of the ſaid Executors for 
no other Reaſon than their refuſing to Swear: And when the faid Captain Jobn 
gutton infiſted on his Right according to the Will, the Governour anſwered him 
ſhort, that Though he was left Executor by the Deceaſed, yet it was in his Power 
to judge whether he was fit for the Purpoſe or not, and that he adjudged him unfit 
becauſe he was a Friend 10 the Quakers : And did thereupon grant Letters of 
Aaminiſtration of the Eſtate of the ſaid John Loftus, and the Guardianſhip of 
his Son, to one Captain Thomas Morris, who was no way related to the ſaid 
Liftus, nor had any Pretence or Right thereto, but a mere Stranger, who, took 
the Eſtate into his Hands, and began to manage it imprudently.

All which, we intreat you ſeriouſly to weigh and conſider, in order to cur

« King and Country: Although we believe all our ſaid long continued and 
% unparalled Sufferings to this very Day, have very little added to the Benefit 
ce of either: Nothing, we believe, thereby increaſing the King's Revenue, but 
« rather to the Damage of both: For as the Maelites could not eaſily make 
« Brick without Straw, no more, as you well know, can we manage well our 
« Eſtates, when the beſt of our Negroes and Draught-Cattle are taken from

% ſuffer me for any Reaſon of State to go againſt the Reaſon of Conſcience, which is 
„ to fight againſt the God of Reaſon and Fudge of our Conſciences. Nor de ] defire 
& any Man ſhould be farther ſubject unto me, than all of us may be to Ged. 


< But to ſuch others who believe it not only to be lawful, but incumbent on 
c them to defend themſelves and Eſtates to the Hazard of Life, Fc. it's quite 
another thing: And ſuch have and can plead many Excuſes to fave them- 
& ſelves, (which we dare not do nor touch) and can hire Men, Sc. and at laſt 
can give the Marſhal ſome ſmall Matter, and all is well, by which Means 
„it's rare, if not impoſſible, for others to feel the Severity of the ſaid Military 
Law to be executed upon them, as it hath been upon us, as the Greatneſs of 
our Sufferings do ſufficiently ſhew, and therefore no Compariſon, as in point 
** of equal Execution thereof, between us and others in this Caſe, can be made.

ſtrained within the Limits of the Law, which yet remaining as before, ſome of 
them after a while began again to revive their old Practices.

« every Year. Thele are but ſome Inſtances of his perſecuting Temper, which, 


as he was Colonel, he had many Opportunities to exert on Account of thc

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« Militia. It is ſcarce conceivable with what an inveterate Prejudice he acted B AR B A- 


«« againlt an innocent People who had given him no juſt Occaſion. But his 
« unchriſtian and violent Actions, Prieſt, Kenny, his Countryman, being em- 
Pr ployed to preach his Funeral Sermon, took for his Text, on that Occaſion, 
« the Words of the Apoſtle, 2 Tim. iv. 7. I have fought a good Fight, I have 
« finiſhed my Courſe, 1 have kept the Faith, &c. And beſtowed on him this 
Character, that He had attained to the Prudence of a Fudge, the Dignity of a 
« Colonel, and the Honour of a Councellor, and that he had ſerved his King and 
« Country faithfully, and died a Saint, How this Character was correſpondent 
« with his Actions, we leave to ſuch as ſhall compare them, to determine, and pro- 
« cced to give an Account of another moſt violent perſecuting Magiſtrate, viz. 

« 5, Sir Timothy Thornhill, Major-General, a Man who wanted not Will to 
« have perſecuted the Quakers to Death, as he often threatned : A Man full of

« Feaſt, and drinking to Exceſs, ſome of the Company refuſed to drink ſo hard 
« as he would have them, whereupon this Wretch moſt prophanely wiſhed, 
« that himſelf was God Almighty,” that he might damn the Souls of thoſe who would 
« not drink, At another Time being in Company, where a Woman nude ſome 
« Mention of the Power and Omnipotence of God, he thus expreſſed himſelf, 
« G—d d—1 ye, go to the Top of yonder Tree, pointing to a Tree not far off, 
« and ſee if God Almighty can ſave you from breaking your Neck before you come 
« 10 the Bottom. A Perſon ſtanding by reproved him for uſing ſuch wicked 
«© Expreſſions, for which he fell to beating him, calling him Son of a Whore, 
« and aſking, if he were to be taught him. When one of the People called 
« 9yakers. was brought before him for Default of appearing in Arms, and 
« pleaded, that He could not bear Arms for Conſcience-Jake, the Major replied, 
« = d d- your Conſcience ; if 1 cannot make your Conſcience bow, Fil make 
ce your ſtubborn Dog*s Back to bend: And ſo tied him Neck and Heels with 
« his own Hands, that it almoſt deprived the Man of his Life. At the Time 
« when the Articles of War were publiſhed in the Iſland, he ſwore deſperately, 
« that Now he had Power, and would put them in Execution, and the firſt Time 
« an Enemy appeared, he would hang up the Quakers, binding his Words with 
<« direful Oaths and Execrations, without which he could hardly ſpeak : An 
“ habitual Courſe of Swearing and Curſing having ſo hardned him, that he 
e proceeded therein without any Appearance of Remorſe, or Senſe of his deſ- 
« perate Condition. After a Fit of Sickneſs, inſtead of acknowledging the 
© Mercy of God in reſtoring him to Health, he vauntingly boaſted among his 
* Companions of his Conqueſt over Death, ſaying, that He had taken a new 
& Leaſe of his Life from God Almighty for thirty Tears longer; and ſo con- 
tinued in his wicked Way of Living, having been often heard to ſay, He world 
«© lvoe more in a Month than others did in a Year. His ſwift Career in Wicked- 
* neſs ſoon brought him to his Journey's End, and being again viſited with 
„ Sickneſs, he died as he had lived, a Prodigal and prophane Debauchee : An 
« hardned Perſecutor, and a diſſolute Liver; having conſumed a great Eſtate 
e left him by his Father, and involved in Debts to the Amount of eight 
* Thouſand Pounds Sterling, more than his Effects were ſufficient to diſcharge.” 


Having thus gone through the Sufferings of this People in the Iſland of 
Barbadoes, fo far as they came to our Hands, wherein we have ſomewhat 
exceeded the Limits of Time propoſed for this Hiſtory, we ſhall in the next 
Place proceed to relate the Suffering of the ſaid People in the Iſland of Nevis. 


CHAP. 


« Time was ſhort, he dying as is before related. But notwithſtanding his 
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AN NO 1658. 


H E firſt Inhabitant of this Iſland who received the People called 
Quakers, was Humphry Highwood, at whoſe Houſe Peter Head, 74 
Rouſe, and Mary Fiſher, Perſons of that Perſwaſion, found a friendly 
Reception. After they had lodged there for ſome Time, the ſaid 
Humphbry Highwood was cited to appear before rhe Governour, and charged with 
the Breach of a Law, enjoining Notice to be given to the Governour of all 
Strangers Arrival within a Time limited, which Time the ſaid Humphry, 
through Inadvertency, had elapſed ; for this undeſigned Omiſſion the Goyer. 
nour committed him to Priſon. 

He had not as yet embraced the Principles of the ſaid People, but in Procek 
of Time, being more perfectly convinced of the Doctrines by them profeſſed, he 
declined to bear Arms, or to ſerve in the Mikitia, Things which he had not 
formerly ſcrupled to do: For this Refuſal he ſuffered a Month's Impriſonment. 

After his Releaſe from that Suffering, he was concerned to deliver to the 
Governour a Paper of Chriſtian Exhortation written by Chriſtopher Holder: In 
order to which he went into the Preſence of the Governour and his Council with 
his Hat on; this Action gave great Offence, and occaſioned his Commitment 
again to Priſon, where he was detained till the next Court, at which, there 
being no Law extant to make what he had done criminal, he was ſet at Liberty: 
But at that Time they made a Law, that I hoſocver for the future ſhould come 
into any Court with his Hat on, ſhould pay a Fine of, 500 1b. of Sugar, or ſuffer 
a Month's Impriſonment. = | 

ANNO 1661. About this Time a Law was made, requiring the Marſhal 
to go on board every Veſſel that ſhould come to land there, and enquire and ſearch 


for Quakers, and if any were found on board, not 10 ſuffer them to come on ſhure, 


At the Publication of this Law the faid Humphry Highwood was very much 
grieved, and found a Neceſſity upon him to warn the Governour and Counct 
of the Severity and Injuſtice of it; for which Purpoſe he went again to them in 
Court with his Hat on : They refuſed to hear him, but forthwith ordered his 
Commitment to Priſon ; from whence he ſent to them in Writing the Meſſage 
he intended to have dglivered by Word of Mouth. He was kept a Month in 
Priſon, and after that detained ſeven Weeks longer for the Marſhal's Fees; 
after which being brought before the Governour and Council, they releaſed 
him, giving the Marſhal an Order to make Diſtreſs for his Fees, for which he 
broke open the ſaid Humphry's Doors, and took away ,650 lb. of Sugar. 
At another Time the ſaid Highwood, for refuſing to bear Arms, was forcibly 
taken from his own Houſe by ſeven armed Men, and carried to the Fort, and 
by Order of a Captain kept there double ironed for ſeveral Days: But upon Ap- 
plication made by Letter to the Governour, a Mandate was obtained for lis 
Releaſe. i a 1 
Jane Gower was baniſhed for her having been at a religious Meeting in 
this Iſland. _— 
ANNO 1671. William Edmundſon and Thomas Briggs, accompanied witi 
ſome others from Barbadves and Antigua, where they had been labouring in the 


Miniſtry of the Goſpel, found themſelves inclined to viſit alſo this Iſland, came 


thither in a ſmall Veſſel, and caſt Anchor near the Shore; but a Marſhal ſoon 
came 
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„ he knew whence the Veſſel came, and who were in ber: So they were all ſtaid 


on board till the Governour had Information who they were; upon which he WNJÞJ 


preſently ſent an Officer and Soldiers on board, with ſtrict Charge, that none of 
them ſhould go on ſhore, nor any come from ſhore to ſpeak with them, on Penalty 


of a great Fine. But ſeveral of their Friends nevertheleſs, who dwelt there, 


went on board, where they held a Meeting by Conſent of the Owner of the 
Veſſel, Colonel Wenibrop, one of their Perſuaſion, who had been Governour of 
Antigua, and came with them from thence. The Governour ſent for the Maſter 
of the Veſſel, who was not a 2yaker, and bound him in a Bond of 1000/7. 
Sterling to carry them back to Antigua. While they lay at Anchor one Colonel 
Stapleton, who was Governour of Montſerrat, came on board, and William Ed- 
mund/on complained to him, faying, It was very hard Uſage, that they being 
Engliſhmen, and coming ſo far as they had done to viſit their Countrymen, could 
not be admitted to come on ſhore, and refreſh themſelves, within King Charles's Do- 
minions, after ſo long a Voyage. To which the Colonel anſwered, that Ir was 
true; but, ſaid he, we hear. that ſince your Coming ſo the Caribbee-Iflands, ibere 
are ſeven Hundred of our Militia turned Quakers, and the Quakers will not fight, 
and we bave Need of Men to fight, being ſurrounded with Enemies, and that is 
the very Reaſon why Governour Wheeler will not ſuffer you to come on ſhore, Ac- 
cordingly by Order of the Governour they were carried back to Antigua, where 
they were received with Gladneſs, and their Teſtimony accepted by many. 

ANNO 1673. William Perry was impriſoned by Koger Earle, Captain in 
the Black-Rock Fort, for not appearing in Arms at an Alarum, and continued 
there ſeveral. Days. 1 1 * 

ANNO 1674. On the laſt Day of the firſt Month the following Perſons 
were committed Priſoners to the Fort called Pelican-point, by Captain Edward 
Earle, for not bearing Arms, namely, Wilkam Fifield, George Webb, Fobn 
Brown, Humphry Moore, Robert Diamond, Noah Lewis, William Davies, John 
Carpenter, and Wilkam Perry ; but a few Days after were releaſed by General 
Stapleton. | 

In October this Year, John Carpenter, George Webb, John Brown, William 
Davies, Humpbry Moore, and Robert Diamond, were impriſoned in Morton's 
Bay, for refuſing to bear Arms and ſerve upon the Guard : After about twelve 
Days Confinement, they writ a Letter to the Governour, being as follows, viz.

ec O UR true Love greets thee. Having once taſted of thy Clemency,

** ſoned we do not well underſtand, unleſs for keeping of the Commandment of 
„ Chriſt, which we dare not diſobey, for here we do declare, that I is not of 
** Stubbornneſs, nor of Wilfulneſs, but in Obedience to Chriſt Feſus : And if the 
“Captain, through Envy or Malice toward any one or all of us, hath miſin- 
formed thee, and by that Means hath incenſed thee againſt us, by ſuggeſting 
that which none of us are guilty of, yet we do truſt in the Lord, who hath 
* the Hearts of Kings and Rulers in his Hand, to guide and dire&t them as 
“ feemeth him good; and likewiſe deſire, that he would order thy Heart, 
* that thou mighteſt diſcern betwixt us, who are in Scorn called Duakers, a 
'* peaceable People, who fear God, and make Conſcience of our Ways, and 
thoſe who run wilfully on their own Heads, and diſobey thee, for whether is 
it moſt requiſite to obey God or Man, do thou judge, and that the Lord 
* may give thee Wiſdom and Underſtanding to judge and determine all

On the 11th of OZober the Marſhal diſcharged them, ſaying, He would tak; 
a Courſe with them for his Fees. 
At the next Seſſions on the 6th of December 1675, they were brought to Trial 
upon an Information for diſturbing the Miniſter in Time of divine Service. 
The Jury found them Guilty, and the Judgment given by the Court was thus : 
Ordered by the Court, that the ſaid John Brown, John Carpenter, and Francis 
Green, do forthwith pay 5000 lb. of Sugar, and that they continue Priſoners iil 
they have paid the ſame, or the ſame be levied on their Eſtates. 

At the ſame Seſſions William Fifield was fined 3000 Ib. of Sugar for putting 
up a Paper in the publick Worſhip-houſe; a Copy of which Paper was as

« of Life, being ſeparated from the Preſence of the Living God by Reaſon of 
Fin and Tranſgreſſion. And from a true Senſe and certain Sight hereof, 
many are moved, yea conſtrained, in the tender Love of God to their Souls, 
« ſometimes to write, ſometimes to go to the Place of Worſhip, there to de- 
« clare and make manifeſt the Deceitfulneſs of the Prieſts, both in Doctrine 
« and Practice, and to make appear that the World's Worſhip is not the true 
« Worſhip of God : And when and in what Place is it more convenient, than

«* the Spirits of the Prophets are ſubjeft to the Prophets. And Friends, I teſtity 
« for God's bleſſed Truth, that your Worſhip is not the true Worſhip of God, 
e neither doth he accept of it; but it is to him as the cutting off a Dog's

The Jury, after reading this Paper, hearing the Caſe, and conſidering the 
lame, brought in the Defendants Guilty, but did not aſſign any Damages; and 
they having aſſigned none, the Court would not find any, but adviſed the Prieſt 
to forgive them. However, they were remanded to Priſon, but were not many 
Days there before the Marſhal ſent them Word, that they might go about their

Ceſar Rodeney, the Marſhal, after he had diſmiſſed the 
Priſoners out of his Cuſtody, would have made Diſtreſs on 7ebn Brown for his 
Fines which he had obtained Judgment for, but he being a young Man, dwel- 
ling with his Father, and, having no ſeparate Stock of his own, the Marſhal 
could find nothing to levy Diſtreſs upon, wherefore to get him into his Cuſtody 
again, upon a falſe Suggeſtion of his having made an Eſcape out of Priſon,

By Virtue of this Warrant the ſaid John Brown was again clapt up in Priſon, 
where he remained, till at length the Marſhal found an Opportunity of ſeizing 
a Mare of his, which was ſold for 2 500 1b. of Sugar. 

Humphry Highwood, for a Fine of 300 lb. of Sugar, laid on him for not find- 
ing Arms, and for not paying to the Repairs of the Church, ſo called, had 
taken from him to the Value of 17001b. of Sugar. 

On the 29th of the Fifth Month this Year, Jaſper Tregoſſe, of Antigua, coming 
bow Iſland, and being at a Meeting there, was taken and committed to 

riſon. 

On the zth of the Sixth Month, a Fine of 207. for the Meeting-houſe in 
Charles-Town was laid upon Laurence Haydock, for which he had taken from 
him, on the 13th of the fame Month, nineteen Pieces of white Linen, and one 
Piece of Serge. TY 

On the 3 Iſt of the ſame Month, John Carpenter having a Meeting in his own 
Houſe, at which ſeveral of his Negroes were preſent, divers Officers came in 
with Swords, {wearing and giving ill Language. They ſent for a File of Muſ- 
quetiers, and committed his Negroes Priſoners to the Fort, and put them in 
Irons, keeping them fo three Days and two Nights. 

Ot thoſe who were fined for being at Meeting this Year. were John Moore 
and his Wite, William Green, Thomas Townſend, Humphry Moore and his Wife, 
john Streater, Dorothy Brown, Andrew Grainger, Humphry Highwood and his 
Wite, Richard Polyne ſen. Richard Polyne Jun. and their Wives.

« been ready to obey or fulfil it, either atttvely or paſſrvely, So that what we could 
e not do for Conſcience-ſake, we have been always ready to ſuffer for: And in 
« this we have been well ſatisfied, whenſoever the Magiſtrates have been per- 
« mitted to inflict any Thing upon us, knowing right well, that whatſoever we 
e ſuffer, rather than to violate our Conſciences, our Reward is ſure with the Lord.

Thus this ſuffering People did what in them lay, to expreſs their Fidelity and 
Allegiance to the King, in ſuch a Manner as might conſiſt with the keeping 
their Conſciences clear from diſobeying the Precept of Chriſt, which they 
underſtood as totally forbidding all Wars and Fighting. 

There happened in this Year another Suffering of the aforeſaid Fobn Brown, 
a Narrative of which we ſhall next lay before our Readers, 

The faid John Brown being under a religious Concern cf Mind on Account 
of the Manner of obſerving a Faſt-day, too formally practiſed by the People of 
this Iſland, affixed on the Doors of ſeveral of their publick Worſhip-houſes, 
a Paper called A WARNINO, being as follows, viz.

People called Qyakers came to that Iſland, and by their Preaching, ſeveral 
of the Inhabitants, convinced of the Truth they bore Teſtimony to, began 
to ſeparate from the uſual Way of Worſhip, and form religious Aſſemblies 
among themſelves, At this the Prieſts expreſſed much Uneafineſs, and by 
Impriſonment them the Magiſtrates were ſo far prevailed on, as that they committed George 
of G. Rofe, Rofe to Priſon, and threatned to baniſh him out of the Kland ; but it doth not 
appear that they made any farther Proceedings againſt him, or any other of the 

ſaid People till about five Years after, when 
ANNO 1665. Several of them being aſſembled to wait upon, and to wor- 
ſhip God, at the Houſe of one William Wilkinſon in Pagget*s Tribe, on the fifth 
Day of the Week, on which Day a Captain of the Militia, named Dorrell, was 
exerciſing his Soldiers in their Arms: By his Direction eight of his Muſqueticis 
A Meeting came armed into the Meeting, and rudely took ſeveral of the Men aſſembled 
moleſted. out of the Meeting, and carried away two of them, viz. Robert Wilkinſon and 
F. Eſtlake Francis Eſtlate, into the Field, where they charged the faid Francis with 
tiel Neer Neglect of Duty in not appearing among them in Arms, and under that Fre- 
and Heels. tence tied him Neck and Heels together, which Puniſhment the ſaid Captain 
Dorrell threatned to inflict on him and others of his Perſuaſion as often as the 
ſhould neglect what he called their Duty, for the future. But his wrathiul 
Purpoſe was reſtrained by the Power of God, and he was not permitted (0 
proceed with ſuch extream Cruelty and Rigour. ANNO 
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ANNO 1666. About this Time Florentia Seamour being then Governour, BER MU.

On the 14th of the ſame Month this Warrant was executed, and Goods taken 
from ſeveral of the Perſons concerned, to a greater Value than the Demand 
made upon them did amount unto. | 

About the ſame Time Jobn Dorrell, a Juſtice of the Peace, gave forth | 
Warrant to the Conſtable and other Officers in Warwick Tribe, by Virtue of 
which were taken from Patience Bullock, for herſelf and her two Daughters 
Goods worth 14.5. and from Nehemiah Tatum, for his Wife's Abſence, Goods to 


the Value of 125. 

ANNO 1670. Furious and lawleſs was the Rage of John Bennet, a yery 
wicked Man, who came to the Houſe of Robert Wilkinſon, ſwearing He wall 
kill all the Quakers, and that he would begin with Robert Wilkinſon and hi; Wit: 
in the firſt Place, and fo purſued the ſaid Robert with a drawn Rapier, but was 

evented from executing his bloody Deſign ; after that he brake down the Door 
upon the ſaid Robert's Wife, but ſhe eſcaping from him, he attempted to burn 
the Houſe, and ſeemed ſo deſparately bent on Miſchief, that the Conſtable was 
obliged to take him into Cuſtody, and conveyed him to the Town, where the 
Aſſizes for the Iſland was then held: But becauſe the ſaid Robert Wilkinſon could 
not ſwear againſt him (though ſeveral others could have given Evidence upon 
Oath of the Aſſault) the ſaid Bennet was releaſed, and the ſaid Robert was 
fined 505. for refuſing to Swear, for which Fine he had his Goods taken away to 
the Value of 5j l. 8s. Thus was the wicked A ſſaulter ſet at Liberty, and the 
innocent Perſon, who had been injured, was puniſhed, 

We ſhall next relate the various Sufferings of E/;zabeth Carter, an Inhabitant 
of Barbadoes, who coming from thence to Bermudas to viſit her Friends there, 
was ſeveral Times baniſhed : The firſt Offence taken againſt her was on the 
following Occaſion, viz. She the ſaid Elizabeth Carter being under a religious 
Concern of Mind to utter ſome Chriſtian Exhortation to the People, went to 
their publick Place of Worſhip in Devonſhire Tribe, on a Day appointed by 
the Governour for a publick Faſt, where the Preacher, one Edwards, in his Diſ- 
courſe concerning Mordecai and Haman, ſo far miſtook his Subject, as to tell his 
Auditory that Mordecai was hanged, upon which the ſaid Elizabeth told him, 
that it was Haman ; after which ſhe ſtood ſtill till his Sermon was done, and 
then began to ſpeak to the People : Upon which the Prieſt cried out, Are there 
no Officers here? Then they dragged her away with much Violence, fo that 
they had almoſt deprived her of Breath. Having brought her before the Magi- 
ſtrates, they ſent her to Priſon, together with Parnel Wilkinſon and William 
White, who having a Senſe of her religious Concern, accompanied her. After 
five Days they were brought into Court, when the Governour told her, She bad 
broken the Ring s Law, and muſt be baniſhed. She aſked, Whether that was the 
Puniſhment the King had ordered for Breach of that Law. The Sheriff anſwered, 
It was the Company's Order ſhe ſhould be baniſhed, becauſe ſhe was a Quaker, She 
aſked them, How they did diſtinguiſh a Quaker ? The Governour then ordered 
a Paper to be read, which had been ſent to him, ſubſcribed in the Name of ſome 
called Quakers, whence he inferred that the Subſcribers were ſuch, and fo without 
farther Proof proceeded to Baniſhment ; and made an Order for tranſporting 
Elizabeth Carter and Anne Butler to New- Providence. A Copy of his Warrant

The other two Priſoners, William White and Parnel Wilkinſon were fined; the 
former 31. and the latter 40s. for which Fines the Sheriff broke open a Cheſt 
of White's, and took away Goods to the Value of 9 /. and took alſo from Wil- 
kinſon Goods worth 205. The Court alſo fined one William Rig hiſon 31. 105. 
for ſtanding in their Place of Worſhip with his Hat on, and took from him 
Cattle to the Value of 61. 75. | 

We return to Elizabeth Carter, who ſome conſiderable Time after her Baniſh- 
ment as aforeſaid, was again concerned in Mind to return to Bermudas and viſit 
her Friends there, but the Governour, being informed of her Arrival, would not 
ſuffer her to land, but ordered her to be taken out of the Veſſel ſhe came in, 
and immediately put on board a Ship bound for Virginia, which carried her 
thither. After ſome Stay in Virginia, the fame Veſſel being bound from thence 
to Barbadoes, the Place of her Reſidence, ſhe took her Paſſage thither intend- 
ing to go Home : But the Veſſel in her Voyage proved exceeding leaky, and 
the Maſter being near Bermudas, intended to get in there and have her mended, 
but the Winds being boiſterous, and one of her Sails ſplit, ſhe was caſt upon a 
Rock and beaten to pieces; but through the good Providence of God, the ſaid 
Elizabeth with the reſt ot her Company were preſerved alive, and got fate on 
ſhore about the End of the Firſt Month 1676. 

ANNO 1676. Being thus providentially caſt on ſhore, ſhe continued there 
about a Month or five Weeks; after which the Governour iſſued his Warrant 
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to apprehend her, which Warrant coming to the Hand of Thomas Witter, a a 


Conſtable of Warwick Tribe, he entred an Houſe where he cauſcleſsly ſuſpected 
her to be, and ſearched even the Cheſts and Beds, though to no Purpole, for 
the innocent Woman would not have hid herſelf. Ar length he caſually met 
with her on the Highway as ſhe was riding to ſee ſome of her Friends, and not 
perfectly knowing her, enquired who that Woman was; but the Perſon who 
was with her not giving him Satisfaction, he, on his own Suſpicion, having 
neither his Warrant nor Staff with him, ran rudely to her, and ſeizing the Bridle 
of the Mare ſhe rode on, ſtopt her and ſet a Guard upon her, calling her Vileb, 
and uſing other abuſive Language. She ſeriouſly admoniſhed him and the reſt, 
to have a Care of their Actions; but the Conſtable in an angry Manner, 
ordered his Aſſiſtants to drag her to the next Houſe, which they did: As they 
were dragging her along, Captain Dorell, an old Perſecutor betore mentioned, 
paſſed by, and ſcoffingly aſked, I hat they had got there , a Beaſt? To which 
Elizabeth meekly anſwered, No; a Chriſtian. She alſo ſaid, They might be 
aſhamed to uſe a Woman in that Manner, who had been providentially caſt among 
them, and to whoſe Charge no Evil could juſtly be laid, but ſhe well knew it was 
the Portion of the People of God in all Ages to ſuffer Perſecution, and it was no 
new Thing to her. After much ill Uſage the Conſtable cauſed her to be flung in 
a Rope, and to be carried by two Lads to the Sea-ſide, where ſhe was put 
into a Priſon provided for her, and there kept fo cloſe, that ſeveral of her 
Friends and Acquaintance were refuſed the Liberty of ſeeing her: While ſhe 
was thus confined, her Condition and Sufferings were repreſented to the ſaid 
Governour Jobn Heyden, and Anthony Foyner the Sheriff, but no Relief could be 
obtained, for they and others were ſo incenſed againſt this innocent Woman, as 
to reſolve upon her Baniſhment the third Time; and accordingly, on the 24th 
of the third Month 1676, the Goaler came and forced her on Ship-board : And 
becauſe two Perſons, viz. James Wright and George Stevenſon refuſed to aſſiſt 
at his Command, alledging that It was againſt their Conſcience jo to do, they 
were committed to Priſon. Alſo one Stephen Bullock, a Maſter of a Ship from 
Barbadoes, who voluntarily, as a Friend and Acquaintance, went with her in the 
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BERM U- Boat, was ſent to Goal; and when Solomon Robſon and William Rightſon; two of 
DAS. his familiar Friends, came to viſit him under Confinement, they were locks up all 
1672. Night in the naſty Goal, a Place full of Vermin, and fitter for Dogs than Men, 
hy the continued Series of Sufferings inflicted on the ſaid Elizabeth Carter, it 
may be obſerved, with what a peculiar Severity and Rigour the Magiſtrates of 
this Place did proſecute this harmleſs Woman, merely for the Offence they took 
at her reproving the Vices of them and their People: For the Prejudices of 
Men, hardned in evil Practices, are moſt keen and violent againſt their Re: 
provers, and generally forward to turn the Edge of the Laws againft thoſe, 
whoſe Admonitions make them uneaſy in the Commiſſion of Vices, from which 
they are unwilling to be reclaimed.

On the 23d of Ofober, Edward Martin, William Boon, and William Chan. 
berlain, were committed to Priſon by the ſaid Mallet, for refuſing to go to the 
Guard, but upon Application on their Behalf to the Governour, he gave Order 
for their Releaſe. 

About the ſame Time, the ſaid Mallet had alſo impriſoned twelve others, 
namely, Thomas Darlow, Samuel Sizemore, Richard Buckley, Henry Graydnn, 
Fob Langford, Thomas Smith, Jobn Heydon, Timothy Drake, William Mangfeeld, 
Thomas Daſhwood, Peter Daſhwood, and John Loftee. c 

On the 6th Day of the Eleventh Month, the aforeſaid Major Mallet ordered 
his Companies belonging to North-Sound and Papes- head, to meet at the Train. 
ing: place, at the Houſe of George Turny and Francis Carliſle, where the innocent 

uakers were made the Marks of his Malice; for after many reviling Words, he 
cauſed two of them, viz. Thomas Darlow and John Heydon, to be put into one of 
the Files, but they ſtanding ſtill, and not acting according to his Will, (which 
for Conſcience-ſake they could not) he, the ſaid Mallet, in a violent Rage and 
Paſſion fell upon them, and with a Wythe which he had in his Hand, gave them 
many ſore and grievous Stripes over their Faces, Backs, and Heads, to the 
ſhedding of their Blood, and bruiſing the Fleſh upon their Bones. He alſo 
beat Philip Snelling and William Boon, and called to his Lieutenant, Jacob Hil, 
to take them into the File ; but the Lieutenant anſwered, They are Men who 
pretend to Tenderneſs of Conſcience, and I cannot judge of a Man's Conſcience, 
therefore am not willing lo meddle with them. The Mayor's Behaviour was indeed 
ſuch, that ſeveral of his own Captains reproved him, when he called the 9yaters 
Tnfidels, and ſaid, It was no Harm to kill them. After he had beaten ſeveral of 
them with many cruel Stripes, he fined them 500 lb. of Tobacco each. 

On the 16th of the ſame Month, John Haydon being commanded by the 
aforeſaid Major Mallet to make his Appearance at their Exerciſing-place, he 
came accordingly, but becauſe he could not for Conſcience- ſake ſubmit to per- 
form their Military Exerciſe, the ſaid Mallet gave him near fifty Stripes with an 
Horſewhip and a blue Wythe, the Marks of which Cruelty he carried about 
him ſeveral Days after. TS 

Thomas Smith, for not appearing in Arms, was fined by the ſaid Major 
Mallet 500 1b. of Tobacco. On the 18th of the Eleventh Month 1676, came 
Richard Allen, the MarſhaPs Man, and with him two others armed, having an 
Order under the ſaid Malle!'s Hand to take away his Goods for the aforeſaid 
Fine; for which they ſeized his Bedding, a Parcel of Yarn, and other Things. 
On the ſame Day the aforeſaid Richard Allen, with the ſaid Soldiers, came to 
the Houſe of Thomas Darlow, with an Order from the aforeſaid Mallet, and

On the 28th of the Third Month, John Haydon and Thomas Cox 
being at the Town called St. John's, on their lawful Occaſions, were taken up by 
Order of the aforeſaid Mallet, and the ſaid John Haydon being unwilling to go 
with thoſe that took him, was dragged down the Street to the Sea-fide, and 
ſorely beaten by the ſaid Mallet, and allo: by one of the Perſons who dragged 
him along : BOG come to the Sea- ſide, by which Time their cruel Uſage had

Soldiers for him, and aſked him, hy he was not exerciſing ? He anſwered, 
I have no Buſineſs there. Upon which Mallet gave him thirty Blows or more 
with a blue Wythe, and then ſent him Priſoner to the Fort, where he was de- 
tained about ſix Weeks. One Edmund Hull, then at St. Fobx's Town, fo called, 
hearing of this, went and acquainted the Governour thereof, who ſaid, that He 
bad ordered Major Mallet not to commit any of them who bad any viſible Eſtate. 
The ſaid Edmund Hull went and told Mallet what the Governour had ſaid, for 
which Mallet ſtruck the ſaid Hull ſeveral Blows. This Major was ſo habituated 
to Cruelty, that even the Governour's Order could hardly reſtrain him ; to 
evade which he had ſent the ſaid Samuel Sizemore to Priſon by a verbal Com- 
mand, probably not being willing that any Mittimus in Writing ſhould be ſeen

After the aforeſaid John Haydon and Thomas Cox had continued Priſoners in 
the Fort about three Months, the Governour ſent an expreſs Order to Mallet to 
releaſe them, at which he was much diſpleaſed, for it was thought that his 
principal Aim in ſolliciting the Governour to intruſt him with the Power of the 
Militia was, that he might have an Opportunity of venting the Spleen and

ANNO 1682. In the Second Month Philip Snelling, for refuſing to pay 
Prieſt's Wages, had taken from him by Thomas Jones Conſtable, a Pair of 
Stilliards worth 2 30 Ib. of Sugar, by an Order of William Barnes Preſident, 

ANNO 1683. On the gth of the Fourth Month Henry Graydon ſuffered 
Diſtreſs of 587 1b. of Tobacco, by Order of the aforeſaid Preſident, being for 
the Maintenance of one of the Prieſts. - In the Sixth Month WMilliam Boon and 
Philip Snelling, for not going into the Field in Arms, were ſent to the Fort, and 
kept Priſoners there thirteen Days, by an Order from Edward Powel the Gover- 
nour: And in October, John Brown for the ſame Cauſe was committed to the 
ſame Fort, and detained there ſome Days. 

ANNO 1684. William Boon and Philip Snelling, for not appearing in 
Arms, were again ſent to the Fort by Col. Thomas Mallet, but after a few Days 
releaſed by the Governour : In the Fourth Month, Jonas Langford, by Warrant 


from the Governour Edward Powel, had taken from him for Prieſt's Wages, 


and for building a Worſhip-houſe, 8645 1b. of Sugar. And in the next Month, 
Edward Martin for the ſame Cauſe ſuffered Diſtreſs of 54 1b. of Cotton Wool 
and 120 lb. of Sugar: Alſo from John Brown, for the like Claims, were taken 
three Hogs weighing 3801b. and worth 11401b. of Sugar. From Henry 
Graydon they took away a Saddle, and from Mary Green Widow, ſeveral 
Goods not particularly ſpecified. And before the Expiration of the ſame Year, 
the Conſtables again took from Jonas Langford, for the pretended Dues of 
William Jones Prieſt, Goods or Money to the Value of 940 1b. of Sugar. 

ANNO 1685. Taken by Order of Governour Yaughan, for Prieſt's De- 
mands, from Henry Graydon 596 lb. of Tobacco, by John Richards Conſtable, 
who at the ſame Time alſo ſeized 1201b. of Tobacco, to defray the Charges of 
bs 8 whom he had unneceſſarily employed to aſſiſt him in making the 

iſtreſs. 

We are next to relate a Variety of Sufferings of William Boon, to whoſe Houſe, 
on the 4th of the Second Month, Charles Goſs, Field-Marſhal, came with ſeven 
armed Men, and ſeized a Negro Woman, but left her there; Goſs went and 
told Col. Mallet that he had found Effects, but Boon had taken them away from 
him by Force. This Story, however falſe, gave Mallet a colourable Pretence for 
iſſuing his Warrant to Philip Chapman, a Serjeant, to ſeize the Body of Boon, 
and carry him to the Fort: Accordingly on the 6th, Chapman came to execute 
the Warrant, but Boon was not at Home. On the 7th, Serjeant Fitchbourn, not 
named in the Warrant, came with ſeveral others to take Boon, but he being 
again from Home, Fiichbourn ſaid, He would have him by the Point of his Sword.

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on the 12th, Serjeant Chapman came again, and ſhewed his Warrant, but did ANTIGUA. 


not take him away. When Chapman came the third Time, Boon was ſick, and

On the 24th of the Fourth Month, Jobn Hughes Conſtable came with a 
Warrant to ſeize 800 lb. of Tobacco, upon the Account of his not bearing 
Arms, which William Boon refuſing to pay, the Conſtable diſtrained two Aſſes, 
though there were Goods enough to have anſwered his Demand without them; 
but ſuch was the Diſpoſition of ſome Officers, that they choſe to take what was 
moſt prejudicial for the Sufferers to part with. | | 

On the 12th of the Fifth Month they came again on the fame Account, and 
took away 50 lb. of gin'd Cotton, worth 200 Ib. of Tobacco. f 

On the 3d of the Sixth Month the ſaid Conſtable came again, and ſeized for 
the Prieſt's Uſe 45 lb. of gin*d Cotton worth 180 lb. of Tobacco. 

On the goth of the ſame Month Col. Thomas Mallet iſſued his Warrant to 
Serjeant Chapman to raiſe a File of Soldiers, and ſeize the Body of William Boon 
and carry him to the Fort, there to remain till farther Order. William Boon 
being at the Houſe of Jonas Langford, was aſked, Whether he would pay Charles 
Goſs the Field. Marſhal 4000 lb of Tobacco, for his and his People's not bearing 
Arms! he anſwered, Nay, I will not give thee nine Pence to be quit. Several 
Officers preſent would have perſuaded William Boon to pay the Marſhal ſome- 
thing, but he anſwered, He could as well pay all as ſome, __ VF 

On the 1ſt of September the ſaid Serjeant came again to William Boon's Houle, 
and took him away to the Fort, where he found no Body to receive a Priſoner, 
ſo the Serjeant diſmiſſed him, at which Col. Mallet was much enraged.

Oa the 12th of the ſame Month, _ Francis Burton iſſued a Warrant to 


the aforeſaid Chapman to apprehend the Body of the ſaid William Boon, and carry 
him to the Fort till he ſhould be diſcharged by the Governour ; the Fort being 
about five Miles from V. Boon's Houſe. So the ſaid Boon ſubmitted, took his 
Leave of his Wife and Children, and was ſent to Priſon, where he remained 
five Weeks and five Days, and underwent great Hardſhips, for he was 
grievouſly bitten by Vermin, and through much Wer and Cold was ſo be- 
nummed, that he was almoſt like a dead Man. The Governour being applied 
to, proteſted that he would not releaſe him till he had paid Charles Goſs. 

On the 14th the Governour with the Council and Aſſembly came to the 
Fort, where Boon's Wife and Children were then with him. But, though many 
ſpake in his Behalf, and the Governour's Brother, in Compaſſion to Boon's 
Family, would have had him releaſed, nothing could be done; for Mallet had 
ſo incenſed the Governour with falſe Accuſations againſt Boon, that he would not 
releaſe him, ſaying, He could do Nothing of himſelf. This pleaſed Mallet, to 
find that he had Intereſt enough with the Governour to keep the innocent Man 
in Priſon, and accordingly he ſwore, that Now his Liberty depended on his Plea- 
ſure, he ſhould not be releaſed, Nevertheleſs, after forty Days the ſaid Field- 
Marſhal Goſs came to Boon's Houſe, and took away a Cow big with Calf, which 
he would not willingly have fold for 3000 lb. of Tobacco, and having led away 
the Cow, Boon was ſet at Liberty. 


On the 29th of October this Year, a Mare worth 3500 lb. of Sugar, was taken Suſſerings of

Taken from the ſaid Henry Graydon, by Richard Oliver, 
for William Loaders Prieſt, 1271b. of Cotton, equal in Value to 508 lb. of 
Sugar. Taken alſo from the ſaid Henry, one good Horſe worth goco lb. of 
Sugar, for a Fine of about 8colb. of Sugar, for his refuſing to bear Arms.

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The aforeſaid Bill was read in the Lower-houſe, and paſſed Have with very 
little Oppoſition, and was carried thence to the Upper-houſc, ä the 
Proprietary, who had till then given all the Encouragement to the Buſineſs that 
could be expected throughout the Proceeding, was preſent, yet for ſome par- 
ticular Reaſons of State the Bill was thrown. out, and the Endeavpurs of the ſaid 
People at that Time proved abortive. For although the almoſt unanimous 
Conſent of the Lower-houſe did ſufficiently ſhew the good Diſpoſition of the 
Province in general for the granting ſuch a Liberty, yet the Time and State of 
the Province did not fully favour it, there having been then no Example or 
Preſident for any ſuch Law in England. Nevertheleſs, a few Years after this, 
the Proprietary publiſhed a Proclamation, by which he declared his Reſolution 
to diſpenſe with the Uſe of Oaths in Teſtamentary Caſes, which being found to 
give we Relief to the People called Quakers in ſeveral Caſes, they expreſſed 
their Gratitude for his Favour by the following Addreſs, viz.

a divine Impulſe upon their Spirits, and a Neceſſity of Obedience thereunto : 
This certain Senſe of Duty, and the unſpeakable Peace of Mind they found in 

the Performance of it, which had ſupported them under many Sufferings in their

Travels and I. GrorGt RoBiNnsoN, a young Man of London, found himſelf conſtrained 
Sufferings of by an internal Senſe of religious Duty, to travel to Teruſalem : Accordingly he 
G. Robinſon. imbarked for Leghorn in Tuſcany, and from thence took Shipping for &. Foby 
d' Acra, ſo called, formerly Ptolemais in Aſia, and from thence got Paſſige'in a 
Veſſel bound to Japha or Joppa. Thence he went to Ramoth ; but the Friars 
at Jeruſalem having heard of his Coming, and knowing that his Teſtimony 
ſtruck againſt the Superſtition by which they were maintained, gave Directions to 
ſtop his Journey and procure his Confinement. After he had been lockt up 
about twenty four Hours, an ancient Turk, a Man of Reputation in the Place, 
came and took him to his Houſe, where he courteouſly entertained: him ſeveral 
Days. At length an Jriſb Friar came from Jeruſalem, and told him, he was ſent 
from his Fraternity there to propoſe to him three Queſtions, vi. 
aſt, Whether he would promiſe when he came to Jeruſalem, 10 vi/it the holy 
Places, as other Pilgrims did? | 2 
2d. Whether be would pay ſuch Sums of Money, as it was cuſtomary with 
Pilgrims to pay ? 
gd. Whether he would wear ſuch an Habit, as it was uſual with Pilerin; 
to wear ? 
They alſo were for enjoining him, 
1ſt. Not to ſpeak any Thing againſt the Turkiſh Laws. "266 
2dly. When he ſhould come to Jeruſalem, not to ſpeak any Thing about Religicy, 
But he ſtedfaſtly refuſed either to anſwer their Queries, or to ſubmit himſelf 
to any of their Injunfions : Whereupon the ſaid Jriſb Friar, who had brought 
with him a Guard of Horſe and Foot from Jeriſalem, took him by Force, and 
carried him back to Japha, and there embarked him in a Veſſel which landed 
him again at St. Fohn d' Acra, where a French Merchant, named Syrrubi, took 
him into his Houſe, and lodged him about three Weeks, At length, by the 
Help of this French Merchant, an ancient and underſtanding Man, Rebinſn, 
ſtill intent on the Service he was called to, found an Opportunity of returning by 
Sea to Japha, and thence continued his Journey on Foot to Rameth. In his 
Way thither he met two Men riding on Aſſes, and a third on Foot, and one of 
them holding a Gun to his Breaſt, another put his Hands into his Pockets, and 
took ſome Things out. He patiently ſuffering without Oppoſition, the Man 
who took his Things away, put them into his Pockets again, and one of them 
taking him by the Hand, led him a little on his Way in a friendly Manner, and 
ſo left him. This Paſſage was worthy of Obſervation, thoſe Perſons, who had 
a felonious Deſign upon him, as appeared by their demanding his Money, 
being providentially reſtrained, by a Senſe of his Innocence, from the Miſchief 
they intended. When he was come again to Ramoth, two that belonged to the 
Friars laid hold on him; but two Tyrks took him from them, and led him away 
between them into one of their Moſques or Temples : Now the Juris have a 
Cuſtom, that whoſoever enters into any of their Moſques, muſt either tum 
Mahometan or ſuffer Death. Upon Robinſon's entring the Moſque, though by 
a kind of Surprize and involuntarily, many People came in, and ſeveral of the 
| Mahometan Prieſts, who cauſed him to ſit down, and then aſked him, M heiler 
be would turn io the Mahometan Religion ? But he refuſing, they preſſed him 
much, telling him, He had nothing to fear from what the Chriſtians could ao ung 
bim. But his Anſwer was, that He could not turn unto them for all the Waris. 
They yet continued ſtriving with him, and would have perſuaded him to hold 


up one of his Fingers, as a Token of his owning them; and one of them *

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have had him ſay, Chriſt is bad, but he anſwered, He knew him to be good, and EUROPE 


that bimſelf was his Servant. Then ſome of them grew angry, and ſaid, F be 
would not turn to their Religion, he ſhould die. To which, when he replied, He 
would rather die than turn to them, it was anſwered, He ſhould then die. And fo 
by their Order an Executioner dragged him away to the Place where it was 


expected that he ſhould have been burnt to Death with Camels Dung. Here 


they cauſed him to ſit down on the Ground, and he was as a Sheep in the Midſt 
of Wolves, As he thus fat with his Mind retired to the Lord, the Divine Pro- 
vidence interpoſed for his Deliverance, for ſome of the Turks having obſerved 
that his Entrance into the Moſque was not voluntary, but by a Stratagem of the 
Friars to enſnare him, they began to differ in their Opinions concerning him; 
and a grave ancient Turk came to him and faid, Whether he would turn to their 
Religion or not, be ſhould not die. Then he was brought before the Prieſts 
again, who aſking him, Will you turn ? and he anſwering No, they recorded in 
a Book, that He was no Roman Catholick, but of another Religion ; tor though 
he owned himſelf a Chriſtian, yet he plainly declared himſelf againſt the Church 
of Rome, and the Enmity of the Friars againſt him plainly diſcovered him to be 
none of their Communion. After a few Days a Guard of Horſmen, hired by 
the Friars, carried him to Gaza, they having incenſed the Baſha-ot that Place 
againſt him; but Robinſon being come, Things took an unexpected Turn 
in his Favour, for ſome of the Turks having informed the Baha of the Malice 
of the Friars againſt the Man, he made them pay a conſiderable Fine, and 
obliged them to carry him ſafely to Feruſalem. Being come thither, he was 
by the Appointment of the Friars brought into their Convent. Next Morning 
a Friar came and aſked him, Whether he would become an obedient Child, and go 
10 viſit the Holy Places, according to their Cuſtom ? He anſwered, No. Then 
the Friar ſaid, Whereas others give great Sums of Money to ſee them, you ſhall ſez 
them for nothing: But Robinſon replied, 1 ſhall not wifit them in your Manner, 
for in Jo doing 1 ſhould fin againſt God. This did not pleaſe the Friar, yet he 
ſaid, They would honour him as much as they ever honoured any Engliſnman that 
came thither, if he would conform to them, But Robinſon continued firm and 
immoveable, and ſaid, He ſhould not conform, and as for their Honour, he did 
not matter it. The Friar, ſeeing he could not prevail, went away in Anger, and 


ſoon after came again, and other Friars with him, and then one aſked him, Ir 


he would viſit their Church, and the holy Sepulchre, and Bethlehem, with the veſt 
of the holy Places ? But he told them, At preſent he had no Buſineſs to viſit them 
at all, viz. to worſhip them. Then one of them ſaid to him, How can you be 
a Servant of God, and will not go to viſit the Places «where the holy Men of God 
dwelt ? To which he replied, that They, under a Pretence ef doing Service to God, 
in viſiting the Places where the holy Men of God dwelt, did oppoſe that Way, and 
reſiſt that Life, which the holy Men of God walked and lived in. Then one of the 
Friars ſaid, bat do you preach unto us for? To which he anſwered, that He 
would have them turn from thoſe evil Practices they lived in, elſe the Wrath of the 


Almighty would be kindled againſt them, But they did not at all like ſuch Diſcourſe, 


and therefore ſaid, I he would not go and viſit the aforeſaid Places, yet he muſt 
give five and twenty Dollars, as was the Manner of thoſe who viſited them, for, 
laid they, he Turks muſt be paid, whether he would viſit them or not, but if he 
would viſit them, then they would pay it for him, To this he ſigniſied, that 
He could not ſubmit to any ſuch unreaſonable Terms. 
Then they brought him before a Turk of Authority in that Place, who 
aſked him divers Queſtions, to which he gave ſolid Anſwers, and they diſ- 
courſing about the Worſhip of Chriſtians, the Turk aſked Robinſon, What was 
the Cauſe of his Coming to Jeruſalem ? To which he anſwered, that It was by 
the Command of the Lord God of Heaven and Earth he came thitber ; and that the 
great and tender Love of God was manifeſt in viſiling them, his compaſſionate 
Mercies being ſuch, as that he would gather them in this the Day of his 
Gathering. Having born his Teſtimony againſt the Superſtition of the Friars 
there, and diſcharged his Conſcience of the Meſſage he believed hiniſelf ſent to

Obedience, and therefore magnified his glorious Name, who had accompanied 
him, and ſignally preſerved him through many Trials and Dangers : For the 
Friars, who had intended to do him Miſchief, and meditated his Deſtruction, 
were reſtrained by the Authority of the Turks, and by them obliged to conduct 
him fafe and free of all Charges back again to Ramoth. Thus delivered from 
the Hands of his Enemies, he returned again to his native Country, 

II. Maxx Fisnzs, a religious Maiden, of whoſe Sufferings we have before 
ſpoken in our Account of New- England, being returned from thence to London 
found herſelf concerned to go with a Meſſage from the Lord, as ſhe believed 
to Sultan Mabomet the Fourth, then encamped with his Army near Adriano 
Accordingly ſhe went to Smyrna, but was ſtopt there by the Engliſh Conſul 
and ſent back to Venice, whence ſhe went by Land from the Sea-Coaſt of the 
Morea to Adrianople, being preſerved from any Manner of Abuſe or Injury in 
that long Journey of about five or ſix Hundred Miles. Being come thit 
ſhe acquainted ſome of the Citizens with her Intent, and deſired them to go 
with her, but they not daring ſo to do, for fear of the Sultan's Diſpleaſure, ſhe 
went to the Camp alone, and procured Information to be made at the Grand 
Vizier's Tent, that There was an Engliſh Woman who bad ſomething to declare 


from the Great God to the Sultan; who lent her Word, that She ſhould: ſpeak with 


him the next Morning. So ſhe returned to the City that Night, and next Morn. 
ing went back to the Camp, when the Sultan being with his great Men about 
him, as he uſes to be when he receives A mbaſſadours, ſent for her in, and aſked 
her, Whether it was ſo as he had heard, viz. that fhe had a Meſſage from the 
Lord? She anſwered, Zea. Then he bade her, Speak on, (having three Inter- 
preters by him) and when ſhe ſtood filent a little, waiting on the Lord when to 
ſpeak, he ſuppoſing that ſhe might be fearful to utter her Mind before them all, 
aſked her, Whether ſhe deſired that any of them might go forth before ſhe ſpake ? 
She anſwered, Nay. Then he bade her, Speak the Word of the Lord to them, 
and not to fear, for they bad good Hearts, and could hear it, and ſtrictly charged 


her, zo ſpeak the Word ſbe had to ſay from the Lord, neither more nor leſs, for they

were willing to hear it, be it what it would, Then ſhe ſpeaking, they all gave 
diligent Attention with much Seriouſneſs and Gravity till ſne had done; and 
then the Sultan aſked her, Velber ſhe had any more to ſay? She aſked, Whether 
he underſtood what ſhe had ſaid ? He replied, Yea, every Word : Adding, that 
It was Truth, and deſired her to tay in that Country, ſaying, that they could nut 
but reſpect ſuch an one as bad taken ſo much Pains to come to them ſo far as from 
England with a Meſſage from the Lord, and offered her a Guard to bring her to 
Conſtantinople, whither ſhe intended to go, which ſhe not accepting, but truſting 
in the Arm of the Lord, who had brought her ſafe thither, to conduct her back 
again, he told her, I/ was dangerous travelling, eſpecially for ſuch an one as ſbe, 
and wondred that ſhe had paſſed ſafe ſo far as ſhe had, ſaying, It was Reſpect and 
Kindneſs to her, that he had offered her a Guard, and that be would not, for any 
Thing, that ſhe ſhould come to the leaſt Hurt in his Dominions. Then they aſked 
her, What ſbe thought of their Prophet Mahomet. She replied, that She knew 
him not, but that ſhe knew CHRIST the true Prophet, the Son of Gop, who w 
the Light of the World, and enlighteneth every Man that cometh into the World. 
Adding, If the Word that the Prophet ſpeaketh cometh to paſs, then ſhall ye know 
that the Lord hath jert that Prophet, but if it come not to paſs, then ſhall ye know 
that the Lord never ſent bim. To which they confeſſed and ſaid, I was Truth. 
And ſo ſhe departed through that great Army to Conſtantinople without a Guard, 
and came thither without the leaſt Hurt, Scorn, or Deriſion, the Turks in this 
Behalf receiving her and her Meſſage with far more Reſpect and Civility, than 
ſhe had often met with from thoſe who covered themſelves with a Profeſſion 
of Chriſtianity. 

III. JohN PERROT and JohN Love went together to Leghorn, where 
they were had to the Inquiſition, and examined by three Friars, who, after the) 


had given an Account of themſelves, diſmiſſed them. They went ade 
| nice, 
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Venice, where Perrot ſpake to the Doge in his Palace. From thence they EUROP E 
travelled to Rome, and bore their Teſtimony againſt the Idolatry committed and . 
there, in ſuch a publick Manner, that they were taken into Cuſtody. Jobn Love ASIA 
died in the Prifon of the Inquiſition, where fome ſaid he was privately made. 
away: Perrot continued Priſoner at Rome a long Time after, but at length 

obtained his Liberty, and returned to England. 1 

IV. SamueL FisHER and Jon STuUBss went alſo to Rome about the Travels of 
Year 1659, where they teſtified publickly againſt the Popiſh Superſtition, and f. 5 _ 
had Conference with ſome of the Cardinals: They alſo ſpread ſome Books J. Sc 
among the Friars. Notwithſtanding all which, ſuch a peculiar Providence 
attended them, that they came away from thence unmoleſted. 

V. WILLIAM SALT, about the fame Time, for bearing his Teſtimony at guſſerirgs of 
Morlaix in France, againſt the Maſkings, which were tolerated there by Law, W. Salt in 
ſuffered an hard and grievous Impriſonment, and the Bayliff of that Town had a France. 

Deſign to put him to Death; but through the Interceſſion of Lockhart, the 
Engliſh A mbaſſadour, he was releaſed by an Order from the King, being ſo 
emaciated by hard Confinement and Want, that he was become like the 
Skeleton of a Man. 

VI. CunIsTOPHEN Bikkngapr having ſpoken and written againſt the Sufferings of 
Romiſh Religion, was therefore impriſoned at Rochel in France, and examined C. Birkhead. 
by the Biſhop. Some would have had him burnt, but the criminal Judge ab- 
folved him. After which, in the Beginning of the Year 1657, he went to 
MAiddleburgb in Zealand, and going into the Engliſh Congregation there, after 
their Preacher, William Spanke, had preached about three Quarters of an Hour, 
he ſpake thus, Friends, the Apoſtle faith, that we may all propheſy one by one, 
that two or three Prophets may ſpeak, and the others judge, and if any Thing be rl 
revealed to him that ſits by, let the firſt hold his Peace. This cauſed a great Stir I” 
in the Congregation, and Birkhead, inſtead of being farther heard, was appre- — 8] 
hended and detained in Cuſtody. On the 19th Day of the Firſt Month 16 57, "30 
the following Charge was exhibited againſt him, viz. - oF

In Anſwer to the Charge againſt him, he delivered his Defence to the

« And to the third Puniſhment, which is, 10 be put in the Houſe of Correction, 
cc or Raſp-houſe, 1 anſwer, I am not an idle Perſon, that had need to be forced to 
« qork, but am one that am diligent in my outward Employment to maintain my 
« Family; for which I can produce many Witnefles, if I may have Permiſſion 
« to write Home ; and in this not only my Suffering is ſought, but the Suffer- 
« ings of my Wife and Children alſo, the Oppreſſion of a Man and his Houle, 
« a Man and his Heritage. 

« To the Laſt, which is Baniſhment : I have not conſpired againſt the 
« Governours of theſe Lands, nor againſt any Perſon or Perſons therein, and 
« am not an Enemy to the Perſon of any Man, as God is my Witneſs : Then 
« why ſhould I be baniſhed ? 

« And as to the Letter I writ to William Spanke, it is a particular private 
« Admonition to a particular Perſon, which if he had found that I had done him 
c Wrong in any Thing therein written, he profeſſing himſelf to be a Miniſter 
« of Chriſt, why had he not again in private rebuked me, and ſhewed me my 
cc Fault, and like a Good Soldier of Jeſus Chriſt, have put on the whole 
« Armour of God, and have cut me down with the Sword of the Spirit, and not 
cc ſeek to the Magiſtrates for Help againſt him that took up no outward Weapon 
« againſt him, like Shemaiab, Fer. xxix. 26. And like the Prieſt of Bethel, 
« Amos vii. 10, 11, 12. which the Miniſters of Chriſt never did, though they 
e ſuffered much. Is it becauſe that I tell him the Truth, am I therefore 
« become his Enemy ? But if either you or he find that I have wronged him in 
te this Letter, I deſire to know wherein, that ſo I may make my Defence, and 
« that it may be given me in Writing in Eugliſb.“ 


The aforeſaid Defence prevented in ſome Meaſure the cruel Intent of his 
Adverſaries, whoſe Purpoſe was to have had him publickly whipt and branded; 
but though the Magiſtrates did not think fit to gratify their Malice ſo far ; yet 
as to the latter Part of their Deſire they did comply, and paſs Sentence, that the 
ſaid Chriſtopher Birkhead ſhould be put into the Raſp-houſe for two Years, and then 
be baniſhed, and pay all the — 6 | | 

Accordingly he was put into the Raſp-houſe, and continued there two Years, 
where he ſuffered much Hardſhip. The Time being expired, under Pretence of 
Fees and other Claims made by the Keeper, he was yet detained, but was at 
length ſet at Liberty at the Interceſſion of the Heer Newport, Ambaſſadour of 
the States General in England. | 

VII. Geokesz BAILE about the ſame Time coming into France, and 
zealouſly teſtifying againſt Popery and worſhipping of Images, was taken into 
Cuſtody, committed to Priſon, and died there. 

VIII. WILLIAM AMEs, in the Year 1657, being at Amſterdam, was 
commanded by the Magiſtrates to depart from that City in twenty four Hours, 
which he not doing, was taken into Cuſtody for ſome Days, and then was led 
through the Regular's Gate, and baniſhed the Town. But he judging that he 
had committed no Evil, returned next Day into the City, and paſſed through 
the great Market-place called the Dam, and it was reported, that ſome of the 
Magiſtrates ſeeing him, ſaid, Lo, there's the Quaker, if now we had a Mind to 
make Martyrs, here would be an Opportunity. But no Evil being proved againſt 
the Man, they thought it Prudence not to meddle any farther with him. 

In the Year 1659 the faid William Ames and Martin Martinſon, a Cooper 
of Moordrecht, were for ſome Time confined in the Bedlam of Rotterdam. The 
Occaſion of which was briefly thus: Martinſon being convinced of the Doctrine 
preached by Ames, kept a Meeting at his Houſe, Ames coming thither and 
preaching, was inſulted by a rude Rabble of People, both young and old, who 
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EUROPE followed him, as he was going out of Town, with an hideous Noiſe of Quake, 


and Quade, Quake, and pelted him with Stones and Clods till he came 
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Caton. 


which was to ferry him over to Gaswerk. The Prexcher-of Gassen a 
the Noiſe, came and enquired, Il but was the Matter that the People made. fich 5 
Noiſe ? Ames anſwered, It ſeems they are not taught better, The Preacher 
thereupon called Ames a decerving Wolf. Ames inſiſted upon the Proof of this, 
and afterward by a Letter from Rotterdam, deſired Martin to go to the Preacher 
and deſire him to appoint a Time to prove his Charge. The Preacher replied? 
Let him come next Sunday before Noon, after Sermon, and I will prove it public h 


before all the People : Notice of this being ſent to Ames, he came to Moordrech;, 


= the Preacher had fo ordered the Matter, that he was taken into Cuſtody 
carried to Rotterdam, and there lockt up in Bedlam as a Madman: And about 
a Week after, Martin, for having kept Meetings in his Houſe, was by the Djt-.. 
Grave's Men taken Priſoner, and carried to Rotterdam, where he was lockt up 
with Ames. Thus was this Matter contrived by the Preacher of Gourereh, ang 
his Colleague at Moordrecht. 

After they had been there about three Weeks, the Under-Govemour of the 
Houſe let them out : Yet they continued in the Town, and intended not to 
depart till they had given Notice to the Dike-Grave of their being let our, left 
any Occaſion might be taken of faying, They had broken Priſon. And Reaſon 
they had for being ſo cautious, for the next Morning the Deputy came to them 
and ſaid, I deſire that you will not bring me mto Trouble, for I am an anciem May, 
and the Dike-Grave hath been with me, and aſked for you, to which I anſwered, 
bat You were gone out; but he took this very ill : I deſire therefore you will ſay, 

u were gone out without my Knowledge, But Ames anſwered, that He himſelf 


— to go and ſpeak with the Dike-Grave, and if he was diſpleaſed at their going 


out, he might put them in again, for they would not have the Name of Priſon- Breakers. 
Then they both went to the Dike-Grave, and told him after what Manner they 
were come out, ſaying allo, that They would not have it ſaid that they broke our. 
That Name, ſaid the Dike-Grave, you would have had, if you had departed the 
Town, for the Deputy told me that you got out by breaking a Window. Aſter 
ſome Words, the Dike-Grave aſked, Would you be willing to return to Bedlam ? 
Ames anſwered, I thou deſireſt us to return thither, wwe will do ſo. Then he faid, 
You may go thither, and walk in the Gallery till farther Order. They did fo, and 
were ſhortly after lockt up again each in an Hole by himſelf. After ſome Time 
they were again ſet at Liberty, and Ames travelled into Germany. 

IX. WILLIAM Carton, in the Year 1656, being at Middleburgh in 
Zealand, was clapt up in Priſon ſome Days, and then being weak in Body, was 
ordered by the Magiſtrates to be ſent away for England. They ſent him con- 
ducted by a Guard of Soldiers in a Coach-Waggon to the Waterſide, and put 
him on board a Ship of War, where he endured much Hardſhip, the Seamen 
being ſo ill- natur'd, that they would not allow him ſo much as a Piece of Sail- 
Cloth ; but he was fain to lie on the bare Boards in very cold and ſtormy 
Weather. But though thus hardly uſed, the Spirit of God fupported him, and 
he found his Strength increaſe, until he came again to London. 
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CHAP. XI. 2 
IS LE MAL T A. 


ANNO 1661. 


N this Year two Eugliſ̃ Women were impriſoned in the Inquifition 
at Malta: Their Names were Katharine Evans and Sarah Chevers. They 
were there in all above three Years. The Occaſion of their Impriſonment, 
with the extream Sufferings they underwent, and the many Trials and 
Temptations they encountred, through the ſubtil Sollicitations, Contrivances and 
Threats of the Friars, with their wonderiul Preſervations and Deliverances, are 
largely ſet forth in a Relation thereof written by the ſaid Katharine Evans, 
a Woman of choice natural Abilities, and inſpired with many Chriſtian V irtues, 
out of which Narrative we have made the following Extract in her own Words. 


« We were, /ays ſhe, at Sea between London and Plymouth many Weeks, 
« and one Day we had ſome Trials, and between Plymouth and Leghorn we 
« were thirty one Days, and we had many Trials and Storms within and 
« without, but the Lord did deliver us out of all: And when we came to 
% Legborn with the reſt of our Friends, we went into the Town, and ſtaid there 
« many Days, where we had Service every Day, for all Sorts of People came 
« to us, but no Man did offer to hurt us: From thence having got Paſſage in 
« a Dutch Ship, we failed toward Cyprus, intending to go to Alexandria, but 
« the Lord had appointed fomething for us to do by the Way : The Maſter 
« of the Veſſel being in Company with another Ship that had ſome Buſineſs at 
« Malta, (a City in the Iſle of Malta, where Paul ſuffered Shipwreck) tarried 
« ſome Time in that Harbour. On the Firſt-day of the Week, being moved 
« of the Lord, we went into the Town, and the Eugliſb Conſul met us on the 
« Shore, and aſked us concerning our Coming, and we told him the Truth, 
« and gave him ſome Books and a Paper, and he told us there was an Inqui- 
« ſition, and he kindly intreated us to go to his Houle, and ſaid, All that he 
« bad was at our Service while we were there. And in the Fear and Dread of 
« the Lord we went, and there came many to ſee us, and we called them to 
« Repentance, and many of them were tender, but the whole City is given to 
« Idolatry. And we went on Shipboard that Night; and the next Day being 
« moved to go into the City again, we dared not to fly the Croſs, but in Obe- 
« dience went, deſiring the Will of God to be done. And when we came to 
« the Governour, he told us, that He had a Siſter in the Nannery did deſire to ſee 
« s, if we were free, and in the Fear of God we went and talked with them, 
« and gave them a Book, and one of the Prieſts was with us at the Nunnery, 
e and he had us into their Place of Worſhip, and ſome would have us bow to 
« the high Altar, which we did deny, and having a great Burden, we went to 
e the Conſul again, and were waiting upon the Lord what to do, that we 
e might know. | 

% And the Inquiſitors ſent for us, and when we came before them, they aſked 
** our Names, and the Names of our Huſbands, and of our Fathers and 
Mothers, and how many Children we had? And they aſked us, Wherefore 
* we came into that Country? And we told them, We were the Servants of the 
Living God, and were moved io come and to call them to Repentance, Many 
other Queſtions they aſked, and when they went away, commanded that we 
* ſhould be ſtayed there. Next Day they came again, and would examine us 

apart, 
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«« apart, ſo calling for Sarah, they aſked her, Ybether ſhe was a true Catholick 2 


« She ſaid, She was a true Chriſtian, that worſhipped God in Spirit and in Trus, 
«« They proffered her the Crucifix, and would have had her Swear that ſhe would 


p . 
«« ſpeak the Truth, but ſhe would not Swear, for Chriſt had commanded her 


„ not to Swear, ſaying, Swear not at all. And the Engliſh Conſul perſuaded 


«« her with much Intreating to Swear, ſaying, None ſhould do her any Harm. But 
« ſhe denied, and they took ſome Books from her, and would have had her 
“ Syear by ſome of them, but ſhe would not: But they aſked, Wherefore ſhe 
« brought the Books ? And ſhe ſaid, Becauſe we could not ſpeak their Language 
« and that they might know wherefore we came. And they aſked of her, What 
« George Fox was ? And ſhe ſaid, He was a Minſter. And they aſked 
« Mpberefore ſhe came thither ? She ſaid, To do the Will of God, as ſbe was moved 
cc f the Lord. And they aſked, - How the Lord did appear unto ber? And ſhe

And whether be came ont of England on purpoſe with that 
Meſige * He anſwered, that He cam? from Leghorn for that End. The In- 
quiſitor replied, that They fbonld lie in Prijon till they died, except ſome Engliſn 
Merchants, or others that were able, would engage or give Obligation for three o 
four thouſand Dollars, that they uu never return thither. e 

This Anſwer he had ſeveral Times from the Inquiſitor, to whom he repeated 
his Sollicitations, and during his twenty four Days Stay on the Iſland, * 
viſited the Priſoners with the Hazard of his Life, adminiſtred to their Neceſ- 
ſities, received the ſeveral Letters and Papers, which we have before tranſcribed, 
from them to their Friends in 43 and al he was daily threatned 
with the Inquiſition, and. followed to and fro by their Officers, yet a peculiar 
Providence attending him, he was preferved out of their Hands, and afterward 
returned into land, where we find him impriſoned for his Teſtimony among 
other Friends in N, London, on the 18th of the Fifth Month 1662. 

It happened while he was at Malta, that as the ſaid Women were handing 
the aforeſaid Papers through the Priſon-Grates to be conveyed to the faid Daniel 
Baker, they were int and communieated to the Popiſb Lord Inquiſitor, 
who forthwith ſent for the Exgliſßi Conſul, and charged him to get them copied 
out. The Conſul was very angry with the ſaid Daniel Baker about it; but to 
pacity him, Daniel propoſed to him, that If be thought the Copying of them too 
much Trouble, he would copy them truly for him. Which the Conſul agreeing to, 
the ſaid Daniel tranſcribed fair - Copies of them, which he delivered to, the 
Conſul's Hands for the Lord Inquiſitor, and kept the original Papers himielf, 
which he brought over with him to England. | 

After theſe Women had ſuffered in the Inquiſition above three Years, it 
pleaſed God to open a Way for their Deliverance ; concerning which, George 
Fox in his Journal writes thus: Ui

*« procure their Liberty: Wherefore I went to him; and having informed him

for their Releaſe, he readily promiſed me, He would, and faid, FI would 
** come again wilbin a Month, be would tell me of their Diſcharge. I went again 
* about that Time, and he ſaid, He thought his Letters had miſtarried, becauſe 
* he bad received no Anfwer, But he promiſed, He would write again, and he 
did fo, and thereupon they were both ſet at Liberty.” 


Their Diſcharge was on this wiſe : The Lord Inquiſitor with his Lieutenant, 
tne Chancellor and others, came to the Priſon, and aſked them, Whether they 
would returu 10 England 1 their Huſbands and Children ? To which they 
anſwered, It was their Intent in the WU of God fo to do. Hereupon they were 
releaſed, and the Inquiſitor cOurteouſly took his Leave of them, wiſhing them 
4 proſperous Journey to their own Country; as did the other Officers, not 
requiring any Thing of them for Fees or Atteridatice. Being ſet at Liberty, 
they kneeled down, and prayed to God not to lay to their Charge the Evil they 
bad done unto them ;, and then they were delivered into the Conſul's Hands, who 
told them, that He had engaged for them, to get their Liberty; but this did not 
appear to them to be ſo, After eleven Weeks tarrying at the Conſul's Houſe,

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« After that we returned to Pre/burgh, where the Danube divideth itſelf, and 
it meets at Comora, where we were taken, which happened as followeth : 
We finding a Boat going with Meal to the Garriſon at New-Hauſell, which 
lies in the Way to Pattock, we went to her, and when we came near unto the 
Place, the Boatmen aſked me, Whether I had Acquaintance there ? I laid, No. 
Whether wwe had a Paſs ? I ſaid, No. Then ſaid they, It is dangerous going 
thither, becauſe they would be ſuſpicious of us, and to travel farther in that 
Land, they being Tributaries to the Turk, we ſhould be in Danger of being 
killed either by the Countrymen, or by ſome of the Turks, and at that Gar- 
rifon they did uſe to put Men to cruel Deaths, which have been found without 
Leave on the Tributary Ground; yet John was deſirous to be at that Village 
which was near there, but ſaid the Boatmen, He will not take Counſel before

«« The next Day we endeavoured to get over the River, and made Signs to 
a Countryman with ſome Money, who began to make his Boat ready to hel 

us, but an old Dutchwoman.came forth, and ſaid, Vat do ye? And told me, 
The Governour would preſently cauſe him to be hanged, if be ſet us over; ſo we 
let 1t reſt, and we returned to our former Lodging, and the next Day I went 
over the Water on the South-ſide of the Town, where I heard there were 
many Dutch People and Soldiers, hoping to find ſome Countrymen to ſpeak 
with, and ſome Books I took with me, which I would willingly have ſent to 
Patiock, and coming to the Soldiers, aſked for Countrymen, but finding 
none, I aſked Leave of the Guard, and walked out into the Field, where a 
Trooper lat Centinel, diſcourſed a little with him, and paſſed on farther, 
where ſome were ploughing. And as I returned back there did meet me a 
Soldier of Captain Fuſchs Company, with two other, and having a Book in 
my Hand, called, 4 Paper ſent forth into the World, to ſhew the Grounds and 
Reaſons why we denied the Prieſts of the World : He looked on the Title, and 
began voluntarily to tell me, that Such a Place was in Turkey, and if a Man 
went thither, be might have good Days there, &c.

«© And one Morning having ſent for one of the Prieſts: He got that written 
„ Book of George Fox's of the Apoſtacy of Chriftendom, who looking on it, 
began to be hot and wrathful, ſaying, How are we (meaning the Papiſts) 
c apoſtatized, and how can that be proved? I ſaid, Friend, it becometh not a 
« ſpiritual Man to be jo furious, but gentle, meek, peaceable, &c. Then was his 
Countenance daſhed, and he had little more to fay. The Inquiſitor aſked me 
«© farther concerning the Sacrament, &c. And I told him how Chriſt ſaid, The 
« Fleſh profiteth litile, it was the Spirit that quickned, &c. which ſeemed ſtrange 
„to him, and he aſked the Prieſt, Sir, Father, how is that? who bethought 
*« himſelf, and ſaid, He did remember there was ſuch a Saying, ; and more 
++ Words paſſed between us, which would now be too long to relate. Farther, 
the Inquiſitor aſked me, FI would be a Catholick ? I faid, If 1 fhould be jo 
&* for Fear or Favour of them, the Lord not requiring it of me, 1 ſhomld not hade 
* Peace in my Conſcience, and the Diſpleaſure of the Lord would be more intolerable 
* than theirs ; and as for compelling People, that did but make them Hypocrites, 
and aoth not truly change the Heart. Which the Prieſt could not deny but that 
it was true. And notwithftanding our Innocence the Governour would have us 
** rackt, which ſeemed to me, according to Relation, a cruel Torment, and in 
* thoſe Days I often poured forth my Supplication to the Lord with Tears. And 
being almoſt every Day examined until the eighth Day, they made ready 
** Benches to ſit on, lighted the Candle, and put Fob out of his Room, and 
* ſent for me, the Inquiſitor fitting there with two more Officers, and the 
* Marſhal and the Hangman by them.

* ticulars laid before him in his Racking, and what his Anſwers were, and 
“ how. there was no Contradiction found in our Anſwers, for he was jealous, 
« that the Inquiſitor and Prieſts would pervert our Words to the Governour, 
« and afterwards he got Pen and Ink, and wrote to the Governour, but the In- 
« quiſitor got it, and ſought to keep it from the Governour, for it is like, he 
«was convicted in his Conſcience of his dealing ſo evil with us, but Jobn 
% perceiving he would ſmother it, called to the Governour again, who com- 
« manded him to give me it to tranſlate for him, which was done; ſo not long 
«© after came the Inquiſitor. to me, having been ſick three Days upon the Bed,

&« Afterwards they ſent the Prieſt ro convert us, and there he read out of his

«« which Joby anſwered him. After that came down ſome Prieſts, and aſked us, 
« If we were come forth to ſow our Seed ? O, ſaid the Iriſb Prieſt, they cannot 
e ſpeak Latin; yet he and others knew that I could. And ſeeing they could 
not prevail with us there, we were ſent to another Place, five Dutch Miles 
« from * Vien, (the Emperor's Seat) with two Soldiers, by Nadaſtis Com-

eus in Words, and ſtrove to do it themſelves, that they might have Occaſion to

* not prevail with all their cunning Baits, nor make us bow to their Worſhip, 
they manifeſted their Cruelty farther, in cauſing Iron-Shackles to be put upon 
% our Hands, and though they were ſo little that I was forced even to cry out, 
by Reaſon of the Extremity of Pain, yet with Force they thruſt on the Lock, 
and beheld it with Joy.

« much to diſcourage us, I was upon a Time fitting mu ing upon a Bench, and 
&« thinking, Lord help us, what will be the End of this, and whether they ſhall 
C Have Power to murder us here, where few may know of it, for in this Place are 
t no other Sects to be Witneſſes, as at Comor 3 and Preſburgh, and then my Mind 
&« was turned inwards, and I was as if I had flept ; and on a ſudden it was as if 
& had ſeen a Man all clothed in white, fitting on a Milk-white Horſe, riding in

The Narrative contained in the preceding Letter exhibits many Inſtances of 
that protecting Providence of God, which ſupports and accompanies thoſe who 
in an holy Obedience to the Commands of his Spirit are devoted to anſwer its 
Requirings, The many Dangers and Trials through which they paſſed, the 
Deſpitefu neſs and Tortures with which their Enemies were ar to prove 
their Meekneſs and Patience, the cruel and ſhameful Deaths where with they 
were threatned, give the cleareſt Demonſtrations of their Stedfaſtneſs in the Faith 
from which they could not be moved; for they looting unto I xsus the Author 
and Finiſher of their Faith, who for the Foy that was ſet before him endured the 
Croſs, deſpiſing the Shame, and is ſet down at the right Hand of the Throne of God, 
and conſidering him that endured ſuch Contradiction of Sinners againſt bimſelf, were 
not weary, nor did faint in their Minds.

them, namely, George Wunderlich, an Aſſiſtant to a Merchant there, Daniel 
Abrahamſon, a Taylor, and Chriſtian Puttall, a Seller of Linen, to be appre- 


hended. After they had beeen a while in Priſon, the Senate iſſued the following

« St. Bridget, Anno- 1678, the 19th of February, it was concluded, that fo the 
ce Quakers ſhauld he awed no Abode hero, that in Purſuance thereof they 
« have been already ſeveral Times in their Dwellings told and commanded 
« earneſtly to remoye, and that notwithſtanding they are for the greateſt Part 
« found in Contradiction ſtill to remain here: Therefore by theſe Preſents, 
c through this ick Proclamation and Command of the Honourable De- 
i puties, by Means of the Honourable High and wiſe Council of the City of 
« Dantzick, it is earneſtly by theſe Preſents ordered and commanded, that al! 
« and every one of the Quakers ſhall, betwixt this and next Michaelmas, depart

& turned out, and certainly puniſhed, that ſhall liue in Diſobedience io this Command:

++ Chriſt Jeſus never gave Command, Precept or Example, that Chriſtians 
« ſhould perſecute about Faith and Worſhip. He and his #7 Apoltles were 
cc perſecuted for their pure Religion, but they never perſecuted any: But by 
«« {ound Doctrine, good Life and Converſation, turned many unto God from 
the Evil of their Ways, and by the ſame ſpiritual Weapons they reſiſted and 
<<. withſtood the Stiff-necked and Rebellious, who reſiſted the Truth, and blaſ- 
„ phemed againſt it. And as the Apoſtle faith, Our Weapons are not carnal, 
« but mighty through God. We wreſtle not againſt Fleſh and Blood, but againſt 
«© Spiritual Wickedneſs, &c. Theſe are the only Weapons of a true Chriſtian, 
« whereby Chriſtianity ſhall be ſpread and eſtabliſhed in the Earth. The Lord 
« God hath ſaid it, and he will perform it. — 5 

« Friends, the mighty Lord God of Heaven and Earth, who hath given

© obey his Commands, who ſaid, Love your Enemies, &c. But your Neighbours 


* called Quakers are not your Enemies, but your Friends, who deſire your tem- 
e poral and eternal Good. The Apoſtle Peter, ſpeaking of the glorious Man 
« Chriſt Jeſus, ſaid, When he was reviled, be reviled not again; when he was 
e buffeted, he bore it patiently, &c. And he farther ſaid, that he hath left us an 
« Example that we ſhould follow his Steps, &c. It is not the Work of Chriſtians 
e to oppreſs, perſecute and deſtroy one another in their Lives, Liberties and 
« Eſtates, but to love one another, and to pray one for another, and to 
e love and pray for Enemies as Chriſt hath commanded. Conſider of theſe 
«© Things, and ſee how far you have been from this, who have hated and per- 
« ſecuted your Neighbours and Friends, and ceaſe to do ſo any more, and call 
in your Law by which you require them to leave their Houſes at or before

Let the righteous God judge be- 
e twixt you and them in this Matter, Is not this Cruelty in an high Degree, 
e to turn your peaceable Neighbours out of their Houſes, when the cold 
« Winter is coming upon them, and to charge the Burgeſſes and Inhabitants of 
your City and Suburbs not to receive any of the ſaid People into their Houſes 
or Habitations, nor to let them have Houſes for their Money, upon pain 
of arbitrary Puniſhment : If God reward you according to theſe Works (as 
« he certainly will, if you repent not and ceaſe therefrom) what do you think 
vill become of you? Chriſt faith, bat Meaſure ye mete, ſhall be meaſured to 
* you again. He faith, Give good Meaſure, beaped up and running over. But have 
*« you not meaſured Evil to your Neighbours without Cauſe in your great 
Plenty? Let the righteous God judge betwixt you and them, and be you 
* aſſured he will do it, none ſhall be able to hinder him. What if you account 
their Form of worſhipping God an Offence or Treſpaſs againſt you, it being 
* 1n ſome Things contrary to yours ? Can you not forgive them ? How then 
think you, God ſhould forgive your Treſpaſſes? For Chriſt faith, F you 
* forgive not Men their Treſpaſſes, neither will God forgive you your Treſpaſſes. 
* What if you account them Tares, it is not your Work to pluck them up, 
„but inaſmuch as you profeſs to be Chriſtians, you ought to take Chriſt's

« God, are fallen ſhort of the Glory of God, and in that Sate are under Con-

Nor can we believe, that where 
Envy, Paſſion, Wrath, Malice, Perſecution, Strife, Luſts, Vanity, Wanton- 
neſs and Worldly-mindedneſs, have ſuch. a Sway and Power, that the true 
Chriſtian Spirit, Life and Doctrine, can be heartily received and followed. 

« And as this is the Reaſon, in the Sight and Preſence of that God that made 
Heaven and Earth, and will judge the Quick and the Dead, wherefore we 
cannot join in the common and publick Worſhip of theſe Parts; ſo doth the 
ſame Light and Spirit of God lay an holy Neceſſity upon us, with a meek 
and quiet Spirit, to come together after the Manner of the ancient Chriſtians, 
that were the true Followers of Jeſus, and with godly Fear, and a retired 


& Mind, to wait upon God, and meditate in his holy Law of Life, that he hath 
& written in our Hearts, according to his New-Covenant Promiſe, that he may 
6 feed us, teach us, ſtrengthen us, and comfort us in our inward Man. And as 
„ by his Holy Spirit, according to the Practice of the Churches of old, any are 
« inclined or moved to reprove, exhort, admoniſh, praiſe, or pray, we are 
& found exerciſed in theſe holy Practices. 
« Now, O Prince! give us poor Chriſtians Leave to expoſtulate with thee. 
« Did Chriſt Jeſus, or his holy Followers, endeavour by Precept or Example 
« to ſet up their Religion with a carnal Sword? Called he any Troops of Men 
« or Angels to defend him? Did he encourage Peter to diſpute his Eſcape with 
« the Sword? But did he not ſay, Put it up? Or did he countenance his over- 
&« zealous Diſciples, when they would have had Fire from Heaven, to deſtroy 
« thoſe that were not of their Mind? No. But did not Chriſt rebuke them, 
« ſaying, Ze know not what Spirit ye are of ? And if it was neither Chriſt's Spirit, 
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nor their own Spirit, that would have Fire from Heaven, O what is that 
Spirit that would kindle Fire on Earth, to deſtroy ſuch as peaceably diſſent 
upon the Account of Conſcience ? It we.may not wiſh that God would ſmite 


Men of other Judgments, becauſe they differ from us (in which there is no 
«© Uleof carnal Weapons) can we fo far deceive ourſelves, as to eſteem ourſelves 


„ Chriſtians and Followers of Chriſt, whilſt we encourage Men with Worldly 


_ £6 Weapons, to perſecute ſuch as diſſent from us? 
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O King ! When did the true Religion perſecute ? When did the true Church 
offer Violence for Religion? Were not her Weapons Prayers, Tears, and 
Patience Did not Jeſus conquer by thoſe Weapons? And vanquiſh Cruelty 
by Suffering ? Can Clubs, and Staves, and Swords, and Priſons, and Baniſh- 
ments, reach the Soul, convert the Heart, or convince the Underſtanding 
of Man? When did Violence ever make a true Convert, or bodily Puniſh- 
ment a ſincere Chriſtian ? This maketh void the End of Chriſt's Coming, 
which is to fave Mens Lives, and not to deſtroy them, to perſuade them, and 
not to force them ; yea, it robbeth God's Spirit of its Office, which is to 
convince the World. That is the Sword by which the ancient Chriſtians over- 
came. Ir was the Apoſtle's Teſtimony, that their Weapons were not carnal 
but ſpiritual ; but the Practice of their pretended Succeſſors proveth, that 
their Weapons are not ſpiritual, but carnal ; in 
“ Suppoſe we are Tares, as the true Wheat hath always been called; yet 
pluck us not up for Chriſt's Sake, who ſaith, Let the Tares and the Wheat 


en together until the Harveſt, that is, until the End of the World. Let Gop 


ave his Due as well as Czſar : The Judgment of Conſcience belongeth to 


him, and Miſtakes about Religion are beſt known to him.

Thus did Mlliam Penn addreſs the King himſelf on their Behalf ; but not- 
withſtanding theſe Applications and Interceſſions for them, their Sufferings 
continued for ſome Years after, as appears by a Clauſe of the Epiſtle publiſhed 
by the Yearly-Meeting, held at London in the Year 1684, viz, * Two Letters 
«« ſent from Friends at Dan!zick, dated the 2oth of the Second Month 1684, 
« were read, ſignilying their ſtrait Confinement, being Priſoners in the Houle 
of Correction there, under extream hard Uſage and Cruelty, forced to lic 
upon Straw in this late extream-ſharp Winter; they have been ſhackled or 
„ chained together, two and two, by their Hands; and by the 12 
« the Senate of that Place, ſentenced to be kept and fed with Bread an Water 


only for their Suſtenance,”

This Petition of the Eccleſiaſticks procured a Proclamation from the Civil er 
Magiſtrate, forbidding Quakers to come into that Country under Penalty of Akers 
being confined to hard Labour five Years in the Raſp-houſe, and the Prieſts were coming into 
authorized to examine any Perſons whom they might ſuſpect, and to ſummon tbat Country. 
them before the Magiſtrates : Alſo a Reward of twenty five Gilders was 
promiſed to any who ſhould diſcover a Quaker. 

This Proclamation was dated at Lewarden the 23d of March 1662, and 


ſigned, 
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But this Law, made at the Requeſt and Motion of the Prieſts, was ſoon 
found inconvenient, and not long after repealed. 

Yet about twelve Years after the Senate and Council of that City were again Violent Perſe- 
influenced by the popular Prejudices, which, through the ſubtil Devices, and falſe cui’ raiſe4 
Inſinuations of the Prieſts, were ſpread and promoted, to put in Practice much eee ; 
Severity againſt the Quakers there, ſome of whom were cruelly beaten, others 12 . 
baniſhed, ſome impriſoned in a Dungeon, and fed only with Bread and Water, 
and ſeveral of them fined greater Sums of Money than they were thought able 
to pay. The grievous Hardſhips under which they groaned, being repreſented 
to their Friends in, England, Wilkam Penn, always ready to advocate the innocent 
Cauſe: of his afflicted Brethren, . wrote a very pathetick Letter in Latin to the 


Council and Senate of the faid City, which was afterward tranſlated into Engliſh, 
and is as follows, viz.

But notwithſtanding the Applications of him and many others on Behalf of 
the Sufferers, the Perſecution there continued ſeveral Years after, nor did it 
intirely ceaſe till about the Year 1686, when the Magiſtrates there began again 
to ſee their true Intereſt, and directed their Councils another Way, put a Stop 
to Perſecution, and having found by the Decay of their Trade the pernicious 
Conſequence of Compulſion in Religion, ſet open a Door for admitting the 
Qua lers peaceably to reſide there. The Magiftrates being aſſembled, found it 
for the publick Good to invite Inhabitants into their Town, and to extend that 
Invitation even to Quaters; they called a Common-Council, who upon mature 
Deliberation upon the Affair, deputed two of their Members, viz. Polman and 


her to write to England and Holland to acquaint her Friends there, That the 

Liberty to the People called Quakers /0 
live, trade, and traffick there, which Grant they offered to confirm under the Seal 
of their City. Accordingly Notice thereof was given to thoſe of that Perſuaſion 
at Amſterdam, whoſe Anſwer to her was delivered to the Senate, Whereupon 
the Magiſtrates, with the Council of forty, and the Eccleſiaſtick Court, in 3 
general Aſſembly, came to a Reſolution, expreſſing certain Conditions on which 
they were willing to grant the Quaters the Liberty of dwelling in their City 
with the free Exerciſe of their Religion. This was remitted to thoſe of that 
Society at Amſterdam, who having conſidered it, returned the following 
Anſwer, viz. |

« Firſt, We thank God Almighty for the Eaſe and Liberty which our 
« Friends at preſent enjoy under your Government, and are like to enjoy for 
« the future. And Secondly. We cannot but acknowledge, very acceptably, 
« your and Meekneſs, which ye ſhew, by taking Notice of the State 
« of a deſpiſed and oppreſſed People, who becauſe of their Way and Worſhip, 
« differing from the many Ways in the World, are gainſayed every where. 
« And therefore it is that we are the more ſtirred up in our Minds to pray 
« fervently to the Lord God for your Peace and Proſperity, and the 
« tinuance of good Reſolution, that ſo all thoſe who ſerve the Lord in 
« Uprightneſs of Heart, may lead a peaceable and godly Lite among you, by 
« ſhewing forth the Fruits of true Chriſtianity in Truth, Sincerity, and Righ- 
« teouſneſs. Now as to what ye have been pleaſed to declare, that ye were 
« willing to confirm the aforeſaid your Reſolution by a publick Asti we 
« [et you know, that we are fo well fatisfied with your Word and Oral Decla- 
tc ration concerning the aforementioned Thing, that this is more to us than any 
© Thing we could farther defire, as knowing that good Men think themſelves 
cc han by their good Words to perform what is good. And fince you are 
&« ſenſible on what Ground ye came to the aforeſaid Reſolution, and declared 
cc yourſelves thus, we doubt not but the ſame Perſuaſion and Reaſon continuing 
yo f 
« with you, will prove a more ſtrong Engagement to you to perform the ſame, 
«© than any outward Seal can be. And in that Engagement we are willing to 
e acquieſce, and ſhould not have mentioned any other, unleſs ſome among you, 
« as we have been informed, firſt had made Mention thereof. And as to what 
ye demand of us, we declare in the Nakedneſs and Simplicity of our Hearts, 
« that in Regard of our tem Converſation and Deportment, we deſire no 
« farther Protection, than when we deal righteouſly to all, and walk according 
ce to that golden Rule, That we do unto all Men, what we deſire ſhould be done 
« unto us. And concerning our Religion and Worſhip, which we believe. we 
«© owe unto Almighty God, it is thus: That ſince we differ from other Per- 
e ſuaſions, it makes us obnoxious not only to the Mockings and Revilings of 
ce 1gnorant People, but expoſeth us alſo to the Malice and Envy of many, 
« who hate us without a juſt Cauſe, and therefore it is that we ſtand in Need of 
« your favourable Interpretation, and your beft Conſtruction of what we do, 
e and what we leave undone. And if we ſhould err in thoſe Matters, we 
e ſhould be the greateſt Loſers by it, and if Truth be on our Side, then our 
4 Adverſaries ſhall not be able to prevail; for Truth is the eſt, and it is 
© not for any to fight againſt it. Howſoever. then it may be with us in 
this Matter, yet we hope that ye will be pleaſed, if we behave ourſelves 
e peaceable and honeſt towards you and all Men, to let us be Partakers, with 
our peaceable Neighbours, of your general Protection. And though you 
might be pleaſed to give us a publick Act of your aforeſaid Reſolution, yet 
« we clearly foreſee, that it would hardly be poſſible to uſe ſuch Expreſſions that 
our Enemies, by ſome wreſting or other of the Words, or a wrong Interpre- 
tation of the Expreſſions contained therein, ſhould not be able to make, us 
* eſteemed guilty of Tranſgreſſion, and ſo find Matter againſt us. And there- 
fore we think it very ſafe to rely on your Word and good Reſolution, in 
* which it hath 8 you to declare, that we ſhall enjoy Liberty to live and 
trade in your City, provided we pay Cuſtom and Taxes, which other Citizens 
are ſubject to, and that then we ſhall be at Liberty to meet together to 
** worſhip God in ſuch a Way as he hath convinced us we ought to do, and to 
call upon him, and to exhort one another to Love and good Works, and a

Thus the People called Qyakers were reſtored to the free Liberty and 
Privilege of inhabiting and trading at Embden, with the Exerciſe of their 
Religion there. Some Time after, the Burgo-maſter Andrews came to the Houſe 
of Magdalena Van Loar, and the Preacher Alandyn to the Houſe of her 
Daughter Magdalena Heaſbart, deſiring them both to tranſmit the Reſolutions 
of the Senate to England, that it might be known there, that if ary of that 
Perſuaſion would come and ſettle at Embden, they ſhould be well received. 

Thus God, who hath the Hearts of all Men in his Hand, diſpoſeth them to the 
Purpoſes of his over-ruling Providence ; turning the Minds of Magiſtrates, and 
inſpiring thoſe who had been Perſecutors with better Sentiments, to the annul- 
ling the Severity of their old Edicts, and eſtabliſhing that Liberty of Conſcience 
which their blind Zeal had formerly led them to refuſe. ger. 


| O ſooner did ſome of the Inhabitants of this City make 2 publick 
Profeſſion of the Truth as held by the People called 2yakers, but the 

hiet Magiſtrate there, Nicholas Vanderletcht, cauſed ſeveral of them to be 
brought before him, and though upon Examination he had nothing criminal to 
charge them with, yet in Condeſcenſion to the popular Prejudice againſt them, 


came to this rugged Reſolution, viz. that Notwithſtanding they might be good

baniſhed ; for, ſaid he, though wwe allow Liberty of Conſcience to all People, even 
to Jews, Turks, and Heathens, yet we will not ſuffer Quakers among us, and the 
City being under our Juriſdiction, we bave Power to grant Liberty to whom we 
pleaſe, but wwe will not grant it you. This arbitrary and deſpotick Reſolve of the 
Magiſtrate was aſſented to and confirmed by the whole Council of the City, 
without hearing what the Perſons concerned might have to alledge in their own 
Defence. | | 
Soon after an Officer was ſent to acquaint them, that they muſt leave the 
City: He often repeated his Meſſage, and at length told them they muſt be 
gone within a few Days: But they ſtill abiding in their Places and Callings, the 
Officer came one Morning, with two others to aſſiſt him, and brought them 
forth to the Gates of the City, and baniſhed them. Being thus expelled the 
City, they went to a Place about two Miles from thence, named Altena, in the 
Dominions of the King of Denmark, with Intent to tarry there; but within a 
few Days, the Magiſtrate of that Place (called the Ambtver Walter) ſent for 
them, and at firſt Sight treated them roughly, calling them Yagabonds and 
Deceivers, and fo ſtrong was his Prejudice againſt them, that he would not ſuffer 
them to ſpeak for themſelves, but without hearing, ordered them inſtantly to be 
baniſhed out of the King of Denmark's Dominions, telling them, that F ever 
they came thither again, they ſhould be whipt, and led out by the Hangman, Then 
he ordered them to be taken away, and baniſhed immediately, refuſing them 
Time, though requeſted, to go and pay for their Lodging before their Departure. 
They were preſently led out of the Town, and brought into the Juriſdiction of 
Hamburgb. Upon this they returned Home again, and about a Fortnight after 
two of them went back to Altena to pay for their Lodging and other Neceſ- 
farics there. The Rumour of their Coming being ſpread, an Officer came and 
took them into Cuſtody, confining them in his own Houſe in a deep Cellar 
faſtned with Locks and Bars, and having the Windows clofed up. In this dark 
Place they continued one Day, and then were conducted to the Prieſt's Houſe, 
where the Ambtver Valter and another Magiſtrate were. The Prieſt laid ſeveral 
baſe and unproved Accuſations againſt them. The Ambtver Walter ſharply 
reproved them for coming thither again, repeated his former Threats, 1 — 
them back by the Officer to the Cellar whence they came, with an Order to ſend 
them away again as before: Which Order was executed within a few Hours, 
two of the Officers having firſt ſearched their Clothes, and taken from them 
their Money, Bibles, and what elſe they had about them, with one of their 
ok Then they conducted them to a Boat to be carried over the Water, 
ohe of the Officers ſaying, F we ſhould drown you now wwe ſhould commit no Sin, 
for, {aid he, the Word of God and Luther's Doctrine abide for ever, but you will 
not profeſs that. So they took from them their Stockings and Doublets, and put 
them on the other Side the Water. Being returned again to Hamburgh, they 
were ſoon after warned by an Officer to be gone as before. At length they were 
convened again before the Chief Magiſtrate : Upon their coming before him 
covered, they were threatned to have their Hats nailed to their Heads ; and 
he inſiſted upon their promiſing to depart the City and never to return again, 
which they refuſed, alledging, that They had tranſgreſfſed no Law, nor injured any 
Perſon. Whereupon they were committed to Priſon on the 2 5th of the Month 
called May 1660, and had their Legs put pretty cloſe together in Irons of about 
twelve pound weight : Being in Priſon, many Citizens came to viſit them, to 
prevent which, they were ordered to be cloſe confined, and none ſuffered to 
come at them, In the mean Time, the Prieſts ceaſed not publickly to inveigh 
againſt them from their Pulpits, crying out, that I was the Magiſtrates Duty to 
ſend them away, and never admit them to return. After eleven or twelve Days 
Confinement, three Prieſts, accompanied with two Clerks, came to the Priſon, 
pretending Authority from the whole Council and Conſiſtory, to examine them 
privately, not admitting any ſober Citizen to be preſent, and excluding one of 
the Councellor's Sons, who deſired Admittance. They drew up certain 
Queſtions to examine them upon, and promiſed them a Co y of their 
Vor. II. 5 X eh 
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Examination, which yet they afterward refuſed to grant. At their Departure 


they ordered the Goaler to ſhut them up more cloſely, but he, having no ſuch 


Direction from the Magiſtrate, regarded them not. In the mean Time, two 


others of their Friends were ſummoned before the Council, baniſhed and put out 
of the City. After about a Month's Impriſonment, two of the Magiſtrates came 
and offered to have their Irons taken off, on Condition that they would promiſe 
to go out of the City and return np more; which they ſtedfaſtly refuſed, About 
the 24th of the fourth Month, the Prieſts in every Steeple-houſe read a Procla. 
mation, that All Quakers ſhould leave the City within four Days, and that none of 
the Citizens after that Time ſhould preſume to entertain any of them, nor to let hei 

Houſes to them under a ſevere Penalty. This occafioned ſome of them to be turned 
out of Doors, and others out of their Lodgings : After this the Goaler Was 
ordered, that F any of the Priſoners Friends came to viſit them, they alſo Huuld 
be ſecured, and confined in a 2 themſelves. The Uſe of Ink and Paper was 
alſo denied them. One of their Wives, without their Conſent, applying to a 
Magiſtrate on their Behalf, was anſwered, that He ſhould be glad if they woull 


go away and not come again, but if they continued to refuſe, they ſhould be brought 


out, and baniſhed once more, and then if they came back again any more, they ſhyyld . 
be ſet upon a Scaffold. | ; 

On the 1 7th of the Fifth Month an Officer came to the Priſon, and delivered 
them two Accounts, wherein they were charged 135 Guilders for Fees and 
Victuals, but they, having entirely ſubſiſted at their own Expence, refuſed to 

ay it: Nevertheleſs an Order was iſſued and executed for Diſtreſs of their 
foods to that Value. On the 24th of the Month called Auguſt, an ancient 
Magiſtrate came to them in the Priſon, and told them, They ſhould be carried 


forth once more, and if they came again they ſhould be put in a worſe Place, Ac- 


cordingly the next Day an Officer with two Aſſiſtants came, and carried them 
out of the City, ſaying, If they came again they would put them into the Common 

akes. During their Imprifonment, their Wives had been perſuaded to remove 
with their Families into other Dominions, as He!land and Al/atia : But ſome 
others, who had not been impriſoned, ſtill continued in the City, patiently ex- 
pecting what Trials might be ſuffered to come upon them: But as it doth not 
appear to us that they were afterwards perſecuted, we ſuppoſe that the Magi- 
ſtrates of that City, upon mature Deliberation, ſaw the Error of their Proceed- 
ings againft them, and in their future Conſultations were guided by more 
moderate and Chriſtian Sentiments, conducing to the Welfare of their City, 
and the juſt Protection of its Inhabitants, 


IV. In GERMANY 


N the Year 1657, William Ames and George Rolfe came to Creſbein, a 
1 Village in the Palatinate. By Means of their Preaching, ſome Perſons there 
became convinced of the Doctrine of the People called 2yakers : This alarmed 
the Prieſts, who excited the Rabble, diſpoſed to do Evil, to abuſe thoſe Perſons 
by ſcoffing, curſing, reviling, throwing Stones and Dirt at them, and breaking 
their Windows. The Prieſts alſo applied to the Magiſtrates to ſuppreſs and 
baniſh them, and prevailed fo far, that Philip D' Auber, the Land-Shriver, gave 
Command that none ſhould entertain the ſaid William Ames and George Rolle an 


pain of forfeiting forty Rix-Dollars : And they not being willing that any of their

Friends ſhould ſuffer for harbouring them, and being not free to leave the 
Country, endured much Hardſhip by lodging in Barns and Stables on Straw, Gc. 
until at length V. Ames found an Opportunity of ſpeaking to the Prince 
Elector, who heard him favourably, and finding nothing againſt them worthy 
of Puniſhment, diſannulled the Land-Shriver's Order, and gave Liberty to 
thoſe of their Perſuaſion to travel in his Country, or to reſide there. |

Evening he ſent three Men to their Houſes, who made a Seizure of their Goods 
do the Value of fourteen Rix-Dollars, for a Demand of four, Guilders for their 
refuſing to bear Arms, or contribute toward the Charge of the Militia. _ . 

On the 13th of September 1659, John Laubeck, for reproving one Egidie 
Janſon, a Prieſt, for the Neglect of his Flock, was committed to a naſty Priſon 
by the aforeſaid Jabn Shoffer, and detained there three Days. And in the fame 
Year, the ſaid Jahn Shoffer, for a general Demand of four Guilders, charged on 
the Friends who dwelt at Creſbeim, toward the Militia, cauſed to be taken out 
of one of their Houſes, Goods to the Value of four Rix-Dollars. : 


In the ſame Year, the ſaid John Shoffer cauſed to be taken from a Friend, Pifreſes for 


Tithes. 


(becauſe he could not pay Tithes to the Prieſt) one Half of his Increaſe. out of his 
Barns. And about the ſame Time Janſan, the Prieſt, took from Chriſtopher 
Moret the Tithe of his Cabbage out of a young Vineyard, which was contrary 
to the Law and Cuſtom of the Country. 3 

In the Year 1660, the ſaid Fobn Shoffer took from Jobn Hendrickz, Goods 
worth four Rix-Dollars and an Half, for a Demand of eight Shillings for his own 
and others of his Friends refuſing to bear Arms. And in the ſame Year, the 
Collector of Tithes for the Romiſb Prieſt at HYorms, took from John Philip 
Laubeck, twenty ſix Sheaves of Corn out of fifty, under Pretence of Tithe. And 
in the next Year, on the ſame Pretence, the aforeſaid John Shoffer took from 
another of the Friends, one Half of his Increaſe. In that Yeat allo, the Prieſt at 
Worms, by Authority of the Magiſtrate, made a Seizure of Wine for Tithes out 
of the Cellars of the aforeſaid John Philip Laubeck and Chriſtopher Moret. Allo 
Caſper Hendrictz, a Prieſt of Creſbeim, took Tithes of a Vineyard there by Force, 
contrary to Law. He alſo procured the Impriſonment of John Philip Laubeck 
for working in the Field on one of their Holidays, ſo called: And by the fame 
Prieſt's Means alſo, Chriſtopher Moret was ſent to Priſon for a like pretended 
Offence. | i 

William Caton yet continued zealouſly preaching in theſe Parts; and in the 
Year 1661 writ an Epiſtle to Friends in London, wherein are many choice 
Paſſages, and remarkable Obſervations communicated, well worthy the Reader's 
Peruſal, which therefore we ſhall next tranſcribe, viz.

to be moved by their Councils and Conſiſtories; and very hard it is to find 
« one among the Potentates of the Earth, that is not ſo much leavened by the 
<« Spirit of the Clergy of that Sect of which he is, as that he is not imbondaged 
« by it, and is and may be at Times, brought through their Perſuaſions and 
„ Importunities to do what is contrary to the juſt Principle of Equity in 
% himſelf : And where the Spirit of Enmity rules in a Dominion (though a 
« pretty moderate Man may have the Name) in ſuch a Dominion there is not 
«© much Liberty to be expected by us to be enjoyed in Matters of Religion, for 
ce it is well known to you, how that through that Spirit we have ſuffered from 
&« the Beginning, which hath wrought mightily againſt us in our native 
« Country, eſpecially in them that were called the Clergy. or Eccleſiaſtical 
Men, and the very ſame untoward malicious Spirit doth. evidently ſhew itſelf 
e jn ſuch Sort of Men, when the Truth of the Lord is held forth to them. In 
c theſe Countries here are three Sects tolerated, to wit, the Papiſts, the Lutherans, 
and the Calviniſts, and all theſe have their particular Government in their 
ce particular Cities and Villages, and all of them are addicted to perſecute thoſe 
that are not of that Sect. But above all others they ſeem to be bent againſt us, 
« as the “ offenſiveſt, the irregulareft, and the perturbatiouſeſ# People that are of 
e any Sect; and notwithſtanding the great Variance that is and hath been among 
„ themſelves, yet they can, as it were, join Hand in Hand againſt the Truth 
and us. As for the Papiſts, they hate us as new-upſtarted Hereticks, whom 
they account worthy of Death: And the Proteſtants, they revile us and upbraid 
© us, as if we were the Pope*s Emiſſaries, and many of them eſteem us as not fit 
to live upon the Earth: So that, as much as in them lies, they ſeek to 
«« toſs us to and again as a Ship upon a troubled Sea: But Thanks be to God, 
* our Anchor holds, ſo that they, with all their hard Threatnings, which pro- 
e ceed from their rocky Hearts, cannot ſplit our Confidence, nor make Ship- 
« wreck of our Faith, which is in the Lord Jehovah; who is over all blefled

It happened this Year" that Edward Cvote, a e in Oliver Cromwell's 
Army, being partly convinced of the Truth, was ſent for before the General, 
where nothing appeared againſt him, but that he refuſe "co pull off his Hat, 
ſpake in the plain anguage of Thee and Thou without Reſpect of Perſons, and 
would not give the cuſtomary Compliments : For theſe Cauſes he was diſmiſſed 
from the Army, and 'defrauded of his Pay.

ANNO 1658. This Year produces ſeveral Inftances of a kind of arbitrary 
Power exerciſed by ſome of thoſe Magiſtrates, who had once made great Pro- 
feſſion of contending for an univerſal Liberty of Conſcience, but having them- 
ſelves gotten Poſſeſſion of the Power they formerly had juſtly complained of, 
became no leſs arbitrary than thoſe who went before them; whence we may 
obſerve the Danger there is of Man's erring, and turning aſide from the Ways 
of true Judgment, the Force and Influence of Power and Promotion, 
inducing them to deny to others that Liberty which themſelves, when debarred 
of, clearly ſaw to be juſt and equal: Hence proceeded the Suffering of 

I. Richard Pearce, of Limerick, who for admitting a Friend of his, named 
John Brown, of 2 „ to lodge in his Houſe, was fined by Governour 
Engoldſby 20 5. which he refuſing to pay, had his Goods ſeized by Soldiers to 
the Value of three Pounds. And the faid John Brown, whoſe Buſineſs at Limerick 
was to collect ſome Debts owing him, was taken up as he paſſed the Streets, 
without any Crime alledged againſt him, except his being a Quader, and by 
the Governour's Order ſent out of Town. 


The ſame Richard Pearce being an Apothecary, was denied his Right to the 


Freedom of the City, becauſe he could not Swear. And when, fome Time after, 
upon a Renewal of the Charter, two other Apothecaries came and ſet up there, 
they combined. in Conjunction with Surgeons, Barbers, Diſtillers, and others, 
to form themſelves into a Company, on purpoſe (as ſome of them confeſſed) 
to have the ſaid Richard Pearce's Shop ſhut up, and him turned out of the City, 
and by that Means ex to ſuch Hardſhips as muſt attend the Loſs of his 
Employ ment. All which was for his conſcientious Obedience to the Precept of 
Chriſt, Swear nat at all. 5 | 

2. Stephen Warne, a Joyner, had many of -his Tools taken away by the 
Maſter of the Company, becauſe he could not Swear : And their Oppreſſion and 
Threats were ſuch, that he was neceſſitated to depart the City, having a Wife 
and three ſmall Children.

ſtay there till we were weary : But afterward he commanded his Soldiers to brin 


in much Wood, which they did, and made fo great a Fire, that ſeeing the 
Houſe in Danger, he ordered them to deſiſt, and commanded them to puſl out 
all there, except the Owner of the Houſe, which was done, arid then the Soldiers 
drove them by Force through the dirty Horſe-road for two Miles together, and 
then he took William Edmundſon, Fobn Edmundſon, Nathanael Swane, Georg: 
Pitt, Robert Whetſtone, and Paul Parker, and impriſoned them in the Garriſon 
of Leaſe till the Quarter Seſſions, at which they were charged before the uſtices 
for meeting together contrary to the King's Order: When the Friends defired a 
Sight of the Order, it was refuſed them, and they were told, F tbey would pro. 
miſe to meet no more, they ſhould be ſet at Liberty, which they refuſing, two of the 
Juſtices preſently made a Mittimus, and delivered them therewith into the 
Sheriff's Cuſtody, and commanded him to keep them cloſe Prifoners : But 
nevertheleſs, ſoon after the Seſſions was ended, the Sheriff came to the Priſon, 
and ſet them at Liberty, and expreſſed his Favour and Kindneſs towards them. 
In a Letter of H..Tatlock to Edward Burroughs, dated from Waterford, about

We ſhall here ſubjoin the Caſe of Jeremy Hankes, who though in other Points Caſe of 
he did not profeſs himſelf a Quaker, yet being conſcientiouſly concerned to bear H. Hankes, 
a Teſtimony againſt the ſuperſtitious Obſervance of Holidays, fo called, was, for 
opening his Shop on one of thoſe Days, proſecuted by Biſhop Gore, excommu- 
nicated, and committed to Goal, where he was kept cloſe Priſoner a long 
Time, and at length fell ſick, when the Biſhop was intreated to grant him 
Leave to go Home, in order to the Recovery of his Health, but the inexorable 
Prelate would not conſent, and ſo the honeſt Man died in Goal, leaving a Wife 
and Children unprovided for, he being but a poor Man, by Trade a Shoe- 
maker. Thus this upright-hearted Man, for his Faithfulneſs in this one Branch 
of Truth's Teſtimony, whereof he ſtood convinced, was enabled to ſacrifice both 
his Liberty and Life to the Fury and Ignorance of the Biſhop's Superſtition.

ANNO 1687. In this Year, King James the Second having publiſhed his Eaſe from 
Declaration for ſuſpending the penal Laws in England, the People called Perſecution. 
Quakers in Ireland made Application to the Earl of Tyrconnell, then Lord- 

Deputy, who received them with an Appearance of Favour, aſſuring them of 
any Kindneſs he could ſhew them; and accordingly they had afterwards theif 
religious Meetings generally in Peace and Quietneſs, as is well expreſſed in a 
Letter written by one of them about that Time: 2 


„And thus, ſays he, after ſuch an hard Fight of Affliction, through many 
«« Perſecutions and Tribulations, and Exerciſes of divers Sorts, and under divers 
* Governments and ſundry Reigns, the Churches began to be at outward 
+ Peace, and have their Aggrievances in ſome Meaſure redreſſed, which the 
* Lord put into the Hearts of Kings and Governours more and more to do; 
* that ſo they may become Nurſing-Fathers in their Places unto that Church 
* which is now 1 out of the Wilderneſs, and at length may caſt down 
their Crowns before the Throne of the Lamb, who is worthy to reign over 
all for ever and ever. Amen.” 5

© knew I had an Intereſt with the Government. Mit! rags | 
I was ſometimes with King James, and told him of the Calamity the 
* Proteſtants were under in the Country, and he would hear me quietly, fot the 
* Lord made Way in their Hearts for us againſt fach a Time of great Exerciſe 
and Trial, and I had a Concern upon me to make Uſe of it for the publick 
„Good; the Chief of the Engliſh Proteſtants being gone, who might have 
appeared to the Government for the Safety of the Country. | 
No was Wickedneſs let looſe, and got an Head, fo that by Violence and 
'* Cruelty moſt of our Proteſtant Neighbours were forced from their Dwellings, 
* and ſeveral Families came to my Houſe, until every Room was full; alſo 
* moſt of their Cattle, that were left, they brought to my Land, thinking 
** themſelves and Goods fafer there than elſewhere. Now were we under great 
* Exerciſe and Danger, not only of loſing our Goods, but our Lives. 
ANNO 1690. At the Boyne Fight, the Iri/h Army being beaten, many of 
them fled our Road, and plundered many in our Parts, they plundered my 
* Houſe ſeveral Times, and we were in great Jeopardy of our Lives : For they 
© were wicked and bloody; ſo the Family were forced to go out of the Way, 
b and my Wife defired me to go afide, leſt they ſhould kill me, for ſhe would 
venture her own Life to fave mine; but I could not do it, though they ſhould 
l be permitted to kill me. Vet the Lord's ſecret Hand reſtrained them, and 
. preſerved our Lives; they took all our Houſhold Goods they could find and 
lil d, and all our Horſes that were left. Now was Violence let looſe, and 


no Government to make Addreſs to, the Engli/h Army did not come near 
6c us 
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« they came to me, and I told them, They 
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« us for ſome Time, and to look outwardly, we were expoſed to the Wills of

So I, went to the Chief of the Iriſb near to us, who ſtaid at Home, and 

« peaceable Neighbours, and I wiſb d we might do ſo Hill; and tbongb at preſent 


<< the Engliſh in this Neighbourhood lie open to the Spirit of "their Cotntrymen, 
« yet they might eaſily apprebend it would come 10 their Turn, for the Engliſh 
« 2 1 in the Field, would ſoon advance, and then they might exper 
15 ame 


eafſure from them, as the Engliſh now received from their Count 
« men. Wheretore I adviſed, That they would uſe their utmoſt Endeavour to bs 


« off their Countrymen from ſpoiling the Engliſh of that Little which they bad left, 


« Cattle, I perſuaded them to give ſome of them again, or bought th 


% and when the 9 1 Army advanced to us, we would uſe our Endeavours and 
« Intereſt to do the lite for them. They ſeemed to accept the Propoſal gladly, 
* and promiſed, with many Oaths, to perform it to the utmoſt of their Power; 
but did not, for there were few Nights paſſed, but ſome of our Exęliſb 
« Neighbours were robb'd or wounded, and when I told them of their 
« Promiſes, they would pretend Ignorance in the Matter. 7 

c Now the Engliſh that remained near us, were forced to flee into the Pariſh 
« Worſhip-houſe at Roſſenallis, a little from my Houſe, tor Safety. When the 
« Engliſh and Scotch came into thoſe Parts, they plundered the rib, but King 
« Milliam put out a Proclamation, that All the Iriſh and others, who would live 
« peaceably at Home, ſhould not be moleſted. Notwithſtanding which, there came 
* two Captains, with about three Hundred Soldiers, and drove away about five 
« Hundred Head of Cattle and Horſes, alſo took away Priſoners one William 
« Dunn (who had been a Captain in the former Wars) and two of his Sons, 
<« one of whom they ſtript out of his Clothes in order to hang him, having 
«© Suſpicion that he was a Raparee : Then the Dunns ſent for me in Haſte, 
« and acquainted me therewith ; I took Horſe and rode after the Parties as 


cc ſwift as I could, having Regard to my Promiſe of Neighbourhood ; when 


te the 1ri/þ Neighbours ſaw me ride after them, many followed in ExpeRtation 
to get their Cattle and People releaſed. | 

„ rode four Miles before I overtook them, when I came near, the two 
Captains perceiving who it was, (for they knew me before) made an Halt, 
« and met me. I reaſoned the Matter with them, and told them of the King's 
& Proclamation, and how it would not be the Soldiers, but they who com- 
e manded, that muſt anſwer the Injury done, and that it was a Reflection 
„ upon the King's Promiſe, as alſo a great Reflection on the Exgiiſ Nation 
«« ſo with much Diſcourſe and Arguments to this Purpoſe, the two Captains 
% ſeemed willing to releaſe all, if the Soldiers could be prevailed upon. I rode 
« with them to the Head of the Party, but they were very angry, and would 
« needs have killed the 1rifþ that followed for their Cattle. Whereupon I 
& quitted my Horſe, and ventur'd my Life amongſt the rude Soldiers to fave 
« the Iriſh, and with much'ado I, with the two Captains Aſſiſtance, got them 
40 0 N on Condition to give them a ſmall Part of the Cattle to releaſe 
4% the re | ; 

Then I mounted my Horſe, and ſought out the Man, whom they had 
« ſtript for hanging, when I found him, I threw him my Riding-Coat to put 
<< on, and deſired one of the Captains to affiſt me in finding of him that had 
e taken his Clothes; when we had found him, I reaſoned the Matter with the 
«© Captains and Soldiers, telling them, 7: was unmanly, and not like @ Solder, 
& it 12 Men in that Manner; for I bad been a Soldier myſelf, and would have 
« ſcorned ſuch a baſe Arion; beſides it might be a Preſident to the Iriſh 40 ſtrip 19 
« Engliſh. Many ſuch Arguments I uſed, which at laſt prevailed, ſo that the 
« Captain made the Soldier put off the Man's Clothes, and give them to him 
<« again. I alſo got both the Father and his Sons releaſed, with all their Cattle, 
and a great Part of the others. 


LAnd frequently, when the Eugliſo Soldiers took away the Iriſh Tops - 
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their Horſes graze on my Land, to ſave them from the Plundeters. 


increaſed their Number, moſt Part of the Jriſb ran out, and our Quarter lay 


open to them; they burnt many brave Houſes, and ſome Towns, alſo kill'd 


ſeveral Proteſtants, and all was full of Trouble, yet, through the wonderful 
Mercies of God, we kept our Meetings conſtantly, and enjoyed them peace- 
ably, but in travelling to and from them were many Times in Danger of 


our Lives by the Raparees ; yet the Lord preſerved us wonderfully, ſo that 


I do not know of above four Friends in this whole Nation, that were killed 
by violent Hands all the Time of this great Calamity. | 

« Now the Time of our Half Year's National Meeting at Dublin ap- 
proached, beginning the 8th Day of the Ninth Maſith"r656, to which I 
went as uſually : We had an heavenly, bleſſed, powerful Meeting, and 
Friends were more than ordinary glad one of another in the Lord Jeſus, -who 
had preſerved us alive through ſo many Dangers, to ſee one anothers Faces 
again. In the Time of the Meeting, Tidings were brought me, that The 
Raparees had taken about twenty of my Cows, but that none of my Family were 
hurt. So I was well ſatisfied ; for then all were in Danger of their Lives that 
ſaved any Cattle about us, and lived out of Garriſons. When the Service of 
the Meeting was over, I returned Home, and found my Wife and Family 
well, which was great Satisfaction; but Spoil and Cruelty increaſed, and 
imminent Dangers were plain in my View ; yet I durſt not remove, for I 
knew it would diſcourage Friends, and the Engliſb about us, and perhaps 
cauſe them to flee from their Habitations, ſo be expoſed to want many 
Neceſſaries; for they took Notice of me, and many of them thought they 
were ſafer for my ſtaying in my Place. I alſo believed, that One Hair of my 
Head ſhould not fall without God's Providence. * 

«« Now on the 23d Day of the Ninth Month before mentioned, I went 
to Colonel Biarly, the Governour of Mountmelick, and told him, that 7F 
he did not uſe ſome ſpeedy Means to ſuccour our Quarter, it would be to his 
great Damage; for I expected every Night that my Houſe would be burnt, and 


if I gave Way, all the Engliſh thereabout would flee ; fo the Raparees might 


burn and deſtroy all the Forage there ; and urged him to take ſome Way to 
ſuccour us, informing him how he might eafily do it: Yet he took little 
Notice of it : For that ſame Night ſome Hundreds of Raparees beſet my 
Houſe, and I with my Family being aſleep, they fired ſeveral Shots in at the 
Windows, which were heard at Mountmelick, about two' Miles off ; where- 
upon ſeveral went to the Governour Col. Biarly, and deſired a Party of Men 
to relieve me, which he would not grant them: Then a certain Lieutenant, 
(as they faid) went to him, and deſired a Party of Men, ſaying, I was an 
honeſt Man, and he would relieve me, or loſe his Life. But Biarly anſwered, 
He would hang that Man that would go out of the Garriſon. So the Raparees 
ſet Fire to ray Houſe, and I ſtaid therein until much of it was burned. 

„When we could ſtay no longer for the Fire, I made Conditions with them, 
then opened the Doors and went out ; but they ſoon broke their Conditions, 


for though they had bound themſelves with many Oaths, they took what 


Plunder they could get from the Fire, which being very fierce, deſtroyed the 
greateſt Part. One luſty Mare was burnt to Death in the Stable, and two 
more they got out of the Fire fore ſcorch'd; they took my Wife's up- 
permoſt Garment, and fo left her, but me and my two Sons they took away 
Priſoners, bare-legged and bare-headed, and not much better than naked ; 
but one of them, at my Requeſt, lent me an old Blanket of my own to lap 
about me : They took away all my Cattle, (left not one) then they took me 
and my two Sons that Night through rough Places, Buſhes, Mire and Water 
to the Knees, in cold Weather; fo that our bare Feet and Legs were fore hurt, 
and bruiſed with the Buſhes, Gravel and Stones.

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« Now the Engliſh Army ſettled in their Winter Quarters, and the Raparees NO 
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an honeſt Man. Then I told them, If I died, they were my 


for I could look them in the Faces, and was not afraid to die. 
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«« The next Morning they took us to a Wood, and held a Council upon us. 
« who concluded to hang my two Sons, and ſhoot me, becauſe they faid, I was © 
« out Man. 1 cold them, mary of them knew me, and my tov Son alſo; an 
ce challenged them all to prove, hat either 1 or my Sous had wronged any of thei: 
«© Country Folks one Farthing all theſe Times of Trouble; but on the contrary, had 


< ſaved them what I could; ſometimes with the Hazard of my Life amongſt the 


© Engliſh Soldiers. Several of them made anſwer, and ſaid, They knew 1 Was

ce cent, and God would avenge my Blood. They wondered at my Boldneſs, and 
« indeed my Life was little to me, for I deſired to die, if it were the Will of God. 
« Then they hoodwinkt my Sons to hang them, and prepared two Firelocks to 
< ſhoot me, they came to hoodwink me alſo ; but I told them, They need not, 
«« Now came up one Lieutenant William Dunn, who was well 1 with 
e me and my two Sons, he was Son to old Capt. Dunn, whom I had got re- 
e leaſed, together with his Cattle, from the 27 Soldiers, and Brother to 
e him whom they had ſtript in order to be hang'd, whom I got releaſed al ſo 
„as aforeſaid ; and he who commanded this villanous Party that burnt my 
« Houle, with ſeveral others whom I had done Kindneſs for, were preſent ; So 
« this Lieutenant Dunn expecting to get Preferment for what he had done, 
« would take us to Athlone, twenty Miles from that Place. Thus the Lord in- 
t terpoſed, and would not ſuffer them to take away our Lives, having a farther 
* Purpoſe of Service for me. TY og 
«© The ſaid Dunn kept us three Nights by the Way at a Cabbin, cold and 
«© hungry, ſo that they themſelves wondered how I could endure it; but I told 
« them, They had taken and deſtroyed my Victuals, and the Lord had taken away 
« my Appetite, ſo I was fitted for it. As we went to Athlone, we met Lieutenant 
* Richard Dunn, and one Poor, his Brother-in-Law, who raiPd againſt us; but 
I told him, He ſhould, not rail at us, for we were Priſoners, and a right Soldier 
« would not rail at a Priſoner, They ſaid, They were going to burn Mount- 
“ melick, as alſo the reſt of the Country then unburnt. I told them, There were 
&< many honeſt People there, and ſaid, God help them. After ſome other Difcourſe 
bn 1 Wi 
«© As we went through Raghan, there came forth of a Cabbin an ancient 
« Iriſhman, who lookt on me with a ſorrowful Countenance, as though he pitied 
me. I lookt on him, and aſkt him, F he could give me a Piece of Bread! for 
„ I knew my Sons were hungry. The Man anſwered, and faid, He would give 
& me a Piece of Bread if he bought it with Gold, for he believed I was one that did 
<< not uſe to beg my Bread: So went into the Cabbin, and fetcht as courſe a Piece 
of Bread, I thought, as ever I ſaw, and ſaid, He was very ſorry be had nothing 
to give me to eat with it; but I told him, It was very acceptable, and gave it 
« to the Lads. That Night we got Straw to lodge on, fo reſted well, and the 
« next Day came to Athlone : We were no ſooner got into the Great Street, but 
it was filled with a Croud of Rabble and Soldiers, and the High-Sherift of 
that County, in the Midſt of them, calling us Traytors, Rebels, and ſuch like 
“ Names, that it was much they did not ſtab. us with their 1 7 and 
* Skeins, through the Sheriff's animating and encouraging them: But in the 
Interim, a genteel proper Man crowded through them, and came cloſe to me, 
« and calling me, Maſter Edmundſon, aſked me, How 1 did? I anſwered, 
« ſaying, Thou ſeeſt how I do, but I know not thee. He anſwered, and ſaid, I 
« know you to be an honeſt Man; and ſpake aloud to the Sheriff and the reſt, 
« ſaying, I have known him above twenty Years, and 1 know him 10 be An honeſt 
« Man, ſay you all what you will of him : This made them all quiet. Thus the 
Lord provided Succour for us, from their own People, in the Time of immi- 
nent Danger. Then they took us to the Main-Guard, where the Rabble

when King James was there, and t 


againſt me. Then I told him the whole Paſſage, and he faid, JF that was all, IR 


he would not have me deny any Thing. I anſwered him, I had done nothing that 
I need to deny. This Man's Name was Valentine Toole, a Lieutenant; I heard 
he was reproved for being ſo kind to me, and durſt come no more to ſee me. 
« Tn ſome little Time we were taken to the Caſtle, where the Governour 
Col. Grace, and the Council of Chief Officers were met. I came in with my 
old Blanket lapt about me. The Governour aſk'd, I bere I lived, and what 
was my Name ? I told him, I was old William Edmundfon : He ſtood up 
with Tears in his Eyes, and faid, He was forry to ſee me there in that Con- 
dition, for he knew me well, having been ſometimes at my Houſe ; then the 
Governour aſk*d the Lieutenant that brought us there, What he had to ſay 
apainſt me? So he accuſed me of ſeveral Things falſly, and I having tree 
Liberty to anſwer to every particular, did it ſo, that the Council of Officers 
were well ſatisfied, and the Governour ſpoke roughly to the Lieutenant, and 
aſk'd him, What he brought us there for? He anſwer'd with this Excuſe, viz. 
that The Raparees were about to hang us, and he brought us here io ſave our 
Lives. The Governour ſaid, If he had them there, he would hang them. So 
committed us to the Cuſtody of Captain Francis Dunn, and ſoon after ſent us 
a Loaf of Bread, a Piece of Beef, a Bottle of Drink, and twenty Shillings of 
Braſs Money; but we could get no Straw to he upon, ſo lay upon the bare 
Floor, which was very cold and hard, we wanting Clothes, and my Strength 
was much ſpent, therefore was not like to continue long, if the Lord had not 
provided Succour for me. 

Now John Clibborn, a Friend, lived fix Miles from Athlone, for moft 
Friends in thofe Parts were forced away, except he and ſome of his Family, 
who hearing of me, came to Athlone ; when he Jaw me in that mean Con- 
dition, he cried out, wringing his Hands, and told them, that They had taken 
Priſoner as honeſt a Man as trod on the Earth. After ſome Time he went 
Home to fetch us ſome Meat, for he had little Clothes left for himſelf, 
having been ſore plunder'd and ſpoil'd. Now moſt of the Field-Officers and 
Captains knew me, I having been often at Dublin with the Government, 
hey would diſcourſe familiarly with me. 
One Time I aſk'd them, I hat they had againſi me, and what I had done, that 
they kept me à Priſoner in thut '{ad Condition, and not bring me to a 'Trial ? 
Col. Moore anſwering, ſaid, They had nothing againſt me for any Thing I had 
done, and he believed, I was a very honeſt Man: But :they untlerſtood ] was a 
witty Man, and capable to do 'them an Injury, and that was 'the :Reaſon they 
kept me. I told them, That was poor Fuſtice, to puniſh a Man for what he 
was capable to do, and not for what he had done. The next Day 'Fobn 
Clibborn came again, and brought ſome Victuals, but we could get no Straw 
yet to lie upon: I was much ſpent, and my Spirit grieved with their wicked 
Company, ſo that T deſired rather to die quietly in a Dungeon, than to be 


amongſt them. | 


] {ent John Clibborn to the Governour, to deſire him, that I might come upon 


« my Trial, or be removed into the Pungeon. The Governour ſaid, He was 
«« ſorry for me, for I was an honeſt Man, and there were none my Enemies but the 
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Dunns, who were all "Rogues, and he durſt not releaſe me, for there were many 
Eyes over bim, becauſe be was find to the Engliſh ; but to ſend ine to the 
Dungeon, he could not find in his Heart to do it. So Fohn Clibborn requeſted, 
to let me go with him to his Houſe at the Moat, and he would engage his 
Life, Body, and all that he had for my true Impriſonment, and to come 
when he ſent for me, alive or dead: So the Governour was content, and let 
us go with him. Thus the Lord provided Succour for me in Time of great 
Diſtreſs. When I was there, with much Difficulty I got a few Lines writ and 
ſent to my Wife, that ſhe might know we were alive, and where we were; 
which was great Satisfaction to her and Friends, for many were under great 
Trouble of Mind, and it was a Trial on moſt of Friends in our Country. 
The Engliſ fled to Garriſons, and moſt of the Iriſ went to the Raparees. * 
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IRELAND. (6 One of my Sons that was with me had a Tanyard, well ſtockt with Hides 
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« and Leather, and about a Week after our Houſe was burnt, my Wife went 
« to fetch them off, and ſeveral Engl Neighbours with Horſes and Carts 
«« went to help her, but whilſt they were loading the Leather, Sc. Lieut, Richard 
« Dunn and his Brother-in-Law Poor, (whom [ had met in going to Athlone, 
« and who rail'd at me) as aforeſaid, together with a Multitude of Raparees, 
e came upon them, ſo they were forced to run for their Lives, and leave the 
cc Horſes and Carts, the Leather and Hides, &c. which the Raparees took and 
« carried away; but my Wife, not being able to outrun them, they took and 
« ſtript her naked, being cold Weather, in the Beginning of the Tenth Month, 
&« alias December, who being ancient, and going two Miles naked, got a Surfeir 
« of Cold, which continued with her until ſhe died (being about ſeven Months 
& after.) The next Morning a ſmall Party of Engliſh Soldiers fell upon that 
« great Company of Raparees, and kill'd the ſaid Lieut. Richard Dunn, alſo his 
c Brother- in- Law Poor, and a great many more of them; ſo were they pre. 
« vented from burning Mountmelick, as he and others had threatned to do. 

«© Now while I was with John Clibborn at the Moat, many of the r;/ 
« came daily to get what they could: There came alſo Col. Bourk, with about 
« three Hundred Firelocks, as a Frontier, to intercept the Eugliſb Soldiers: 
&« He was very loving to me, and promiſed, that Ven he got to Athlone, 7 
ce ſhould have my Liberty, for that he believed I was an boneſt Man. So in a little 
% Time he and his Party went thither, and with his Aſſiſtance the Governour 
c ſet me at Liberty, having ſet my two Sons at Liberty three or four Days 
«© before, who were gone to their Mother. So being at Liberty, I got to 
& Streams Town, which was the next Engliſb Garriſon, though it was difficult 
« and dangerous travelling, becauſe of the Raparees, there being now little but 
« Killing and Deſtruction on both Sides. Here I met with my Son Samuel, who 
e notwithſtanding he had left the Profeſſion of Truth, and caſt off his Educa- 
cc tion therein, yet was concerned for me in this great Trial; he came to that 
c Place, being the uttermoſt Frontier Garriſon of the &ng/i/h, to uſe his beſt 
« Endeavours for my Liberty. 

« From Stream's Town I went to Mullingar, which was a great Garriſon of 
c the Engliſh, where the Officers and Soldiers were very kind to me, and 
«« expreſt their great Gladneſs for my ſafe coming off; though many of them 
* had never ſeen me before, but had heard of me and of my Uſage, for the 
«© Noiſe of it went far, and ſeveral had ſworn, that F they had kilPd me and 
«© my Sons, they would have kilPd all the Iriſh they met with, So from Mullingar 
] came to Jane Barcroft's near Edenderry, and from thence to Mountmelick to 
e my Wife, where many were glad to ſee me again: We ſhifted for Houlc- 
Room as well as we could, the Town being throng'd with Soldiers and 
«© Families drove from their Habitations in the Country, many of whom died 
for Want of Conveniencies and Neceſſaries, together with Grief for their 
“ Loſſes. £ 

« Now the 1ri/ſs prey'd much abroad in the Country, and deftroy'd it, ſo 
<< that the Euęliſb Army marched out to drive them back over the Shannon, and 
& they burnt much of the Country that harboured them on this Side. At this 
«« Time alſo Major General Kirk, with Part of the Army, came to Mountmelick, 
„ with Intention to ſettle Garriſons in convenient Places to fave the Country, 
« ſome informed him of Roſenallis to be a fit Place for a Garriſon, telling him 
« of me, and how I had been uſed there by the 1ri/þ: He ſent for me, and 
« commanded me to go with him to Roſenallis, and ſhew him the Place: S0 
„ being commanded, I went with him. ; 

« Many Jriſb lived there and thereabout, under the Enghfp Protection, who 
e ſuppoſing that I had occaſioned their coming to make a Garriſon there, 
<« were very angry with me, becauſe this would hinder them from harbouring 
c their Kindred and Countrymen, who were Raparees, as they had frequently 
done before, wherefore they got eight or nine bloody Raparees to lie in 


&«& Ambuſh between Meunimelict and Roſenallis, in order to kill 1 
| | Toba; (e ner 
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« hereafter may appear: For young Jobn Mac Liſba, (who had betrayed my 
Wife into an Ambuſh beſore) together with Dennis Dunn,” came to AMdount- 
« melick, in Pretence of great Friendſhip, deſiring me 1 go 10 Roſenallis 70 
« ſpeak with the Officers in the Garriſon, and it would be better for the Dwellers 
« there : But as the Lord would have it, I did not go that Day. Two Days 
i after they came to me again with the ſame Pretence, ſay ing alſo, that The 
« Soldiers were pulling down my Out-houſes that were left unburnt, and uſing 
« many Arguments in Shew of Kindneſs and Friendſhip to perſuade me to go 
« to Ryſenal/is ; but I was reſtrained by a fecret Hand, that -#new their evil 
« Deſign, and would not ſuffer me to fall into their Snare. Howbeit next Morn- 
« ing James Dobſon, with his Son and Couſin, coming that Way, they ſhot 
ce his Son dead in the Place, himſelf and Couſin they took to_the& Woods, 
e and barbarouſly murdered them. That Night the 1ri/bþ Papiſts | Ay 
generally ran to the Raparees. Thus the Lord preſerved my Lifg#rom th 
«© Hands of cruel and blood-thirſty Men. OW: =+ vw 

& Now as ſoon as the Ways were opened to travel, I went into the North to 
« viſit Friends, and ſome Friends accompanied me. As we went by Dundalk, 
«© where the Armies had been one againſt the other, there were many Bones and 
« Tufts of green Graſs that had grown from the Carcaſes of Men, as if it bad been 
« from Heaps of Dung: Then I told Friends that were with me, Zou may 
&« remember that I declared it in publick, in the Word of Truth, many Tears paſt,

The foregoing Narrative of William Edmundſon excellently ſets forth the 
Faith, Patience, Stedfaſtneſs and Magnanimity of a true Chriſtian Man, putting 
his Truſt in the Protection and Providence of God, his Supporter and Preſerver. 
For whoſe merciful Deliverance, he and his Brethren, at their next Half- Learly- 
Meeting, in the Year 1691, at Dublin, with united Hearts, under a weighty 
Senſe and Conſideration of the Greatneſs of their Preſervation, through ſo many 
extream Difficulties and Dangers, during the Times of ſuch Calamity and Diſ- 
treſs, were bowed in humble Thankfulneſs to the Almighty, who according to 
the Multitude of his Mercies, had led them through the Valley of the Shadow of 
Death, and preſerved them from the Fear of Evil; who, amidſt the barbarous 
Buſtles, and horrible Commotions of outward Wars and Bloodſhed, had enabled 
them to abide in Peace and Patience, as Followers of the Prince of Peace,

This grateful Commemoration of the divine Mercies extended to them, was 
alſo accompanied with Acts of true Love and Charity towards their Brethren ; 
wherefore they made diligent Enquiry into the Sufferings and Loſſes ſuſtained by 
them 1n the ſeveral Provinces, and took Care that their poor Friends throughout 
the Nation ſhould be ſpeedily ſupplied with neceſſary Food and Raiment, until 
they might be reſtored to their Habitations, and reſettled in a Capacity of obtain- 
ing a comfortable Subſiſtence in the Practice of that Sobriety, Induſtry and 
Diligence, which the Truth had led them into, and whereby, through the 
Bleſſing of God, in due Time, they came gradually to a Re-eſtabliſhment in their 
temporal Concerns 3 to which Bleſſing was alſo added, under the auſpicious 
Government of King William the Third, and his Succeſſors on the Britiſh

ments, and other Hardſhips in ſeveral other Places, as well on the Continent 
as in the Iſlands of America. We have alſo taken a View (Cap. 12) of their 
Sufferings in their Travels in ſeveral Parts of Europe and A/ia : Of the long 
Impriſotument of two of them in the Inquiſition at Malta, (Cap. 13.) Of the 
Travels and Jeopardies of two others in Hungaria and Auſtria, (Cap. 14.) In 
the fifteenth Chapter we have given a Relation of their hard Uſage in Poland, 
at Embden and Hamburgb, in the Palatinate, and in ſome Places of the United. 
Provinces. In the Fw of Chapter we have collected ſuch of their Suffering as 
have come to our Hands in Ireland, and therewith having cloſed our Account 
of the Tranſactions beyond the Seas, we return again to Great-Britain, and in 
this ſeventeenth Chapter ſhall lay before our Readers, a Relation of the firſt Ap- 
afarice and Progreſs of that People in Scotland, and their Sufferings in that 
Part of this Iſland. 

Firſt Meetings The earlieſt Meetings of the People called Quakers in Scotland were held 
| of this People about the Year 165 2 when ſeveral ſerious Enquirers into the Nature of true 
in Scotland. Religion, and the Purity and Spirituality of Goſpel-Worſhip, burdened with 
i the Formallty, Superſtition and Will-Worſhip, under which the National 
Preachers laboured to keep their Hearets in Bondage, began to ſeparate from 
the publick Aſſemblies, and to meet together by thetnſelves to wait upon God 
in Silence, and to Worſhip him, who is a Spirit, in Spirit and in Truth. As 
they were thus exerciſed in an holy Silence, and awful Humility of they 

came to experience the quickning Virtue, Power and Influence, of the holy Spitit 

of God, enabling ſome of them to ſpeak forth his Praiſe, and from a Senſe of 

: his Goodneſs to Become inſtrumental for the Edification of others in the Faith.

But Chartres perſiſted in his Reſolution, which yet he was prevented 

from putting into Execution, in a remarkable Manner, whether providentially, 
or acc ly, we leave to our Readers Judgment, and ſhall only relate the

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fixed for pronouncing the Sentence of Excommunication againſt the ſaid Per- SCOTLAND. 
ſons, as he was walking in the -Steeple-houſe -Yard, where his Horſe was 1054. 
grazing, he ſtept to him to ſtroke him, when the Horſe gave him ſuch a violent 
Kick on the Side as proved Mortal, and occaſioned his Death about the fame 

Time in which he had to paſs the ſaid Sentence. By this Means his

Some of the firſt of this People from England, who travelled into Scotland, Engliſh 
were Chriſtopher Fell, George Wilſon, Fohn Grave, Sarah Chevers, and Katharine Preac _ 2. 
Evans; alſo Miles Halbead and James Lancaſter, who in the Year 1654, being at Stand. 
Dumfries, and Miles, after the Prieſt had ended his Performance in the 
Steeple- houſe there, teſtifying againſt the Deceit and —— of the People, 
they were ſo enraged, that they forced him and his Companion out of the 
Town to the Side of a great River, intending there to have ſtoned them, but 
they, by wading through the River, eſcaped their Hands. After which they 
were at Edinburgh and Leith about ten Days, where Miles delivered to the 
Officers and Captains of the Army and Garriſons his Meſſage, which was, that 
The Anger of the Lord was kindled againſt them, becauſe they had not performed 
their Promiſes, which they made to bim in the Day of their Diſtreſs, wwhen the 
Enemies compaſſed them on every Side, for then tbe Lord delivered them and pave 
them the Victory, but they had returned him Evil for Good, and committed Violence 
againſt thoſe he had ſent to declare his Word amongſt them. Having performed his 

uty — this Reſpect, they went to Glaſpow and Sterling, and then returned to 
England. n n wal 

ANNO 1655. William Caton and Jobn Stubbs viſited their Brethren in W. Caton and 
Scotland, adminiſtring ſuch Counſel, as in their low Condition at that Time, J. Stubbs. 
tended to their Edification. Fohn Stubbs returning to England, M. Caton went 
to Sterling, where he was taken and carried before the Governour, who at firſt 
accoſted him in a rough and angry Manner, but Witham being of a meek and 
Chriſtian Temper, by his ſoft Anſwers a his Wrath, fo that he became 
cool and ſedate. He was alſo at Glas, and went into the great Cathedral 
there, where after their Worſhip was ended, he had an Opportunity of ſpeaking 
to the People in the Yard, the Engliſh Soldiers, in Garriſon there, not permitting 
any Injury to be done him. He was likewiſe at Dowglas, where he publiſhed the 
Truth without much Oppoſition, l 

In October 1657, George Fox was at Edinburgh, where he was ſummoned to G. Fox. 
appear before the Council, who ſent an Officer to his Inn, with the following

This - Convincement cauſing many to withdraw from ſitti 1 
Teachings, mightily alarmed the Prieſts of Aberdeen, who by Calumnies-ard 
Reproaches vented from the Pulpits, laboured to incenſe the Magiſtrates to ſup- 
preſs this People, and to raiſe among the ruder and lels intelligent of their 
Hearers a Spirit of Indignation, 7 to abuſe and vilify them om all Occaſions. 
Hence it was, that when any of this Perſuaſion came thither, they were received 
by the Populace with Stoning and Beating in the Streets, pulling by the Hair, 
and other lawleſs Abuſes, which the Magiſtrates, inſtead of 'reproving, did too 
often. countenance : They ſhut up Richard Rove, a Shoemaker of Edinburgh, in 
the Tolbooth of Aberdeen, and kept him cloſe Priſoner fix Monts.

In the Year 1664, George Keith, who came from the South of Scotland to yilit G. Keith, 


his Friends at Aberdeen, was detained ten Months in Priſon, and Patrick 'Living- 
ſtone was kept under Confinement in the fame Priſon ſeven Months. During then 
Impriſonment one Peter Strachan, Son to Andrew Strachan, Prieſt in ;Kintore, 
confined with them either for Debt or ſome Miſdemeanour, did violently Heat 
and abuſe them, and took away their Papers, and ſent them to the Magiſtrates. 
This Man, after many Abuſes offered them, became troubled in Conſcienbe, and 
under a Senſe of his Wickedneſs in abuſing the Innocent, cried out fearfully, 
that the Judgments of God were upon him for his Carriage towards them, and 
repeatedly begged Forgiveneſs of them in the Preſence of ſeveral Witneſſes. 
But the Envy of the Prieſts of Merdeen, viz. George Meldrum and Jobn 
Menzies, was principally bent againſt Andrew Jaſfray; whoſe blameleſs Life 
and Eſtimation among the ſober and ſerious Inhabitants there for many Years, 
raiſed in the Prieſts a Suſpicion of his being a dangerous Seducer ; wherefore 
they ſtirred up the Biſhop of Aberdeen, and by his Means the Archbiſhop Sharp, 
againſt him. He was thereupon ſummoned to appear before the 'High-Com- 
miſſion Court of their Kirk, before whom he was enabled to bear a faithful 
Teftimony to the Truth, witneſſing the Promiſe of Chriſt fulfilled, Luke xxi.15. 
1 will give you a Mouth and Wiſdom, which all your Adverſaries ſhall not be able 
to gainſay or reſiſt ; tor even the Archbiſhop himſelf, who was pleaſed to confer 
with the ſaid Andrew, could get no Advantage in Argument againſt him: 
Nevertheleſs, to ſatisfy the Prieſts, the Sentence of the Court was, that He 
ſhould be confined to his own Dwelling-houſe, and keep no Meetings therein, nor go 
any whither without the Biſhop”s Licenſe, under the Penalty or Fine of 600 Scottiſh 
Marks, which they eſteemed to be One- fourth Part of his Yearly Rents. But to 
this unjuſt Sentence his Anſwer was, that Ir was better to obey Gol than Man; 
which Obedience afterward expoſed him to various Suffering. 
ANNO 1665. George Keith being under a religious Concern to bear his 
Teſtimony to the Truth in the Great Steeple- houſe of Aberdeen, was, in attempt- 
ing that Service, violently affaulted, beaten, and knockt down to the Ground, 
by one James Horne, their Bell- ringer. It was obſerved, that in a ſhort Time 
after, the ſaid James Horne going up the Steeple-houſe to ring the Bell, ſuddenly 
tell down through an Hole above four Stories high, and was inſtantly killed by 
the Fall, on the fame Place of the Pavement where he had beaten the ſaid 
George Keith.

In the Year 1666, Alexander Forbes, of Arcbinbamper, then lately convinced,

In this Year David Barclay, of Urie, received the Truth, and became 2 
conſtant and faithful Profeſſor of it.

3 before mentioned the Convincement of James Urgubart : It ha 

ed about this Time that he, for his conſcientious Separation from his Pariſh. 
Kirk, fell under the Cenſure of the Preſbytery, and was excommunicated, The 
Excommunication was ſent to one Witham Forbes, a Prieſt of the Place where 
Urquhart lived, with an Injunction of the Pre/>ytery for him to publiſh it from 
the Pulpit. The Prieſt conſcious ta himſelf of K i —— and 2 of the 
Perſon he was enjoined to read the Sentence againſt, fell under ſtrong Convictions 
and great Reluctancy of Mind againſt the Performance of what he was com- 
manded: But when he conſidered, that the Conſequence of his diſobeying the 
Preſtytery would, in all probability, iſſue in the Loſs of his Stipend, Covetouſneſs 
overcame his Convictions, and he publickly pronounced the Sentence againſt 
James Urquhart, in direct Oppoſition to the Dictates of his own Conſcience, 
T his afterward gave the Prieſt much Uneaſineſs, and his Mind became fo diſ- 
compoſed, that he could not, for ſome Time, proceed in performing the uſual 
Offices of his Function, until at length he publickly and ingenuouſly came to 
confeſs, that His Diſcompoſure was a juſt Judgment of God upon bim, for curjing 
with bis Tongue a Perſon whom he believed in his own Conſcience to be a very honeſt 
Man, But notwithitanding the Strength of his Convictions at that Time, he 
atterward fell again into wh 0 0 of the ſame Kind, which yet more nearly 
affected him. His own Daughter, Jane Forbes, was convinced of the Truth, and 
joined herſelf to the People called Quakers : Church- Proceedings were carried 
on againſt her to an Excommunication, which her Father was required by the 
Preſbytery to pronounce. The poor Man's Caſe, under fo difficult a Dilemma, 
was really to be pitied. Hard was his Choice, either to loſe his Living for dit- 
obeying the P14 EN or wound his Conſcience by pronouncing Excommuni- 


cation. againſt his Daughter, whom he knew to be a virtuous and religious 


Woman. But alas! both his Conſcience and Natural Afectiun gave Place to the 
Love of Money, ſo that he was determined to read the Excommunication, and 
had uttered ſome Kind of Prayers previous thereto, when he was ſuddenly {truck 
by Death at the very Time he had purpoſed to. pronounce that Sentence. A 
melancholy and remarkable Exit, wherein Nature was obſerved to ſink under

In this Year, viz. 1667, Sir John Keith brought away ſeveral of the People 
called Quakers from Inverary, where they were Priſoners, under a Guard, and 
delivered them to the Magiſtrates of Aberdeen, who after ſome Time of Con- 
finement there, cauſed them to be conducted through the Streets, with much 


Reproach and Contempt, to Bowbridge, where a Guard was ready to have 
| conducted 
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conducted them to Edinburgh ; but they refufing- to go on Foot, and xheir $COTLAND: 
Conductor not being authorized to provide - Horſes or Carriages for 16671 
they were permitted to depart to their own Dwelling-places, 2 nn . 

We return to Alenander Jaffray, who in the Year 1665, laboured under Troubles and 
much Affliction with a Quincy in his Throat, ſo that for ſome Time he cbuld not Deliverances 
ſpeak, nor ſcarce eat or drink, inſomuch chat he was given over for Death by 
all that beheld him. Yet in that State he ſignified, by Writing, the $14dfu/tme/5 

bis Faith in God, and hir Belief that he ſhould yet be -praſerved ſor fafther 


ervict to tbe Lord and bis Truths which Prediction 6f hs, the Sequel did verify; —un 
For, ſoon after his Recovery, on the 11th Day of the Ninth Month 1668, he r 
was taken from his own Houſe at Ningſwell, in his ſickly old Age, and carried b en 


by three Meſſengers to Bam Priſon, throuph the Biſhop's Means, under the 
Pretence of a Fine of 600 Marks, formerly impoſed upon him by the High- 
Commiſſion Court, for ſuffering religious Meetings at his Houſe contrary to 
their Order. Thus the perſecuting Biſhop and Clergy diſcovered the Malignity 
of their Diſpoſition in impriſoning this faithful Man thirty Miles from his Habi- 
tation, which to him, in a ſickly Condition; proved no leſs than three Days 
Journey. He was detained Priſoner there, to his great Expenee and Damage, 
nine Months and ſixteen Days, to the endangering of his Life, and might have 
died there, had not the temporal Power relieved him from the Tyranny of Eecle- 
ſiaſticks; and by an Order of the King's Privy-Council, diſcharged him againſt 
the Will of his Proſecutors, on the 2 xſt Day of the Sixth Month 16699. 
About this Time Lilias Stein, Wite of Alevander Stein, dne of the Magi. Rems kable 
trates of Aberdeen, a Woman much eſteemed for her religious Accompliſhments Convincement 
among the Profeſſors there, and eſpecially by George Meldrum their! Prieſt, 9 L. Skein. 
came under a true Concern of Mind to join herſelf in Society with the deſpiſed 
Quakers. A material. Circumſtanee attending her Convincement merits» Obſer- 
vation: While her Mind was deeply exerciſed in a ſerious: Enquiry after the 
Way of Truth, ſhe found her Progreſs therein impeded by Notions and Prepoſ . 
ſeſſions, induſtriouſly inftilled into the Minds of her, and other of their Hearer s, 
by the Priefts againſt that People, as that they denied the Scriptures, and did ui 
pray in the Name of Jeſus, whom the Scriptures teftify f. This Impediment was 
removed in the following Manner: She happened to be taken ſick, and kept her 
Chamber, in an Apartment, under the fame Room where Barbara Forbes, one 
of that People dwelt, at whoſe Houſe the 2uakers ſometimes met, ſo near to 
the ſaid Lilias her Apartment, that ſhe could diſtinctly hear what paſſed; and 
attentively liſtning, plainly heard two Eugliſb Women exerciſed both in Preach- 
ing and Praying, whoſe lively Teſtimotiies ſhe obſerved to be full of Scripture- 
X and their Paayers and Petitions put up in the Name of Chrift, and 
attended with Life and Power. From thence forward ſhe was effectually reached, 
and throughly convinced of the Falſood of thoſe ſlanderous Accuſations, 
wherewith her formerly admired Preachers had been accuſtomed to vilify and 
calumniate that People. % ce bie 311 e eee offs ee 31 | 
The Convincement of this valuable Woman, and not long after of her Huſ. Convincemens 
band Alexander Stein, who from a zealous Oppoſer of this People, became 4 of A. Skein. 
ſincere Convert to their Chriſtian Principles, increaſed the Indignation of tlie 
Prieſts at Aberdeen, who ceaſed not on every Occaſion to excite the Magiſtrates 
againſt them, but their virulent Attempts in feveral Inſtances were fruſtrated, 
nor could they by their utmoſt Endeavours perſuade the temporal Power to 
exert itſelf to the Heighth of Cruelty they aimed at, which was no leſs than the 
total Suppreſſion of the ſaid People, for 1 ä n 
ANNO 1671. Upon the Coming of the Judges of the Circuit, to ſit at Aitenpts of 
Aberdeen, the Prieſt Meldrum, in his Sermon at the Opening of the Court, tbe Biſhop and 
ſpared not to excite the Judges to exereiſe the utmoſt Severity againſt the — 
Quakers, repreſenting them, after his uſual Manner, as 4 moſt dangerous and 
Pernicious Sect. Nay, both he and another Prieſt, 7obn Menzies, went to the 
Judges Chambers, where was alſo the Biſhop, and informed them, that the 
Magiſtrates of Aberdeen had ſeveral Times broke up the Quakers Meetings, had 
impriſoned 
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impriſoned. and fined, and even baniſhed ſome. of them. Upon the Judges 
aſking thoſe Prieſts; hat they. would have tbem do farther * one of them, Joby 
Menzies, gave ſuch cruel- Counſel, as the 'Biſhop; was aſhamed of, and the 
Judges would return no Anſwer to: And when the Friends who were cited, did 
appear before them, they refuſed to paſs any Sentence concerning them, er to 
give any Countenance to the Purpoſes and Deſigns of the Prieſts, which they

When the aforeſaid Alexander Skein, together with Jobn Meſſer, who was 


convinced about the ſame Time, left the Communion of their Church, the 
four Prieſts of Aberdeen were ſo alarmed, that upon their joint Sol licitations, 
and going together to the Biſhop, on purpoſe, he-called a Sub- Synod, : who met 
ſhortly after, and drew up an Addreſs to the King's Council at Edinburgh, and 
ſent two of their Number to n the Council 4% tale ſome 
effeftual Courſe to curb and rid the Land of the Quakers, who were \increajnig 
among them, The Deputies of the Synod: were David yall, and James Gor- 
don, a Preacher at Bancherie, who {pared not their utmoſt Endeavours to 
have got ſome freſh Order of the Council againſt the Quakers, but could 
pot prevail, the Council only referring them to a Precedent A? f Parkament 
already made againſt Separation from the, publick Worſhip, which required, hat 
all who withdrew from their Pariſh-Churches be admoniſbed by the Preacbers, 
before two ſufficient Witneſſes, and then\after three Firſt-days Abſence they be fined 
One-eighth. Part. of their valued Rent, &c. Thus the King's Council diverted 
the Malice of the Prieſts, and returned them back with nothing but the Law 
they had before. Whereupon when they came again to Aberdeen, and. reported: 
to the Town- Council the Iſſue of their Prieſtly Meſſage, the Provoſt anſwered 
them, bas ſignifies all this ? We bad this before: Take you Care to do your 
own Work, and we ſhall do ours. For the Act gave the Magiſtrates no Power 
to act, till the Prieſts had firſt performed their Office of Admoniſhing, and 
made Proof of its being done. Upon this two of- them, George Meldrum and 
David Lyall, ſet themſelves to work, and were performing from Houle to 
Houſe their Monitory Office, when the King*s Declaration of Indulgence 10 al 

Non-conformiſts, publiſhed in the Year 1672, was brought to Aberdeen, which at 

that Time put a Stop to their Proceedings, and was a remarkable Diſappoint- 

ment of their Malice, and accepted as a providential Deliverance by the Perſons 

whoſe Ruin they ſought. Y oft! 1 "ri 


The faid Declaration of Indulgence came very ſeaſonably to prevent the 
Execution of an Act of Council, which the Prieſts had prevailed on the Magiſ- 
trates of Aberdeen to paſs, by which they had reſolved, That no Quaker ſhould 
be made a' Burgeſs or Freeman of that City. And that whoſoever received a 
Quaker into his Houſe without Leave of the Magiſtrate ſhould be fined five Shillings. 
And that if any Perſon ſhould lett an Houſe for Quakers, either to meet or dwell 
in, he ſhould be fined 500 Scottiſh Marks. | 7 N 
It was alſo remarked by the ſaid People, as a Providence preventing many 
Sufferings, which otherwiſe might have befallen them in this Nation, that the 
Judges of Scotland about this Time, introduced a new Practice in their Courts 
of Judicature; for, it having been a known Cuſtom, and legal Practice, in that 
Nation in ſuing for a Debt, where Proof failed, to put the Party proſecuted upon 
his Oath to clear himſelf : This Cuſtom expoſed the Quakers, who could not 
Swear in any Caſe, to be made a Prey of by wicked and malicious Proſecutors 
for any Claim, however unjuſt. The Judges conſidering this, determined to 
prevent ſuch impious Deſigns, by ordering, that a ſimple Declaration of the 
Truth ſhould be taken from that People in ſuch Caſes, A Favour they had not 
then obtained in England, and by which thoſe of that Perſuaſion were early 
exempted from many Sufferings, which their Brethren in other Countries Were 
expoled to for refuſing to Swear. | or e 
As the ſaid perſecuted People retained a grateful Senſe of ſuch Interpoſitions 
of Providence as tended to defeat the Malice of their Enemies, ſo they mn

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made ſome Remarks on what befel many of their Perſecutors; ſome of 
which were as follow, viz.

Gilbert Gray, the Provoſt of Aberdeen, a violent Perſecutor, was ſuddenly /A 


ſnacht away by Death while he was in that Office, and then in the Flower of 
his Age. TS Wb 

9 <2 Burnett, an Inventer and Spreader of many Falſhoods againſt the ſaid 
People, immediately after the uttering of his Slanders, fell into a very unuſual 
Vomiting of Blood, of which he died in a moſt aſtoniſhing Manner. 

Fames Skein, diſtinguiſhed from another of the ſame Name, by the Appella- 
tion of Black James, a very wicked and abuſive Man, who ſtruck George Keith 
violently with his Cane in the Street, and otherwiſe aſſaulted and abuſed him, 
ſhortly after died of a virulent Humour, remarkably iſſuing out of that Arm 
which had been exerciſed in the inflicting of thoſe Abuſes. 

James Stein, known from the other by the Name of White James, who 
delighted in inventing wanton Slanders againſt the ſaid People, as he was 
repeating his malicious Falſhoods, with a Purpoſe of defaming an innocent 
Perſon, was at that Inſtant ſuddenly ſtricken, that he fell down as dead, and 
was deprived of his Senſes for ſome Time : When he recovered, he acknow- 
ledged the juſt Judgment of God upon him, confeſſed the Offence he had 
committed againſt his People, and gave Proof of his Repentance by his future 
abſtaining from the like Practices. 

Alexander Gordon, a Prieſt, who procured the Impriſonment of George Keith 
for preaching Truth in the Grave-yard at Old-deer, and cauſed him, with 
another Friend, to be kept all Night in a filthy Dungeon, calPd the Thieves- 
hole, where there was no Window either for Light or Air, was immediately cut 
off by Death in a ſudden and furprizing Manner. 

In or about the Beginning of the Year 1672, the Withdrawing of ſeveral 
others from their Communion, highly incenſed the Prieſts of Aberdeen, who by 
their Influence on the Magiſtrates, procured the pulling down and demoliſhing 
the Walls of a Burying-ground, which the People called 2yakers had purchaſed 
with their own proper Money, and wherein a Child of one Thomas Mills had 
been interred a few Days before : The Body of this Child, after three Days 
Interment, was, by Order of the Provoſt and Baylifts, taken out of the Ground 
and carried to a Village called Futtie, where they had a Grave made for it. 
But a Rumour being raiſed among the People, as if the Qua ters had, to deceive 
the Magiſtrates, taken out the Child's Body, and filled the Coffin with ſome- 
what elſe, they ordered the Coffin to be broke open, and the Child's Body, 
though ſo long dead, was obſerved to bleed. It was alſo afterward remarked, 
that in the ſame Year wherein this Piece of Inhumanity was acted, an unuſual 
Mortality fell among the Children in that Town, A principal and active In- 
ſtrument in this Affair was John Scott, one of the Baylit, who ſtill proceeding 
in ſuch Kind of Purpoſes, ſhortly after fell down Stairs, and broke his Leg. 
They nevertheleſs continued to remove every Body that was interred in the ſaid 
Burying-ground, till they had taken up the Bodies of fix Children, and at Jaſt 
they took up the Body of Andrew Goodall, an honeſt Man of ſeventy Years of 
Age, after if had lain eleven Hours in the Grave. This barbarous Practice did 
not ccaſe, till a Repreſentation thereof being made to the King's Council, a ſecret 
Check was given them, and this more than ordinary Inhumanity put a Stop to. 

ANNO 1673. About the Beginning of this Year Andrew Jaffray, and 
ſeveral others of Aberdeen and Parts adjacent, convinced of this People's Prin- 
ciples, joined themſelves to their Society. This again provoked the Prieſts, 
by whoſc Inſtigation the Provoſt, and others of the Magiſtrates, came to a 
Meeting on the 6th of the Third Month, and took the Names of all preſent, 
both Men and Women, ſending a Liſt of their Names by William Gordon, 
their Agent, to the King's Council, with Inſtructions to him ſtrenuouſly to im- 
portune the Council againſt them. He performed his Meſſage with the utmoſt 
Aſſiduity. But ſhortly after, it happened, that he went from Aberdeen to Lei! 
to hear a Sermon, in the Time of which he was neceſſitated to go out, and at 
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$60TLAND. the End thereof, was found ſuddenly dead. An Encident which we only mention,

Fines aſſigned by the Council to one ZHugh Nelſon, an Apothecary in Edinburgh, 
While he was bufying himſelf in a Proceſs at Law for recovering the Fines 
aſſigned him, the King's Commiſſioners and Council iffued a Proclamation, 
remitting all Penalties and Fines for Nan-conformity, except ſuch as were 
already paid, or engaged for by the Parties Bond or other Security. This cleared 
the Pyakers, for their Principle was neither to pay the Fines, nor in any wiſe to 
compound for them; their ſtriẽt Obſervance of which, intituled them to the 
Benefit of the faid Proclamation, and diſappointed the faid Hugh Nelſon in his 
Attempts againſt them. | 4 
On the 7th Day of the Fifth Month 1673, Alexander Jaffray, a faithful Man 
and Sufferer for the true Religion, was removed out of this Life, and died in 
full Aſſurance of a 1 Immortality, leaving among his Friends this Præ- 
diction concerning them, viz. That a winnowing and trying Time was comi 
ſhortly among them, whereby Hypocrites fhould be diſcovered and made manifeſt, but 
that a faithful Remnant ſhould be preſerved and brought through the fiery Trial to 
their great Comfort. This was afterward judged to be plainly verified in the 
Sufferings, which within three Years after happened to the ſaid People at 
Aberdeen. | | 
The Magiſtrates of that City ſtil! continued their E N to the Council 
againſt the ſaid People, and the Prieſts inſtantly follicited the Archbiſhop

James Sharp, to take their Part, alledging, that The Quakers Schiſm was 


they prevented the Payment of the Fees cuſtomary on thoſe Occaſions, But this Com- 
laint, when laid before the Council, was effectually obviated, by the faid 
eople's repreſenting to them the inhuman Practice of their Oppoſers, in taking 
the dead Bodies out of their Graves, as is before related. The Council, upon 
hearing both Sides, did not think proper at this Time to interpoſe in the Affair; 
ſo that the Prieſts were diſmiſt, and returned Home again without attaining 
their Purpoſe. 

About the Year 1674, Thomas Fern, who came from England to vilit the 
Brethren of this Perſuaſion in Scotland, was concerned to preach in one of their 
publick Meetings, and during his preaching was often interrupted by one David 
Rate, an envious Oppoſer of this People, whom the ſaid Thomas Fern, after 
frequent cautioning him to deſiſt from his evil Practice of Oppoſition, warned 
to beware, leſt he ſhould incur ſome remarkable Judgment from the Hand 
of God. It happened that within a few Days after, the ſaid David Rate fell 
under extreme Anguiſh and Terror of Conſcience, crying out continually, that 
The Judgments of God were upon him for his Abuſes and Moleſlations of this People 
in their religious Meetings : Under which Concern he was continually reſtleſs, 
until he had ſent for David and Robert Barclay to come and viſit him; upon 
their, and ſome other of their Friends from Aberdeen, coming to him, he with 
many Tears begged of them to forgive him, crying out, Help, help, help, J 
never wronged any but you, and will beg your Help on my Knees, &c. The ſaid 
Friends, moved with Compaſſion toward him, not only expreſſed their For- 
giveneſs of him, but alſo prayed unto the Lord for him : After which he 
recovered, and his Mind became eaſy and quiet. Notwithſtanding this, after 
his Health was again reſtored, he returned to his former Practices, the In1quity 
of which ſeemed to be aggravated by his notorious Ingratitude. Thus he con- 
tinued, till he fell again under a Spirit of Diſtraction, which ſettled upon him, 
and ſo continued to the End of his Days. 

On the 14th Day of the Second Month 1675, a publick Diſpute was held at

Students of Divinity, fo called, on the other Part, the Reſult of which was, that 
four Students of their College were effectually convinced of the Truth of the 
Principles of the People called Quakers, and joined themſelves to their religious 
In Si Month called March 1676, the Council at Edinburgh put forth a 
Declaration, taking Notice of, and reinforcing former Acts of Parliament 
againſt Conventicles, and recommending the Execution of them to the Sheriffs 
and Magiſtrates of Corporations. Now though this Proclamation was expreſsly 
relative to ſuch Perſons as had been outlawed by the Council; yet the Pricfls 
and Rulers of Aberdeen made an Handle of it to oppreſs the Quakers, whom 
they well knew to be none of the Perſons intended therein. Nay ſo raſh and 
haſty was their Malice, that ſo ſoon as they had Information of the Council's 
Declaration, before it came to their Hands, or was proclaimed at Aberdeen, 
Robert Forbes Provoſt, with the Bayliffs and Town-Officers, came to the Meet- 
ing on the 12th Day of the Month called March, and took thence Fohn Stein, 
Thomas Mer{er, Robert Gordon, John Cowie, Gilbert Keith, Alexander Somerell, 
William Scott, Andrew Galloway, Thomas Mills, William Knight, Alexander Harper, 
and John King, whom they committed to Priſon in the New- Tolbooth. 

On the 19th of the ſame Month, they came again to the Meeting, and took 
thence George Keith, whom they put in the Upper-Prifon, and kept him there 
ſome Days. | 

On the 21ſt they took and carried to Priſon David Barclay, Alexander Skein, 
Andrew Faffray, Robert Burnett of Muchells, Fobn Brown, William Slerven, 
Alexander Seaton, and John Forbes of Corſe. 

On the 26th, the Firſt of the Week, Fames Forbes and Alexander Muir were 
taken at the Meeting, together with Andrew Galloway, who had been diſ- 
charged but two or three Days before, and all three of them ſent to Priſon. 

On the 4th of the Month called April, William Spark and George Gray were 
taken from their Monthly-Meeting. On the 18th of the fame Month, Robert 
Burnett of Lethentie and Alexander Forbes were taken in a Chamber, where they 
neither were at any Meeting, nor in any Exerciſe of Worſhip. On the 23d 
John Mill was apprehended, and on the goth Andrew Fiſher. 

On the 2d of the Month called May, John Robertjon, Fobn Glenme, and Wil- 
liam Wiſhart, and on the 16th Alex Gellie, were taken: Theſe and many 
others before named were committed to Priſon from their religious Aſſemblies, 
while they were awfully met in an holy Silence, worſhipping God in Spirit and 


in Truth. 
After ſome Time the Priſoners were each of them ſeverally ſerved with the

The Libel being read, it was expected that Patrick Hay (the only Lawyer 


who could be procured to plead agamft them) would have made ſome Speech, 


in Support of what the Charge againſt them contained; but his Oratory on this 
Occaſion was obſerved to fail him; and he had nothing to ſay but this one 
Sentence, Who gave you Authority to preach * Which for lack of pertinent 
Matter, he red ſeveral Times. 


Then the Priſoners being called 


n to make their Defence, David Barclay 


anſwered in their Behalf to the following Purpoſe : ** That though it was uſual - 


« for People in like Circumſtances with them to employ Lawyers to plead their 
4 Cauſe, yet they, having an Advocate with the Father, who could and would 
< plead their Innocency in the Conſciences of their Oppoſers, did not think 
c proper to employ any Man to E for them. That he deſired no Ad- 
vantage might be taken of the Priſoners for their lack of Knowledge in the 
« Intricacies of the Law, and that the Court would conſider that Maxim of the 
% Law which ſays, Summum jus eſt ſumma injuria, and would not extend the ut- 
«© moſt Rigour of the Law againſt them. That the Charge againſt the Priſoners 
in general, of having met three Times in a Week ever ſince the Month called 
&« March 1674, could not be true, becauſe divers of them had been out of the 
«© Nation, beyond the Seas, and others in England, and many of them had not 
c been within the Town of Aberdeen for ſeveral Months during the Time 
“ mentioned in their Charge.” 

The Witneſſes, produced againſt the Priſoners, were partly Divinity Students of 
Aberdeen, who came to their Meetings on purpoſe to betray them ; and partly 
the Magiſtrates, who took them into Cuſtody. Againſt both theſe, the faid 
David Barclay objected as inſufficient : * The Students, as being their known 
&« Enemies, and allo Socii Criminis, Partakers of the Crime, being themſelves 
e preſent at the ſame Meetings, of which they accuſed the Priſoners ; and that 
«« they had publiſhed a Book, wherein they had in the Title-page acculed the 
«« Priſoners of Blaſphemy and Treaſon, and ſo were manifeſtly prejudiced Per- 
ce ſons, and therefore no good Evidences; the Magiſtrates, as being thoſe who 
put the Laws in Execution, and therefore ought not to be Accu/ers in the 
fame Cauſe.” To theſe Objections the Earl of Marſhell replied, Then we 


ſhall have no Witneſſes at all. The Court however took the Evidence of thoſe 


Witneſſes, and proceeded. 
Beſide the aforeſaid verbal Defence of David Barclay, the Priſoners delivered 
to the Court the following Anſwer in Writing, viz. 


7 LBEIT there be ſeveral Things in our Indictment, which cannot be 


40 proven, by which it might be ſufficiently invalidate and made void, 


«« we being promiſcuouſly charged to have been at ſo many Meetings, when 
«« ſome of us were in other Nations, moſt of us in the Country, and ſome of us 
<< at none of theſe Meetings mentioned in the Indictment, as we can inſtruct : 
„ Likewiſe we can affirm, that we never met out of Contempt to the Laws, or 
to any Authority whatſoever, ſo that we are wrongfully charged therewith 3 
but to paſs this, we deſire that theſe few Things following may be conſidered. 
We believe the Parliament of Scotland did never declare by theſe Acts, 
that they intended to meddle with that which is proper and peculiar to Chri 
c Jeſus alone, knowing that the great Care which God hath committed to all in 
& Civil Authority is, to provide for the Peace and Proſperity of the Subjects, and 
* not to make themſelves Lords over Men's Conſciences, which is the Prero- 
«« gative of Chriſt and none elſe. Therefore the Parliament, to prevent Sedition 
and Rebellion by any that under Pretext of religious Meetings might take 
& Occaſion by Force of Arms to endeavour any Alteration of the Governments

Clauſes thereof ſpeak plainly out: Their great Intent was to prevent the 


foreſaid Evils, and not to trouble any that walked inoffenſively, and purely 


conſcientiouſly in the Matters of the Worſhip of God. 


% Now, it being a known Maxim in Law, that Ratio Legis eſt Anima Legis,. 


the Reaſon of the Law is the Soul and Life of the Law, it is to be expected 
that the King's Councellors will judge according]y. | 

« Next, as to the fifth Act of the ſecond Seſſion of the ſecond Parliament 
made againſt Conventicles ; we may good Ground affirm, that we, 
nor our Meeting, were never intended thereby, as may be evident from 
ſeveral circumſtantial and material Clauſes of the ſaid Act, the Reaſon of it 
being, to prevent Sedition and Rebellion, as is clear by the Narrative thereof ; 


as alſo by that Part thereof which prohibits Field-Conventicles, calling them 


a Rendezvouz of Rebellion, tending in an high Meaſure to the Diſturbance of 


the publick Peace: But we being known to be a peaceable People, both in 
Pririciple and Practice, who have denied the Exerciſe of all Military Wea- 
pons; therefore we are not the People intended in that Act. That Act was 
particularly made againſt depoſed Miniſters, that they ſhould neither preach, 
pray, nor expound Scripture, but where they were indulged by the Council, 
or licenſed by the Biſhop ; but it often falls out, that none of us either preach 
or pray outwardly when we meet, but wait upon the Lord in Silence, to ſpeak 
and pray as the Holy Spirit moveth us and leadeth us : Which with ſeveral 
other Differences holds out, that the Legiſlators did never intend that Act 
againſt our Meetings; and farther to "ar that we and our Meetings were 
not intended in the ſaid Act, we can inſtance ſeveral Perſons that were preſent 
at the Articles when this Act was in framing, that can declare, that ſome who 
were upon the Articles did demand, F the Quakers were to be comprehended 
in that Ad? the King's Commiſſioner, the Duke of Lauderdale, laid, I was 
only to curb the Preſbyterian Meetings in the Weſt-Country. 

Jo confirm this farther 3 the King's Council did never execute any of the 
ſaid Acts againſt any of our Friends for their Meeting in that City, or in the 
Juriſdiction thereof, neither in any Place in the South or Weſt of Scotland, 
where there are frequent Meetings of our Friends in ſeveral Places, and have 
been kept ever ſince theſe Acts were made: Though the King's Council, by 
their Proclamation of the laſt Month called April, have been pleaſed to ex- 
tend the Act againſt Conventicles, made 1669 Years, to all the Shires of the 
Kingdom, now yet is obſervable, that at firſt it only reached thoſe Shires in 
the Weſt-Country, where the Preſbyterian Meetings were moſt frequent and 
numerous: So that it is evident, that as at firſt it related only to the Preſby- 
terian Meetings in the Jeſt, ſo now it relates to ſuch Perſons only in the reſt 
of the Shires of the Kingdom, and not to us. | 

« And leeing there were ſeveral of our Friends apprehended and impriſoned 
upon the firſt coming forth of the late Proclamation, yet they were ſet at 
Liberty a few Days after, upon Surety to compear only when called for, and 
yet have ever ſince kept their Meetings, at Edinburgh eſpecially, unqueſtioned 
by the King's Council ; therefore in Reaſon we may expect to meet with no 
other Meaſure from theſe of the King's Council here. And the rather, ſeeing 
the Magiſtrates of Aberdeen have kept us in Priſon near three Months, though 
no Act of Parliament cited or proclaimed fince, warrants any ſuch Thing to 
be done by Magiſtrates of any Burgh, as at preſent our Caſe ſtands ; of 
which illegal Reſtraint we hope the King's Councellors will take Notice, and 
prevent the like for the future ; we being an harmleſs People, from whom 
there is no Ground to apprehend any Sedition, Rebellion, or any Thing that 
can have any Tendency to Violence, or making Uſe of Arms; but merely 
out of that Duty we owe to God, and in Obedience to his Commands, who hath

withdraw, and after ſome Time, being called again, the Sentence of the Court

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The Sentence being read, the Priſoners were ordered to remain in Priſon. : 
And on the 28th of the ſame Month, William Taylor was taken at a Meeting, 
and ſent thither alſo ; but was ſoon diſcharged by Order of the Earl of Manſbel. 
But returning again to Meetings, was again apprehended on the 18th of the 
Month called June, and recommitted together with George Zohnſton, Robert 
Sandilands, and William Scott. On the Tame Day Robert, Mill, a Boy about ſix- 
teen Years of Age, for going to the Steeple-houſe, and uttering. ſome. Word; 
of Truth, was put in the High- Priſon; nor could the Provoſt by any Means 
be perſuaded to ſuffer him to be with his Father, then alſo a Priſoner in the 
lower Part of the Goal. On the 2d of the Fifth Month, Robert Gerrard was 
added to the Number of the Impriſoned: On the gth, n Leſt and Fol 
Forbes : And on the 5th of September, 22 Thompſon.

While they lay thus under cloſe Confinement, ſome of them were concerned 
at Times to preach to the People, who would come up to the Windows of the 
Priſon and hear them; but the Magiſtrates of Aberdeen, to prevent this, and 
farther to incommode the Priſoners, cauſed the Windows to be nailed up for an 
whole Week together, and alſo removed ſeveral of them into the Higher-Priſon. 

During this Time Robert Barclay, being at London, and having Admittance 
to the Preſence of King Charles the Second, delivered into the King's own Hand 
the following Paper, by him written, and intituled, | 


« The STATE of the Causs of the People of Gop called Quaxexs, in 
Scotland, preſented unto the R1ING's Confideration. 


0 H E Council of Scotland having about three Months ago emitted 3 
ce Declaration to reinforce former Acts of Parliament againſt Conven- 
« ticles, and recommended the Execution of them, becauſe of the Abuſe ſeveral 
«« Perſons had made of the King's Indulgence, as the ſaid Declaration intimates ; 
« ſome inferior Magiſtrates have taken Occaſton thereby to impriſon many of 
c them, and ſome Deputies of the Council have ſtretched the Laws againſt 
« Conventicles to the higheſt Pitch of Severity, by heavy Fines and tedious 
« Impriſonments, although their Practices and Principles never gave Ground 
cc for ſuch Procedure: It is therefore, on Behalf of the ſaid ſuffering People, 
«« defired, that it would pleaſe the King favourably to recommend their Caſe 
ce to the Council of Scotland, that a Difference of Character may be put upon 
«© them, who have ever lived and behaved themſelves peaceably under the pre- 
“ ſent Government, from ſuch as are ſaid to have abuſed the Indulgence, with 
<«« ſome preſent Relief to theſe harmleſs Sufferers, to prevent that utter Ruin, 
ce which in all probability will attend ſo many of them that live by their

After ſome Time the King was pleaſed to order his Secretary, the Duke of 
Lauderdale, to tranſmit the ſaid Paper to the Council of Scotland, and refer it 
to their Conſideration, Which he did in theſe Words, viz.

May it therefore pleaſe the King's Council feriouſly to weigh and conſider 
« our Conditions, wherein we are conſiderably prejudged, by a tedious Re- 
« ſtraint, and to free us of our preſent Bonds, and of any Incumbrance that 
may have a Tendency hereafter to lett our waiting on, and worſhipping our 
« God, in an acceptable Manner, and follow ing our lawful Occaſions to provide 
« for our Families, as becomes Men fearing God, and honouring the King. 
Since it hath pleaſed the King favourably to refer to the Council's Con- 
te ſideration the Caſe of the People called Quakers, Priſoners at Aberdeen, 
ce until the Council have Time more maturely to diſcuſs: that Matter, it is 
« offered as a preſent ient, there being about forty two Priſoners, moſt 
« of whom have been ſix Months in Priſon; That it might pleaſe the King's 
« Council to order their Releaſe, ſuſpending the Execution as to the Fines, till 
« the Council take tarther Conſideration. of that Matter, and if the Council 
« ſhall ſo ſee meet, to recommend to the Magiſtrates of Aberdeen, that if 
e obſerve any Unpeaceableneſs in the Way ot that People, they might report 
« jt to the Council.“ 8 


But the Council at Edinburgh did not think proper to interfere in a Matter 
which they had formerly appointed their Commiſſioners at Aberdzen to deter- 
mine, and concerning which thoſe Commiſſioners had already pronounced their 
Decree and Sentence: Wherefore they {till left the Matter to the Deciſion of the 
lame Judges, only appointing three others to be joined to them, and aſſiſt 
therein, namely, Sir Richard Maitland of Petrickiie, Baird of Archmedden, and 
Oilgvie of Boyne, The fix Commiſſioners accordingly fat at Aberdeen on the 
28th of September, and the Priſoners being called before them, the Earl of 
Arrol, being Præſzes of the Seſſion, told them, that They had called them again 
to know whether they were yet bettter adviſed, than when they were laſt before them ? 
And whether they would give Bonds not to hold any more Meetings ? To which 
/obn Skein antwered, that The laſt Time they were before the King's Council, be, 
being one of thoſe accuſed for ſpeaking in the Meeting, deſired the Accuſers might be 
aſred, Whether either George Keith, or himſelf, or any other of them, had ever 
been heard to ſpeak any Thing in the leaſt tending to Sedition, or to withdraw 
any of the King's Subjects from their due Obedience and Subjection to his Au- 
thority ? To this the Earl replied, 1t is enough : That Matter was ſpoke to at 
our laſt Sitting, and you were then found Guilty. John Stein anſwered, that 
There bad not been any ſeditious Act proved againſt them, and that they had been 
kept Priſoners about ſeven Months for no other Cauſe than meeting in a peaceable 
Manner to worſhip God in Spirit and in Truth. But the Earl of Arrol again 
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interrupted him, ſaying, dt is enongb. And then directing his Speech to 
other Commiſſioners, ſaid, My Lords, I have delivered your Minds, and *

WMW fore it is fit they (the Priſoners) ſhould remove. Wherefore Jobn Skein farther 


ſaid, Though you now fit as our Judges, yet I cannot forbear from the Zeal if j1,

The King hath referred us lj 
Council, and the Council bath referred us to you here, jo that ye have all the Piyy 
of the Civil Authority to do with us as it ſhall ſeem right io you, from whom ur 
expect as much Moderation, as our Friends elſewhere have met with: But if it al 
pleaſe the Lord to permit you to be the Inſtruments of our Sufferings, I hope, le will 
enable us to bear it with that Patience and Submiſſion that becometh Chriſtians, 

The Earl of Arrol addreſſing himſelf to the other Commiſſioners, faid, My 
Lords, if ye have any more to ſay than I have ſaid, ye may peak it. 

The Earl of Merſbell then ſaid, They plead themſelves Not guilty- [editions 
Conventicles, as would ſeem by what that young Man ſpoke, whereas the Lau 
concludes their very Meetings ſeditious. 

Alexander Stein anſwered, that They could not help all the Conſtruftions of that 
Kind or Sort, for that it hath been the Lot of God's People in all Apes io have 
ſeveral Miſrepreſentations caſt upon them, but we hope (ſaid he) we ſhall behave 
ourſelves ſo peaceably and dutifully, that where for Conſcience-ſake we canmt give 


active, we ſhall give paſſive, Obedience. 


Then ſaid the Earl of Arrol, Qualified Loyalty ſmells of Diſloyalty : II ſeems 
then, you will not give Bond. To which John Skein anſwered, Let never that 
Day dawn, in which we ſhall be ſo unfaithful to the Lord: But if any jhowd 
prove ſo, let neither the King nor his Council truſt that Man, for he that is not 
faithful to the Lord, will never be faithful to his King and Country. 

The Priſoners being ordered to remove, as they were withdrawing, the Earl 
of Arrol ſaid again to Alexander Gellie, that The Quakers Loyalty was a quati- 
fied Loyalty. To which Alexander anſwered, that He underſtood not that Loyalty 
which was not qualified with the Fear of God, and Obedience to bin rather 
than Man. ; 

After ſome Hours, the Priſoners were called again into the Court, and the 
following Decree was read in their Hearing, viz. 


cc T Aberdeen, the 28th Day of September 1676, in Preſence of the 
LE Honourable Commiſſioners of the Privy Council, and other Com- 
“ mifſionate within the Shire of Aberdeen and Bamff, for putting in Execution 
ce the Laws and Acts of Parliament made againſt Conventicles, withdrawing 
cc from publick Worſhip, diſorderly Baptiſms, and others of the like Nature ; 
« The Lords and others foreſaid, having called the Quaſters, Delinquents, who 
« are impriſoned within the Tolbooth of Aberdeen, and interrogate, it the) 
c would oblige themſelves to abſtain from Conventicles and unwarrantable 
„ Meetings; they all in one Voice refuſed ſo to do. And the Quakers having 
been all fined upon the 26th Day of May laſt, the ſaid Lords, and others 
c foreſaids, ordains them to pay the reſpective Fines, then impoſed upon cac

of them, betwixt this and the 5th of Ofober next to come, to Capt. George 


« Melvill in Aberdfen, whom the ſaid Lords will impower to recelve (he es | 
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« And how ſoon they, or any of them, pay their Proportions thereof, the 
« Magiſtrates of Aberdeen are hereby warranted to enlarge the Perſon or Perſons 
« ſo paying, from Priſon, upon a Teſtificate from the ſaid Capt. George Melvill 
« or Patrick Hay : And if betwixt this and the Time aforeſaid they do not 
« make real Payment of their reſpective Proportions of the foreſaid Fines, the 
'«« ſaid Captain is immediately thereafter to do his utmoſt Endeavour and 
Diligenee for Recovery thereof from them, by poinding and diſtraining their 
0 readieſt Goods and Geir for the ſame. | | 

& And in the mean Time the faid Delinquents to ſtay in Priſon, and remain 
« therein, till the ſame be recovered and uplifted, and then to be releaſed 
<« therefrom by the ſaid Magiſtrates, ſo ſoon as the ſaid Fines ſhall be uplifted 


« and recovered, as ſaid is, with Certification to thoſe who ſhall be enlarged 


e after Payment of the faid Fines, That if thereafter they withdraw from 
divine Worſhip, or keep unwarrantable Meetings, they ſhall be fined and 
* impriſoned, conform to Act of Parliament and Commiſſion granted to this 
ce preſent Committee by his Majeſty and Privy Council. 

& And to the Effect the ſaid Capt. George Melvill may the more conveniently 
ce uſe real Diligence for recovering the ſaid Fines, the ſaid Lords, and others, 
e ordains the ſaid George Patton, their Clerk, to iſſue forth Precepts for poind- 
e ing the ſaid Delinquents, to be contained in the Commiſſion to be granted to 
<« the ſaid Capt. Melvill.“ 


The Priſoners being again withdrawn, and returned to Priſon, the Earls of 
Arrol and Boyne departed out of Town the next Morning. After their Departure 
the other Commiſſioners fat again; when conſidering that there were eight of 
the Priſoners who had been taken ſince the reſt were fined, and therefore not 
included in their Decree ; they, not being willing to give themſelves farther 
Trouble, by entring into any particular Proceſs againſt them, cauſed a Clauſe 
concerning them to be added to their former Decree, in theſe Words, * Alſo 
Ve impower the Magiſtracy of Aberdeen to enlarge or ſet at Liberty theſe 
« Ozakers who have entred into Priſon, or been incarcerate, ſince the ſaid 26th 
« Day of May: And if thereafter they ſhall contravene the foreſaid Acts of 
Parliament within the Burgh of Aberdeen, the Magiſtrates are upon Notice 
<« thereof, to apprehend, detain and impriſon them.” By Virtue of the ſaid 
Clauſe, Zohn Forbes of Achorties, John Leſk, Robert Gerrard, John Thompſon, 
2 Sandilands, William Scott, George Fobnſton, and William Taylor, were ſet 
at Liberty. 

About this Time George Skein was choſen Provoſt of Aberdeen, who cauſed 
the Priſoners to be ſtraitly kept; and whereas they had before the Liberty of 
going ſometimes into the Lower Council-houſe, he gave Orders to deny them 
that Privilege, and threatned ſome of the Officers with the Loſs of their Places, 
tor not being ſo rigid as he directed them. 

On the 17th of Ofober, Jobn Leſt and John Thompſon were taken at a 
Meeting, and committed by the Provoſt to the High-Priſon, where he 
threatned to put all ſuch as ſhould be by him committed for the future. 

On the 21ſt of Ofober, Capt. George Melvill ſet himſelf to work, to put in 
Execution the Authority given him by the King's Commiſſioners, to levy the 
Fines, beginning with Thomas Mill, a Shoemaker, from whom, for his Fine of 
307. he took Goods of three Times that Value; and thereupon the ſaid Thomas 
was releaſed from his Impriſonment. He, being diſcharged, was preſent when 
his Goods were carried to the Croſs to be there appraiſed, and finding that they 
were doing him much Wrong by under-rating them, teſtified againſt their In- 
Juſtice, and withal kneeling down, prayed God to forgive them. This Act of his, 
however truly favouring of a meek and Chriſtian Spirit, was by the Provoſt 
reſented as an high Affront to him and his Office, wherefore he again committed 
the ſaid Thomas Mill to Priſon, where he was detained four Days. This many 
of the ſober and moderate People did eſteem as a great Severity in the Provoſt ; 
and two of the Priſoners found themſelves concerned to write to him each of 
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them a Letter, which when he had Tteiyed, He diſcovered much Auger and 
Offence thertat, threatning the Authors with complaining to the Council 

and having them punithed'; but when deſired to ſheby them, he was not forward 
ſo to do, leſt he ſhould diſcover his Anger to have been without juſt Cauſe, Aa

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The foregoing Letter was delivered into the Provoſt's own Hand by 
Margaret Caſſie. By both the ſaid Letters it plainly appears, how little Cauſe 
the Provoſt had to expreſs ſo much Anger againſt the Writers for ſuch Chyip;,, 
Counſel and Advice, as in a Spirit of true Love they had given him. | 

And in order to leave the ſaid George Melvill inexcuſable, as far as in them 
lay, ſome of the Priſoners found themſelves under a Neceſſity of writing alſo to 
him, which they did, laying before him, how unchriſtian an Office he had under. 
taken, and in much Love cautioning him to beware how. he proceeded farther 
therein. But he likewiſe turned a deaf Ear to all their Perſwaſions and Exhor- 
tations, and determined to proceed; in order to which, he fearing that he had 
already exceeded the Bounds of his Authority, applied himſelf afreſh to the 
Council's Commiſſioners, ſitting at Turreſt, and procured from them the 
following Decreet, viz.

« ture, the Lords and others above named, have conſidered a Petition and 
«© Queries given in by Capt. George Melvill. They command and charge the 
« ſaid Captain, under all higheſt Pains, to execute and go about the Com- 
« miſſion formerly directed to him by them, conform to the 'Tenour thereof in 
« all Points, and that with all poſſible Diligence and Expedition, ratifying and 
cc carroborating the former Commiſſion, with all Diligence following there- 
«© upon, and ordains George Melvill to proceed without any previous Charge, 
« notwithſtanding of any former Act, and to diſtrain as well for the Expences 
*« as for the Fines ; and in caſe he be withdrawn by his urgent Affairs, im- 
« powers him to ſubſtitute another for him (for whom he will be anſwerable) 
<« to officiate in his Abſence, who ſhall only have Power to act therein, for the 
« Space of two Months after the Subſtitution, and ſhall have the Approbation 
« at leaſt of two of the ſaid Commiſſioners before their having Power. And 
 «. ordains Mr. George Keith and Fohn Skein, becauſe of their being found to 
have preached and prayed, to remain in Priſon after their Fines are exacted, 
“ until they find Caution conform to the Act of Parliament, viz. That they 
« fhall not do the like or Time to come, under the Failzee of 500 Merks Scots, or 
« elſe to enatt themſelves to remove out of the Kingdom, and not to return without 
« his Majeſty's good Pleaſure. And that the ſaid Capt. Melvill ſhall officiate 
„ himſelf, and not withdraw nor remove till he find and procure a Subſtitute | 
« by Approbation, as ſaid is, and that the Diſtraining be exerciſed by Meſſen- 
gers at Arms, and Soldiers, who hereby have Power, in caſe the Goods are 
« locked up and ſecured (and that poindable Goods cannot be found) to make 
open Doors and Cheſts, and to uſe the King's Keys thereto, being otherway, as 
« always, civil and legal in their Proceedings: And impowers the ſaid Captain 
sto receive the Valuation of theſe fined from the reſpective Clerks and Collectors 
« of the Shires, and to call theſe to Account, either the Meſſengers or Soldiers, 
„ whom he employed in the ſaid Poindings.“ 
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The ſaid George Melvill thinking himſelf now compleatly authorized, 
returned to his Work with full Purpoſe to do it effectually. Accordingly, on 
the 3oth of October, twelve Soldiers of the Militia, with two Meſſengers, came 
to Jobn Skein's Shop, where, though there were Goods in Sight of more than 
three Times the Value of his Fine, yet they pretended there was not ſufficient ; 
and under that Pretence went to his Dwelling-houſe, where Entrance was refuſed 
them : Upon which they applied to the Provoſt for a Warrant to break open 
his Doors, but before they could obtain it Night came on. Next Day they 
came with Smiths, and Hammers, to break open the Gate and Doors to his 
Dwelling-houſe ; but James Stein, who had well obſerved their Whole

Proceeding, went to the Magiſtrates, then aſſembled, and made a legaF Proteſt, 
imporeing that there were Goods enough in the Shop to anſwer their Claim, and 
if they ſhould break open the Houſe, the Magiſtrates muſt expecct to be ac- 


countable for the Damage incurred: Whereupon they adviſed Melvill to ſeize 


on the Shop Goods, which he did, amounting by their own Valuation to 1307. 
35. 4 d. all which they carried away to the Captain's Houle. a WAY 
On the ſame Day, viz. the 31ſt of Ofober, they made a Seizure at the Houſe 
of George Keith, and carried what they took alſo to the Captain's Houſe : They 
went alſo to Alexander Somerell's Houſe, and took from his Wife a Quantity of 
Pewter, far beyond the Value of his Fine. | n 

On the 7th of November, Robert Barclay, Thomas Muir, Thomas Mill, and 
John Forbes, were committed to Priſon, and by the Order of the Provoſt, three 
of them were put into the High-Goal ; and becauſe the Keeper did not confine 
Robert Barclay in the ſame Place, the Provoſt was highly offended at him. 

As to Melvill, his Career in making Diſtreſſes was ſuddenly put a Stop to for 
ſome Time, by his being obliged to ſecret himſelf for Fear of the Meſſenger and 
Serjeants, who were in Search of him for a juſt Debt; ſo that he durſt not 
appear till he had got over that Difficulty. 

On the 21ſt of November, Patrick Livingſtone and James Halliday, who both 
dwelt in England, coming to viſit their Friends at Aberdeen, were taken and 

ut into the Upper-Priſon. As they entred the Priſon at the Iron Gate, which 

d a Chain croſs it, James Halliday refuſed to go under the Chain, as was 
uſual, but ſtept over it: This the Provoſt ſo reſented, that he ſwore he ſhould 
go under it, if he came out again. But that Oath, with many others he had 
uttered, proved vain. | | 

On the 5th of December, William Taylor was committed to Priſon. On the 
ſame Day Capt. Melvill returned to his old Buſineſs of levying the Fines, and 
took from Alexander Stein Cattle to the Value of 200 Marks, being near twice 
the Value of his Fine. Next Day he took thoſe Cattle to the Croſs to be valued, 
and afterwards, not finding Purchaſers for them to his Mind, cauſed them to be 


killed, and their Fleſh expoſed to Sale in the publick Shambles. But the People 


generally refuſed to buy, ſo that in the End he found thoſe Cattle, whether living 
or dead, were brought to a bad Market. 

On the 19th of December he returned again to John Skein's Shop, on Pretence 
that his former Seizure was defective, and took away more of his Goods, ſo 
that in the whole he took to the Value of 2301. for a Fine of only 1001. 

On the ſame Day he ſeized the Goods of Andrew Galloway, and the next Day 
took five or {1x Oxen of Andrew Faffray, and would have made no Scruple of 
8 them for his Fine, had not ſome of his Relations redeemed them without 
his Knowledge or Conſent. 

On the 23d of December, Melvill brought John Skeir's Goods to the Croſs on 

the Market-day to have them appraiſed, but Patrick Livingſtone and James 
Halliday, out of their Priſon- window, ſo ſpake to the People, that no Man 
could be found who would be concerned in the Matter of appraiſing them, 
which was a Diſappointment to the ſaid Melvill at that Time. 

The ſaid Patrick Livingſtone and James Halliday, being confined in the High- 
Priſon as aforeſaid, had frequent Opportunities, eſpecially on the Market-days, to 
publiſh the Doctrine of Truth out of the Priſon- windows, and had there more 
Hearers than probably they would have had in their own Meeting-place in the 
molt peaceable Times. Thus even their Confinement tended to promote the 
Teitimony they bore : At this the Provoſt and others of their Oppoſers were 
much enraged, and held many Conſultations in order to prevent it, which yet 
they knew not how to effect; for had they uſed any unuſual Violence to the 
Priſoners, the People, who were eager and attentive to hear them, would in all 
probability have been much diſpleaſed. 

On the 29th of December, George Melvill went into the Country to poynd 
David Barclay, but upon producing his Warrant from the Council's Com- 


miſſioners, David Barclay told him, that He could not lawfully take any Thing 
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of bis by Virtue of that Warrant, becauſe the Shire of Merns, in which be dwelt, 


das not within the Bounds of the Commiſſioners Authority, which extended only. to 


the Shires of Aberdeen and Bamff, as was manifeſt by their own Decree, But 
Melvill regarding not any ſuch Point of Law, proceeded. to execute his Purpoſe 
by committing yet a greater Act of Injuſtice ; for he took from the faid David 
ten labouring Oxen (which was by Act of Parliament forbidden to be done, 
even in caſe of a juſt Debt) in the ploughing Seaſon ; he took alſo two Kine and 
a young Bull, and alſo a Quantity of Corn: Having driven the Beaſts to Srane- 
haven, he could not get them appraiſed; ſo low as, he deſired, but had them 
valued at the loweſt Rate he could, which was 20. a piece, | 

Next Day he ſeized Flax and Whalebone from William Spark, for his Fine, to 
the Value of 507. This William Spark, after he had been fined at Aberdeen, had 
obtained from one of the Commiſſioners ar to go Home to look to his 
own Affairs, which as ſoon as the Under-Sheriff there knew of, and that he was 
returned, he cauſed him to be put in Priſon again at S!onebaven, and kept him 
there, till by the aforeſaid levying of his Fine he was * to diſcharge him. 

The ſame Under-Sheriff had ſeveral Times before, when David Barclay was 
Priſoner at Aberdeen, taken Priſoners thoſe who met there, and ſome as they 
were but going thither, and kept them ſeveral Days, until he was ordered to ſet 
them at Liberty, they being generally the Servants of David Barclay. 

Capt. Melvill having done levying the Fines in that Part of the Country, 
returned Home with his Plunder: But the Cattle he had taken from David 
Barclay became burdenſome to him, for he could find no Man that. would buy 
them, and they continually feeding put him to much Expence for Paſturage, ſo 
that he had much ado to keep them from ſtarving till the Spring: At which 
Time the Means of his getting rid of them being ſomewhat obſervable, we 
ſhall here mention it. 

Some Time before this, the S udents of Divinity at Aberdeen had held a publick 
Diſpute with the Quakers, of which that People had printed an Account: The 
Students, in Reply to that Account, thought it neceſſary for their own Repu- 
tation to publiſh an Anſwer to them, which they compoled, and made a pretty 
large Book of it, but ſuch as they could not. find a Printer who would publiſh it 
at his own Charge, and hazard the Sale of it; wherefore they were obliged 
either to let their Performance lie dormant, or print it at their own Expence. 
Having with ſome Difficulty raiſed the Money among them, in Hopes of being 
reimburſed by the Sale of their Book, they were grievouſly diſappointed by 
having almoſt the whole Impreſſion left on their Hands, which no Body would 

urchaſe. Seeing their Labours thus neglected, and their Money loſt, they had 
Rn to the following Expedient : They drew up a Petition, repreſenting 
their Lols to the Commiſſioners, and requeſting ſome Relief out of the Ex- 
cheguer, and through the Influence of the Archbiſhop, obtained their Requeſt, fo 
far, that the Commiſſioners iſſued a Precept upon Capt. Melvill to pay them a 
certain Part of the Quakers Fines in his Hand, and he, having nothing elle left, 
gave them thoſe Oxen of David Barclay, which had long lain heavy on his 
Hands. Thus thoſe Cattle became the $/udents Property, and at length were 
ſold to raiſe the Money they wanted, 

We return again to Capt, Melvill's Progreſs in making Diſtreſſes. On the 4th 
of the Eleventh Month 1676-7, he took from George Gray, a poor Weaver, 
for a Fine of twenty Marks, Cattle and Goods worth 28 /. beſide ſome Linen 
which his Soldiers privately ſtole and carried off. He alſo took the ſame Day 
from William Wiſhart, a Miller, two Kine and a young Bullock worth 40/7. 
The next Day he took from John Glennie, another Miller, two Oxen and a Cow 
worth 40 l. being about three Times the Value of his Fine. 

On the 7th of the ſame Month, he took from Alexander Gellie ſeven Oxen 
worth 140 J. which Seizure was doubly illegal: 1/7. In being made after Sunſet, 
and 2dly. In taking labouring Beaſts in the ploughing Seaſon. But Melvill could 
eaſily paſs beyond the Law in theſe Caſes. 

On the ſame Day Andreu Galloway was again ſent to Priſon. A 
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On the 6th of the Twelfth Month, David Barclay, George Gray, Jobm Forbes, 1 2 


and Robert Mill, were taken at a Meeting, and ſent again to Priſon. The 
three laſt named were put into the Upper-Priſon, and David Barclay into the 
Lower-Goal. | EA 5

On the 6th of the Firſt Month 1677, Andrew Faffray was again taken /97mens.

levying of their Fines they were freed from the Priſon, they forthwith 
returned to their religious Aſſemblies, where they were ſoon taken again, and 


recommitted. ; 

The Provoft of Aberdeen perceiving that the Loſs of their Goods did not 
deter this People from returriing to their Meetings, which his Aim was to pre- 
vent, not only continued to ſend them again to Priſon, but took Counſel with 


Alexander Burnett, one of his Bailiffs, of a like perſecuting Diſpoſition with 


himſelt, to render the Confinement of the Priſoners as incommodious to them as 
poſſibly they could; for which Purpoſe they would cauſe the Priſoners fre- 

ntly to remove their Bedding and Utenſils out of one Room to another: 
They alſo made a Propoſition for petitioning the Commiſſioners to give Order 
for the cloſe ſhutting up all the Priſoners, in the higher Part of the Goal, but 
could not obtain the Concurrence of the other Magiſtrates in that piece of 
Cruelty. About the ſame Time the faid Bailiff Byrne!t being deputed to attend 
at a Meeting ot the Commiſſioners, ſtrove to his utmoſt to incenſe them againſt 
the Quakers, ſtrenuouſly urging the Commiſſioners to prevent their preaching to 
the People out of their Priſon- windows. The Commiſſioners, willing to prevent 
the ſuppoſed Danger of ſuch their Preaching, gave the ſaid Bailiff Burnett an 
Order to remove Patrick Livingſtone, George Keith, Robert Barclay, Fohn Skein, 
and Andrew Faffray out of the Priſon they were in to a Place out of Town, 
called the Chapel, where the Commiſſary Courts uſed to fit, and where (as they 
thought) the Priſoners might have better Accommodation. With this Order 
the Provoſt and Bailiff, whoſe Aim was to incommode, not to eaſe, the Pri- 
ſoners, were not well pleaſed, and therefore not forward to execute it. But a few 
Days after, obſerving ſome of the Priſoners, out of the High-Priſon, preaching 
to the People, of whom great Numbers ſtood in the Streets to hear them with 
much Attention, they were exceedingly angry; and the more ſo, when after 
thoſe in the higher Priſon had done ſpeaking, Andrew Faffray began alſo to 
preach unto the People out of the Jower Priſon ; wherefore they immediately 
employed Workmen to nail up the Windows of the upper Priſon, and to ſtop 
the very Chinks which were to let in Light upon the Stairs : After which the 
Provoſt, with Bailiff Burnett and others, went into the low Council-houſe, (a 
Place divided from that, where the Priſoners were, only by a thin Partition) 
where they curſed, ſwore, raved and foamed outragiouſly, ſo that the Priſoners 
heard them. At length they concluded to execute the laſt Order of the 
Commiſſioners, only inſtead of Patrick Livingſtone they determined to remove 
David Barclay : Accordingly they cauſed to be ſent away to the Chapel, David 
Barclay, Robert Barclay, John Skein, George Keith, and Andrew Jafra. And 
at the ſame Time they ordered John Leſt, Andrew Galloway, Robert Gordon, 
Ochiltrie Ferindaile, Alexander Seaton, Andrew Fiſher, and John Cowie, to be

the Firſt Month 1677. 


On the next Day Alexander Somerell was taken, and was alſo put up into 


the higher Priſon. 

The Provoſt and Bailiff ſtill continued their Ill-wiil to the Priſoners, the 
Manner of whoſe Confinement was as follows : . i 

Thoſe who were ſent to the Chapel, were there put into a little cold narrow 
Place, which had a great Door opening to the Eaſtern Ocean without any Fence, 
where was very little Room more than to hold their Beds, and only one little 
Window, ſo that the Priſoners could not ſee, even to eat their Food, unleſs by 
Candle-light, or during the Door being opener by the Keeper, who came at ſet 


Times to let in their Proviſions. At tho 
uſual 


e Times of opening the Door it was 
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uſual for a Servant to come and ſweep out the Room, and when, to make Way 
for him, ſome of the Priſoners occaſionally ſtept a few Paces out at the Door 
the Provoſt ſharply rebuked the Keeper for letting them have that Li of 0 
few Minutes breathing. The little Room they were confined in had a Chimney 
but very ſubject to ſmoke. The Priſoners deſirous ſometimes to have a Fire, 
and wanting Room to lay in ſome Turf or Peats for Firing, it was propoſed to 
let them have the Uſe of a little Place under their Room to lay ſome Fuel in: 
This the Goaler durſt not do without Conſent of the Provolt, who when he was 
applied to, rudely chid the Man that kept the Key for offering to mention it. 


It being alſo propoſed to the Provoſt that another Window might be made to 


give the Priſoners ſome more Light, he rejected the Propoſal with Indignation. 
Thus hardly were the Priſoners in the Chapel dealt with. | 

But the Caſe of thoſe confined in the higher Priſon at the Tolbooth was yet 
more grievous ; for they were ſo ſtraitned for Room that they could not lay 
their Beds, but were forced to lay them one above another on Boards, that ſo 
they might have ſome little Space to ſtand and move upon in the Day-time, 
and the Rain ſometimes. beating in upon them, rendred the Place more incom- 
modious. Add to all this, the unwholſome Cloſeneſs of the Priſon, and its 
Darkneſs, the Windows being cloſed with Boards; the Caſe of Men for a long 
Time ſo cloſely ſhut up muſt be very deplorable, beſides the Stink which was 
very offenſive, they having no Convenience for caſing their Bodies, but in Cloſe. 
ſtools, which ſtood ſeveral Days before they could be ſuffered to empty them : 
And every Night they were lockt up in two Rooms fifteen Hours, trom fix in 
the Evening to nine in the Morning. While they lay in this miſerable Condi- 
tion, eight others of their Brethren, . taken at their religious Aſſemblies, were 
added to their Number, namely Alexander Skein, Robert Burnett of Lethentie, 


Alexander Gellie, John Forbes of Achortis, John Robertſon, Robert Sandilands, 


Robert Mill, and John Mercer; but theſe, tor want of Room, were obliged to 
lodge themſelves among the Debtors and other Priſoners, who lay in the Jower 


Rooms much thronged. a 


The Priſoners Relations and Acquaintance, and many ſober Inhabitants of the 
Town, being ſore grieved with their inhuman Uſage, applied to the Magiſtrates 
to prevent the Death of the Priſoners, which the Phyſicians did declare them to 
be apparently in Danger of, and for that End propoſed the removing them 
into the great Room of the Chapel, but the Provoſt and Bailiff Burnett would 


not admit it, the latter of them ſaying, He would pack them like Salmon 


in a Barrel, and though they ſtood as cloſe as the Fingers on his Hands, yet they 
ſhould have no more Room, and that if they had not Room in the Chambers, they 
might lie on the Stairs ; the Paſſage of which Stairs was ſo narrow, that one 
could hardly paſs by another. At length a Friend of the Priſoners under a great 
Concern, wrote a Letter to the Provoſt, which we think worthy our Readers 
Peruſal, and ſhall therefore inſert a Copy of it, as follows.

« Thy hard Thoughts and hard Speeches of them are beſides the Law, 
«« wherewith thou defendeſt ſome of thy Actions, and their Manner of Impriſon- 
« ment is thy own Deed. Ah! remember and keep {till in thy Mind, that for 
cc theſe, and all other Deeds done in the Body, thou muſt give an Account, 
« and thou wilt find thy Need of Mercy and Forgiveneſs ; but how canſt thou 
« ſeek or expect it, if thou be void of Mercy to any? Albeit there were of 
« us that had wronged thee, what do we owe thee ? But a few Pence in Com- 
c pariſon of what thou oweſt the Lord. And wilt thou fulfil our Lord's 
«© Parable in plain Deeds, to impriſon cruelly, and beyond thy Superiors 
* Orders, for thy own private Offence ? Verily, though before this Time much 
had been forgiven thee, yet for that very Act all thine Iniquities may be laid 
eto thy Charge, as thou mayſt read, Mat. xviii. 32, 33, 34. Were we thy 
« Enemies, as its like thou judgeſt us to be, thou oughteſt, as a Chriſtian, to 
« relieve our Neceſſities, and in ſo doing thou wouldſt heap Coals of Fire upon 
% our Heads, and mighteſt _ thy Reward from the But how much 
& contrary is it to increaſe our Neceſſities, and add to our Burdens by cloſer 
* Impriſonment than the Law requires, and where there is no Neceſſity for it, 
ce there being other convenient Houſes and Places for Impriſonment, where 
<« there is Room enough. Reflect ſeriouſly on the Meaſures which thou art 
„ giving to others, — be not aſnamed to ſtop when and where thou ſeeſt thou 
«© haſt done amiſs. If thou thinkeſt thereby thou art executing Juſtice, and 
e acteſt righteouſly, becauſe they walk contrary to thy Will, mind what the 
« wiſe Man faid, Be not righteous over-much, nor make thyſelf over-wiſe, why 
c ſhouldſt thou deſtroy thyſelf ? Why ſhould it offend thee that they preach Re- 
e pentance and Remiſſion of Sins (by believing in Chriſt near) to a Multitude 
e of poor wicked People? Can you think worſe of them than ſome formerly 
« really were, who preached Chriſt out of Envy, ſuppoſing to add Affliction to 
ce the afflicted Apoſtle's Bonds, and yet he was far from being, or bidding any 
« to be, cruel unto them, although he was an eminent Witneſs for Truth, and 
« againſt all Deceit. And that they cry aloud from a Priſon- window, and lift 
e up their Voices like a Trumpet, is it an Injury to thee, or Matter of Offence 
« juſtly given? Or canſt thou alledge, Ged or Man will lay that Practice of 
ce theirs to thy Charge? So that upon no Account thou needs to be afraid or 
ce offended, to ſuffer them, when they are willing for Chriſt's Sake to run all 
«« Hazards, and be lightly eſteemed among Men. It is far leſs for thee to bear 
« it, Therefore leave them to their Maſter, to whom they muſt ſtand or fall, 
«« that ſo thou mayſt give up thy Charge and Account with Approbation of 
« the Lord, whoſe Favour will be of Uſe when all Men's will fail.” 


The foregoing Letter ſhews, that the Priſoners or their Friends were not 
wanting to warn the Provoſt of the Rigour of his Proceedings, and to diſchatge 
their Conſciences of the Chriſtian Duty, they eſteemed themſelves under towards 
him, of rebuking the Cruelty and Injuſtice he was in the Practice of. 

About the ſame Time Lilias Stein, Wife of Alexander Stein, before mentioned, 
wrote to the Magiſtrates and others a Paper, intituled,

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e Teſtimony againſt the Spirit of Perſecution, whereunto now ye are arrived 
in ſuch a Meaſure as doth exceed the Bounds of Humanity, and the Severity 
ce of your Predeceſſors. Wherefore in the Fear of the Lord, and in tender 
«© Love towards you, I warn you to conſider what ye have done, or are doing, 
cc that you draw not upon yourſelves and this City innocent Blood, for 
<« affuredly the Lord will not hold you guiltleſs ; and every one of you, ac- 
« cording to the Meaſure of your Acceſſions, will find it when the Lord deals 
« with you, and truly you will have enough to account for, though you k 

% your Hands free of the Blood of the innocent People, who ſuffer for Con-

& People of this Place ſhould ſay, Y/ben ſaw we thee ſo and ſo * Hereby it is 
* manifeſt to all who will open their Eyes, that Chriſt ſuffers in his Members 
% many, Times, when People believe it not, nor are concerned therewith, which 
& ought to make all Who had but the Letter of the Scripture, tender and cau- 
tious, for one Anſwer ſhall be given. to all, both to thoſe who have not

Enemies, and prays for thoſe who perſecute them. Her Exhortations are con- 
firmed by many apt Inſtances taken from the Holy Scriptures, wherein ſhe was 
well verſed, and in the Knowledge and Interpretation of which ſhe' was much 
improved, by obeying the Dictates of the Spirit of Chriſt, from which they were 
given forth. VV 

One of the Pretences under which the Prieſts and Magiſtrates did palliate 4» enpiy 
their Perſecution of the Quakers, was, that they - were Popiſhly affected, and Heede of 
Advancers of the Intereſt of the Church of Rome. A Pretence altogether falſe . 
and groundleſs. While at the ſame Time themſelves were found egregiouſly feſted.

The Marqueſs of Huntly, the moſt noted 17 in Scotland, and the greateſt 
Advancer ot that Intereſt there, was bringing Home his Wife, the Daughter of 
the Duke of Norfolk, one of the moſt eminent Papiſts in England, and ſhe herſelf 
alſo very zealous in the Romi/þ ay At their Entrance into Aberdeen, the 
Magiſtrates drew together a great Number of the Citizens, and went forth to 
meet them with much Ceremony, expreſſing all the uſual Tokens of the utmoſt 
Reverence and Reſpect, ſo that the whole Town was as it were taken up with 
the Grandeur of Solemnity on that Occaſion. This is not mentioned to 
detract from the Merit, Dignity or Quality of the 3 but only to ſhew 
the Hypocriſy of thoſe, who, while themſelves did publickly flatter and careſs the 
moſt eminent Papiſts, did colour their cruel Proſecution of the Quakers with a 
falſe Pretence of their Affinity to Popery. This Digreſſion, we hope, will not be 
altogether unpleaſant to, nor unworthy the Obſervation, of the Reader. 

On the 3d of the Second Month 1677, the Commiſſioners of the Council 
met again at Ellan, where Bailiff Burnet was again deputed to attend them, 
and ſtrenuouſly endeavoured to juſtify their Proceedings againſt the Quakers at 
Aberdeen, under a falſe Pretence that they had no Room better to accommodate 
them. But many Perſons appearing on the Behalf of the Priſoners, and repre- 
ſenting the Cruelty of their Confinement, the Commiſſioners reſolved to give 
them ſome preſent Relief, and thereupon made the following Decree, viz, 


« At Ellan in Aberdeenſhire, the 34 Day of April 1677 Years, in the

« Burgh, have for their farther Eaſe ordained theſe after-named of the faid 


« Oyakers to be removed from the ſaid Tolbooth of Aberdeen, and to be 


« impriſoned and confined as follows, viz. Robert Barclay, Mr. George Keith, 
« Patrick Livingſtone, Jobn Stein, James Halliday, Thomas Mercer, Jobn Leſt,

« Aberdeen to the Tolbooth of the Burgh of Bamff, and the Sheriff is hereby 
& impowered and required to accept of the ſaid Priſoners from the Sherifi-

« booth of Banff till farther Order. Likewife the faid Sheriff. Deputy of 
« Aberdeen is required to receive the fore-named Priſoners from the faid 
«« Magiſtrates of Aberdeen, and to conduct and convey them as faid is. 

« As alfo the faid Lords ordains David Barclay, Mr. Alexander Stein, Robert 
« Burnett of Lethentie, Alexander Gellie, and Andrew Faffray, to be removed

« reſpective Dwelling-places and Parochies wherein the ſame lie, ſtraitly

France, he refuſed all Communion with ſuch Biſhops as had any Fellowſhip with 
thoſe that ſought to deſtroy even ſuch as were departed from the Faith. | 
I confeſs the bloody Biſhops of Rome give large Precedents of ſuch 
Actings, but I ſuppoſe thou art not Ambitious to be ranked among them, 
or to be counted an Imitator of them in that Reſpect.

cc HAT albeit the Nature of our known Principles, and our Practice 
66 thereunto correſponding, ſince we were a People in this Nation, 
« free us of all juſt Ground of Suſpicion of being Diſturbers of the common 
% Peace, or prejudicial to the preſent Government, and that the innocent and 
« harmleſs Exerciſe of our Conſciences in our peaceable and Chriſtian Aſſem- 
te blies, doth not, as we conceive, come under the general Purpoſe of thoſe 
« Laws made againſt ſeditious Conventicles. Yet upon the Councils Declara- 
« tion emitted a Year ago, upon the x2th of the Firſt Month called March 
« 1676, ſeveral of us were taken Priſoners, and afterwards at ſundry Times to

«© to the Rigour, many of them have had their Goods miſerably ſpoiled, moſt 
<« to the double, and ſome to the Triple, of their Fines uplifted, of which

% wanted the Accommodation of Fire this cold Winter Seaſon, And now of 
& late, to ſum up all with an unparallePd piece of Inhumanity, certain of the 
« Magiſtrates of this Place, upon Pretence that their Court-houſe could not be 
“ ſpared longer for a Priſon to us, notwithſtanding they have an empty Place 
« where they could, and others of them would have ſecured us, yet by a 
certain malicious Barbarity, ſhameful to be named among Chr;/tians, they have 
« thronged up fifteen of us in two narrow ſtinking Holes, where each of us

their Impriſonment, ſo as that they may be accommodate with Neceſſaries.

This Order of the Council at Edinburgh being brought to Aberdeen, cauſed 
much Diſpute between the Magiſtrates of Aberdeen and the Under- Sheriff, the 
Magiſtrates inſiſting upon his carrying the Priſoners to Bamf, according to 
the aforeſaid Order of the Commiſſioners at Ellan, but the Sheriff conſidering 
that the Order of Council bore Date after that of the Commiſſioners, refuſed to 
remove them, and preſſed the Magiſtrates to obey the CounciPs laſt Order, by 
finding the Priſoners better Accommodation at Aberdeen. The Contention grew 
ſo high between them, that neither of them would meddle with the Priſoners, 
but proceeded to enter their formal Proteſts at Law one againſt the other, the 
Magiſtrates againſt the Sheriff for not obeying the Order of the Commiſſioners 
at Ellan, and the Sheriff againſt the Magiſtrates for not obeying the Directions 
of the Council. Under theſe Circumſtances Robert Barclay, and the other Pri- 
ſoners, when neither of the contending Parties would accept the Diſpoſal of 
them, went before a publick Netary, and entred their Proteſts reſpecting the 
Proceedings, and thereupon alſo proteſted, that themſelves were Freemen, and 
fhould: paſs away about their lawful Occaſions. This was on the gth Day of the 
Second Month 1677. 

By this Means the ſaid Robert Barclay, Thomas Mercer, John Skein, John 
Leſt, Fohn Cowie, and George Keith, obtained their Liberty, and moſt of them 
went away to Edinburgh. But as to thoſe who yet remained Priſoners at Aber- 
deen, the Magiſtrates (notwithſtanding the Council's Order) would give them 
no better Accommodations than formerly, as appears by the following Proteſt 
of Robert Gerrard on that Occaſion, viz. 

« T Aberdeen, the 24th Day of April 1667 Years, and of our 
6 Soveraign Lord's Reign the twenty nine Year ; the which Day,

Thus the Magiſtrates of Aberdeen continued to oppreſs their Priſoners, and 
not only ſo, but they allo ſtirred up the Commiſſioners there, and jointly 
with them, writ a virulent Letter to the King's Council at £dinburgh againſt 
the Qua ters, in order to hinder them from having Acceſs to be heard in their 
juſt Complaint, which ſome of their Brethren were at that Time endeavouring 
to lay before the Council. And for whoſe Relief Robert Barclay, and others, 
were then ſtrenuouſly ſolliciting at Edinburgh, There alſo happened at this 
Juncture another Occurrence, wherein the Zeal of the Priſoners at Aberdeen 
having given Offence to ſome of the Clergy, excited alſo the Synod at Aberdeen 
to join in miſrepreſenting them to the King's Council. The Caſe was as follows: 

A Synod of the Clergy being convened at Aberdeen, ſeveral of the Prieſts A Symdicat 

having drank too plentifully, were obſerved in the Streets to be incapable of Meeting of 
walking without the Aſſiſtance of others to ſupport them. Some of the People nr 
called Qua ers ſeeing this out of the Window of their Priſon, were moved with 
Zeal to declare to the People againſt ſuch a Practice; ſhewing, that while the 
2uakers were impriſoned for meeting peaceably to worſhip God, thoſe Prieſts 
(whoſe Miniſtry they were perſecuted for relinquiſhing) were permitted with 
Impunity to ſtagger up and down the Streets for Drunkenneſs, at the very Time 
when they pretended to be met for the Government of the Church. 
This publick Rebuke was highly reſented as a great Indignity to the Clergy 
in general, ſeveral! of whom writ to the Members of the King's Council about 
it, repreſenting this Matter in ſuch a Light, as if the Quaſters in Priſon were fo 
inſolent and abuſive, that a Clergyman could not quietly paſs the Streets for 
them. The Magiſtrates alſo writ a large Packet to the Archbiſhop, earneſtly 
requiring his Aſſiſtance to ſuppreſs the 2uakers. 

Thus by a joint Concurrence of the Commiſſioners, the Magiſtrates of Aber- 
deen, the Synod of the Clergy, and the Archbiſhop, the Caule of the innocent 
Sufferers was obſtructed, the Labours of their Brethren with the Council in a 
great Meaſure fruſtrated ; and the Buſineſs concerning them again remitted to 
the Commiſſioners in the North. 

On the 16th of the Third Month the ſaid Commiſſioners met again at 
Aberdeen, and paſſed their Sentence as follows, viz.

the ſaid Hole in the Wall, fo as to be diſtinctly heard over the Street by the 
People, who frequently got together, and attentively heard the Voice of thoſe 
whoſe Faces they could not ſee, by reaſon of the Thickneſs of the Wall, and the 
double Iron Grates, as before mentioned. After ſeven Weeks Continuance under 
this cruel Oppreſſion, the Perſecutors finding their End not anſwered, but that 
their Endeavours to prevent the Priſoners preaching had increaſed the Deſire of 
the People to hear them, they permitted the ſaid Patrick Livingſtone and George 
Gray to enjoy again the Liberty of the Priſon in common with the reſt of their 
Friends: To which Liberty Andrew Faſfray, at the Complaint of ſome of his 
Relations, had been admitted ſomewhat ſooner.

repeat their fruitleſs Attempts, and quietly to permit what they were fully 
convinced their Power was unable to prevent, 
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The CONCLUSION. 


HE foregoing Col LEO oN contains a Multitude of Inſtances of the 
Trials, AMiEtions and Sufferings, cruel Mockings and Scourgings, 
Bonds, Impriſonments and Deaths, which this religious People under- 


Such a continued Series of Oppreſſion rendered the Conſtancy, Faith and 
Patience of the Sufferers the more approved and conſpicuous ; for looking unto 
Jzsus, the Author and Finiſher of their Faith, who for the Toy that was ſet before 
him, endured the Croſs, and deſpiſed the Shame, they, like true Diſciples of him, 
that endured ſuch Contradiftion of Sinners, were not wearied, neither did faint in 
their Minds. Heb. xii. 2, 3. 

Obſervable was the Growth and Increaſe of this People under the heayy 
Weight of a violent Oppoſition, and the extream Rigour of human Laws made 
with a determined View and Purpoſe to ſuppreſs them; inſomuch that - they 
had Reaſon to ſay with the Pſalmiſt, 1f i# had not been the Lord who was on cur 
Side when Men roſe up againſt us; then they had ſwallowed us up quick, when their 


Wrath was kindled againſt us. Pſal. cxxiii. 2, 3. 
But as they placed their whole Truſt and Confidence in God, he was gra- 


ciouſly pleaſed, by the Interpoſition of his Providence, to be with them in their 
Afflictions, to diſappoint the wicked Devices of thoſe who ſought their De- 
ſtruction, and to make even the Malice of their Adverſaries inſtrumental to 
the enlarging of their Number, by the Converſion of many to the Belief and 
Acknowledgement of the ſame Chriſtian Principles. NE 

For, the extream Severity exerciſed againſt them, did frequently excite in 
ſober and judicious Perſons a ſerious Enquiry into the Doctrines and Practices 
of the Sufferers, which, when they found to be conſonant both to Scripture and 
Reaſon, many of them cheerfully embraced, and were the more confirmed in 
the Profeſſion of, by ſuch a Multitude of Abuſes, Railings and Revilings, as 
evil-minded Men in all Ages have uſually practiſed againſt the Juſt and 
Innocent, and wherewith they have been accuſtomed vainly to attempt the 
Obſtruction of every Appearance of Truth and Virtue. | 

Thus gathered by ſcriptural and rational Conviction, and by the Manifeſtation 
of divine Grace in themſelves, into a joint Belief of the Univer/al Light of Chrift, 
and enabled through its heavenly Guidance to regulate their Lives and Conver- 
ſations, they became a large and conſiderable Body of Proteſtant Diſſenters, 


united in religious Society, and diſtinguiſhed by a peculiar Sobriety and Gravity 


of Manners, abſtaining not only from the groſs Vices and Immoralities of the 
Age, but alſo teſtifying againſt, and relinquiſhing, as ſinful, thoſe cuſtomary 
Plays, Games, Sports and Paſtimes, which even the Teachers of other Chriſtian 
Denominations have been too apt to palliate under the Name of innoceni 
Recreations and harmleſs Diverſions. 

A conſcientious Diſuſe of thoſe popular Vanities is to this Day a general 
Criterion, or diſtinguiſhing Mark of this People, inſomuch that when any of 
their Perſwaſion are induced to mix with others in the Practice of ſuch Things, 
they are lookt upon with Contempt, and their ſo doing is regarded as an 
apparent and viſible Mark of Degeneracy from their firſt Principles. 

Soon after the Reſtoration of King Charles the Second, a general Tender of 
the Oath of Allegiance cauſed the Priſons throughout England to be filled with 
this People, who were no ſooner ſet at Liberty, but forthwith they reſorted to 
their religious Meetings, and for ſo doing were many of them recommitted in 


order to Baniſhmenr.

went for the Exerciſe of a good Conſcience, during a violent Storm 
of Ferſecution of near forty Years Continuance. | 
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And although in the Year 1672, that King, by his Patent or Pardon under 


the diſcharging near five Hundred 


the great Scal, did open the Priſon- doors to 
of the ſaid People at once, purſuant to his Declaration publiſhed for a Suſpenſion 
of the penal Laws; yet that Declaration being thought an undue Extent of the 
Regal Prerogative, was ſoon revoked, and their Perſons and Eſtates again expoſed 
to the returning Storm, and to the exorbitant Plunder and Rapine of avarieious 
and mercileſs Informers. wy. ay We" 

Nor had either theſe, or any other Proteſtant Diſſenters, any legal Security 
for enjoying their religious Aſſemblies to worſhip God peaceably and without 
Interruption, until the Time of that Revolution of Government in this King- 


dom, which iſſued in the happy Acceſſion of King William the Third, and bis 


Conſort Queen Mary, to the Throne. WG-5 

In the firſt Year of the Reign of thoſe excellent Proteſtant Princes, an Act of 
Parliament paſſed their royal Aſſent, intituled, An Ad for exempting their 
Majeſties Proteſtant Subjects diſſenting from the Church of England, from the 
Penalties of certain Laws. By this Act the many Years Perſecution of this 
People in England was put an End to, and their religious Liberty confirmed and 
eſtabliſhed in two material Points, viz. 

1ſt. The peaceable Enjoyment of their religious Meetings under the 
Protection of the Law; and | | 2 

2dly, The Subſtitution of a Declaration of Fidelity, to be taken without 
Swearing, inſtead of the Oath of Allegiance. 25

In both theſe Reſpects they had deeply ſuffered : And the recent Memory of 


thoſe Sufferings did then excite a moſt grateful Senſe of the invaluable Bleſſings 
by that Act received: The Continuance of which is, and we humbly hope 
ever will be, acknowledged as a ſtanding Obligation on the ſaid People, to be 
expreſſed in grateful and never-failing Returns of Fidelity and Obedience. 7 
But the Relief from Swearing, granted by that Act, being limited only to 
the Oaths of Allegiance to the Government, was not of equal Extent with the 
Quakers Scruple againſt all Swearing ; wherefore they continued yet expoſed to 
many Inconyeniencies, deprived of their known Rights and Freedoms in divers 
Caſes, and alſo debarred from giving legal Evidence in any Court of Judicature, 
which Evidence, by reaſon of their extenſive Commerce,. was thought highly 
neceſſary for ſecuring the Property both of themſelves and others, 


Which being humbly repreſented to the Legiſlature, induced them in the 


Beginning of the Year 1696, to pals an Ad, intituled, An Af that the ſolemn 
Affirmation and Declaration of the People called Quakers ſhall be accepted inſtead 
of an Oath in the uſual Form. By this Act they were effectually relieved in the 
Caſe of Swearing, and rendered ſerviceable to their Fellow-Subjects. 

In this Act, at the Inſtance and Procurement of the Clergy, the following 
Clauſe was inſerted, viz. 3 


And whereas, by Reaſon of a pretended Scruple of Conſcience, Quakers 

* do refuſe to pay Tithes and Church-Rates : Be it Enacted by the Authority 
e aforeſaid, That where any Quader ſhall refufe to pay, or compound for his 
great or ſmall Tithes, or to pay any Church-Rates, it ſhall and may be 
* lawful, to and for the two next Juſtices of the Peace of the ſame County, 
(other than ſuch Juſtice of the Peace as is Patron of the Church or Chapel 
** where the ſaid Tithes do or ſhall ariſe, or any ways intereſted in the ſaid 
* Tithes) upon the Complaint of any Parſon, Vicar, Farmer or Proprietor of 
* Tithes, Churchwarden or Churchwardens, who ought to have, receive, or 
collect the ſame, by Warrant under their Hands and Seals, to convene before 
them ſuch Quaker or Quakers neglecting, or refuſing to pay or compound 
for the ſame, and to examine upon Oath, which Oath the faid Juſtices are 
0 hereby empowered to adminiſter, or in ſuch Manner as by this Act is pro- 
* vided, the Truth and Juſtice of the ſaid Complaint, and to aſcertain what is 

due and payable, by ſuch Quaker or Quakers, to the Party or Parties com- 


** Plaining, and by Order under their Hands and Seals, to direct and appoint 
the 
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ce .the Payment thereof, ſo as the Sum ordered as aforeſaid do not exceed ten 
« Pounds: And upon Refuſal by ſuch Qua ter or Quakers to pay according to 
« ſuch Order, it ſhall and may be lawtul to, and for any one of the faid 
<« Tuſtices, by Warrant under his Hand and Seal, to levy the Money thereby 
<« ordered to be paid, by Diſtreſs and Sale of Goods of ſuch Offender, his 
« Executors or Adminiſtrators, rendring only the Overplus to him, her, or 
cc them, neceſſary Charges of diſtraining being thereout firſt deducted and 


& allowed by the ſaid Juſtice.” 


Therefore the Claimers of Tithes, having this ſummary Method of recovering 
them put into their Hands, if they till chuſe to oppreſs their Neighbours by 
ive Law-ſuits, do moſt deſervedly incur the Imputation of Litigion/neſs. 
The laſt mentioned Act was made at firſt but for ſeven Years, which Term 
by a ſubſequent Act, to which alſo King William gave the royal Aﬀent by his 
Commiſſioners a few Days before his Deceaſe, was continued for eleven Years 
longer, which Continuation being near expiring, was renewed in the firſt Yezr 
of King George the Firſt, by an Act of Parliament without any Limitation 
of Time. 
But the Form of Affirmation allowed by thoſe Acts, not being to the Sati(. 
faction of many of the ſaid People, after ſeveral Applications to the Legiſlature, 
a more eaſy Form was granted and perpetuated, Anno 1715, v2. 


« A. B. do ſolemnly, fincerely and truly, declare and affirn. 


The above recited Clauſe, in favour of the Clergy, ſince extended to the 
Recovery of all kind of Church-Claims, is alſo continued ; which, as before 
obſerved, renders all Application, even to the Temporal Courts, altogether 
unneceſſary. 

But yet more ſurprizing are their Proceedings in the Eccleſiaſtical Courts, 
which, as is well known, can in no wiſe conduce to the Recovery of their 
Claim. In ſuch Proceſſes they diſcover ſuch an unchriſtian and vindictive 
Diſpoſition, as even to ſacrifice their Claim to ſatiate their Revenge, and ſeem 
to exerciſe Oppreſſion for its own Sake. 

The foregoing Collection hath many Inſtances of faithful and conſcientious 
Perſons who loſt their Liberties, and ſome of them their Lives, through hard 
and cloſe Impriſonments on Writs de Excommunicato capiendo, obtained through 
the Influence and Denunciations of Church. Cenſure. Thoſe Inſtances were ex. 
ceeding grievous at that Time, when it was ſuppoſed a Duty incumbent upon 
all to keep within the Pale of the National Church, 

But ſince the Act of Toleration, the Excommunication of Proteſtant Diſſenters 
ſeenis irrational, and inconſiſtent with the Liberty by that Act granted them. 

For with what Propriety can the Paſtors of that Church excommunicate thoſe 
whom the Law admits to be of another Communion ? 

Is it not irrational to exerciſe a pretended Power of expelling ot of the Pale 
of the Church thoſe who are not, and perhaps never were, within it ? 

Are not the Acts of the Church in ſuch Excommunications excentrick, and 
out of its proper Sphere ? 

It fo, their Sigmficavits thereupon to the ſecular Power muſt of Necellity oe 
irregular, and void ot any juſt or reaſonable Inducement for iſſuing Writs de 
Excommunicato capiendo on ſuch Occaſions. | 

And fince the Act of the firſt of King George the Firſt hath perpetuated the 
Remedy provided for the Recovery of Tithes and Church-Rates from Quaker's, 
and alſo extended the fame to all other Rights, Dues, or Payments, elan : 
any Church or Chapel, or to the Miniſter or Curate thereof, The iſſuing of ſuc 
Writs are in thoſe Caſes altogether unneceſſary. 

Wherefore, an Exemption of the faid People called Qyakers, from all ar 5 
ſiaſtical Proceſſes againſt them in ſuch Cafes, appears to be juſt and 2 
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Theſe Obſervations the ComPILER of this Collection hath inſerted, as having 
a near Affinity to the Nature of his Subject, and expreſſing ſome Reaſons of 
that Hope, which this Part of the King's Proteſtant Subjects continue in, of 
being legally delivered from the Effects of Church-Centure, 'in theſe Caſes, 

rievous to them, needleſs to the Clergy, and beneficial to no Man. . 

To conclude. The Col LEO TOR of theſe Sufferings eſteems it his incumbent, 
Duty to cloſe the ſame with an humble and grateful Acknowledgement of that 
gracious Hand of Divine Providence which hath mercifully prolonged his Lite 
to the deſired Accompliſhment of this long and laborious Undertaking. A 
Work, which to Readers of the fame religious Sentiments with the Sufferers, 
may reaſonably conduce, by the many Examples of Chriſtian Faith and Patience, 
to confirm them in the Principles of their Profeſſion : And which, to ſober and 
religiouſly inclined Perſons of other Chriſtian Denominations, may be a realonable 
Motive to a ſerious Search of the Holy Scriptures, the moſt probable Means of 
opening their Underſtandings to the Acknowledgement of, and Obedience 
to, the Dictates of that true Light, wherewith Chriſt, the univerſal Saviour, 
enlightneth every Man that cometh into the World. 

May all the Profeſſors of this Heavenly Light, manifeſt their Obedience by 
a circumſpect Walking therein, as becometh the Children of the Light and of 
the Day, As obedient Children, not faſhioning themſelves according to the former 
Luſts in their Ignorance : But as he which hath called them is holy, ſo ought they 
to be holy in all Manner of Converſation, 1 Pet. i. 14, 15. | 

And let all who, under the Protection of this Proteſtant Government, are bleſſed 
with the Enjoyment of religious Liberty, and exempted from the Popyſh Tyranny 
of Perſecution, walk worthy of the Bleſſings received, ever mindful to put in 
Practice the Exhortation of the Apoſtle, 1 Tim. Chap. ii. That firſt of all, 
Supplications, Prayers, Interceſſions, and giving of Thanks, be made for all Men: 
For Kings, and for all that are in Authority, that we may live a quiet and 
peaceable Life in all Godlineſs and Honeſty. For this is good and acceptable in 
the Sight of God our Saviour : Who will have all Men to be ſaved, and to come 
unto the Knowledge of the Truth. 

To the Lord our God, who only hath Immortality, and dwelleth in the 
Light, the inexhauſtible Fountain of Power and Knowledge, who giveth 
Strength to the Weak, and Underſtanding to the Simple, from whom alone, 
through Jeſus Chriſt our Saviour and Redeemer, proceedeth all our Ability 
for the Performance of every good Work, be all Glory, Praiſe, Thank\- 
giving, and Dominion, rendred and aſcribed, now, hencetorth, and through 


all Generations. Amen.
